One Dead And Hundreds Hurt 
As Bomb Blasts Rock London 


LONDON (UPI) - Two pow­ 
erful car bombs like those used 
by the Irish Republican Army 
i IRA * in Northern Ireland ex­ 
ploded in the heart of London 
today, killing one man. injuring 
at least 114 persons and doing 
widespread damage to such 
landmarks as the Old Bailey 
Criminal Court and the Agricul­ 
ture Ministry. 
The bombs—cars packed with 
explosives—hit the Old Bailey 
Central Court, blew out all the 
windows at the Ministry of Ag­ 
riculture, damaged an army 
recruiting station, the head­ 
quarters of the British forces 
broadcasting network and other 
targets. There were other bomb 
scares and evacuation of build­ 
ings. 
The bombings, which some

Oil Firm Successful In 
Challenging Pollution Law

SAN FRANCISCO - Prosecu­ 
tion of Bay Area air polluters 
has been crippled by an oil 
company's successful legal 
challenge to a key law. 
Air Pollution Control District 
directors, huddling yesterday 
behind closed doors for an hour, 
unanimously voted to seek 
emergency legislation to re­ 
verse the ruling by the Benicia 
Justice Court. 
Some 175 cases against pollu- 
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ters will have to be settled or 
delayed pending legislative ac­ 
tion. The district's counsel, 
David A. Self, cited the disput­ 
ed law as “ the district's princi­ 
pal legal enforcement tool." 


The disputed law is Section 
38261 of the state Health and 
Safety Code, which in 1970 em­ 
powered air pollution control 
districts to sue polluters for 
$500 a day for each violation. 


The challenge by Humble Oil 
and Refining Co., however, suc­

Indians

WOUNDED KNEE. S.D. UPI» 
—Militant Indian leaders who 
seized Wounded Knee nine days 
ago and refused as “ totally 
unacceptable” a federal gov­ 
ernment offer for terms of 
peaceful dispersal, said today 
their ranks have been strength­ 
ened by 32 more supporters 
who filtered into this hamlet.

Ranchers and lawmen figure

dairy animals were stolen from

That totals about $9,000 
worth of animals. 
Dollarwise, it's not a stagger­ 
ing amount. But it does repre­ 
sent a sharp increase over past 
years and that's what worries 
ranchers.

North Coast Livestock Protec­ 
tive Association in 1967.

Wholesale Prices Zoom Up Again 


W ASHINGTON (U P I) - 
Wholesae prices in February 
rose at the fastest rate in 22 
years, the Labor Department 
said today, offering consumers 
little hope that retail prices will 
level off any time soon. 
The wholesale index — cover­ 
ing prices of farm products and 
industrial goods — soared 1.9 
per cent in February, biggest 
one-month rise since January, 
1951. when the economy was 
suffering from inflation due to 
the Korean war. 


With seasonal factors taken 
into account, the February in­ 
crease was 1.6 per cent, up 
from January’s 1.1 per cent rise 
but the same as December’s 
adjusted increase. 


The rapid rise in wholesale 
prices for the past three months 
will filter down to the retail 
level in the months ahead and 
give a push to the cost of living 
at a time when the administra­ 
tion is worried about a new 
round of inflation. 
Prices of farm products and 


processed foods and feeds con­ 
tinued to rise at an unusually 
fast pace, 3.9 per cent, but this 
was somewhat less than the 
recent high of 5.8 per cent in 
December. 
If wholesale prices were to 
increase for a full year at the 
February rate, it would mean 
an annual increase of nearly 23 
per cent. The administration 
has set a yearly increase of 2.5 
per cent by the end of 1973 as 
its inflation-limiting goal. 


Consumer foods and consum­ 


er finished goods also jumped 
slower than a month earlier. 
But the closely watched in­ 
dustrial commodities index 
jumped 1.1 per cent on an 
unadjusted basis and 1 per cent 
seasonally adjusted, the biggest 
increase since Jan., 1951. 
Industrial prices make up 
about three-fourths of the gov­ 
ernment's wholesale price in 
dex.

heating food in a fraction of the 
time needed by conv entional 
methods. 
Bu t Consu mer Reports said, 
u nder adv erse conditions, some 
of the models tested cou ld re­ 
lease relativ ely high radiation 
and cou ld leak more radiation 
as they grew older. 
Despite the fact that micro­ 
wav e ov ens hav e passed radia­ 
tion standards set by the Feder­ 
al Bu reau of Radiation Health, 
the magazine said it felt ju sti­ 
fied in recommending bu y ing 
the ov ens only if the manu fac­ 
tu re rs 
cou ld 
elim inate 
all 
traces of radiation leakage. 
An early reaction came from 
Tappan Indu stries of Mansfield, 
Ohio, whose president, Walter 
Gu nmere, said "we know of no 
reports of any kind of illness, 
inju ry , damage or death as a 
resu lt of microwav e cooking.”

Microwave 
Oven Heat 
Questioned 


M O U N T V E R N O N , N .Y . 
(UPI) — Microwave ovens, con­ 
sidered a boon by many per­ 
sons looking for speedier meth­ 
ods of preparing meals, have 
been criticized by the magazine 
C o n s u m e r 
R e p o rts 
w h ich 
claim s all of the ovens on the 
U.S. market leak radiation. 
The magazine urged the pub­ 
lic Wednesday to refrain from 
purchasing those a vail a bile be­ 
cause there is no present m eth­ 
od “ to discover what level of 
microwave radiation can une­ 
quivocally be called unsafe.” 
Microwave ovens cook foods 
and boil liquids by the passage 
of very short electromagnetic 
radar waves through glass, pa­ 
per and other m aterials except 
m etals. 
The 
waves them selves are 
not 
hot 
but 
a re 
capable of 
heating food in a fraction of the 
time 
needed 
by conventional 
methods. 
But Consumer Reports said, 
under adverse conditions, some 
of the models tested could re­ 
lease relatively high radiation 
and could leak more radiation 
as they grew older. 
Despite the fact that micro­ 
w ave ovens have passed radia­ 
tion standards set by the Feder­ 
al Bureau of Radiation Health, 
the magazine said it felt justi­ 
fied in recommending buying 
the ovens only if the manufac­ 
tu r e r s 
could 
e lim in a te 
all 
traces of radiation leakage. 
An early reaction cam e from 
Tappan Industries of Mansfield, 
Ohio, whose president, Walter 
G uninere, said “ we know of no 
reports of any kind of illness, 
injury, dam age or death as a 
result of microwave cooking.” 
Tappan 
makes the private 
label ovens marketed by Litton 
In d u s trie s an d re c e n tly a n ­ 
nounced it intends to m arket 
the ovens under its own name. 


According to Consumer Re­ 
ports the main key to the leak­ 
age was the door to the oven 
with the autom atic shutoff sys­ 
tem ru in in g a. close second. 


The glass viewing door was a 
key source of danger since 
house-wives were likely to peek 
into the oven to see how' the 
m eal was com ing along.

Vietnam Fighting 
Suddenly Flares 


By U. P. INTERNATIONAL 
Fighting flared to a 13-day 
high in South Vietnam, today 
and U.S. officials disclosed for 
the first time in more than a 
week that U.S. B52 bombers 
flew raids over Cambodia, the 
only Southeast Asian country 
with no form al truce. 
The Saigon command said 
Communist troops committed 
141 cease-fire violations in the 
24 hours ending at dawn today. 
It was the m ost reported in 13 
days, although the com m and 
said most of the incidents were 
minor. 
Military sources in Phnom 
Penh said fierce fighting be­ 
tween governm ent and Com m u­ 
nist troops raged today on em ­ 
battled Highway 2, only 12 
miles south of the Cambodian 
capital. 
The sources said casualties 
on both sides have reached the 
1.000 mark in the past two days 
and said the Communists have 
taken a bad beating from U.S. 
jet fighter-bom hers. 
“ They (the Comm unists) keep 
attacking fixed governm ent po­ 
sitions where U.S. jets can just 
mow' them down,” one source 


said. "The air support there 
has been effective but they just 
keep coming bak for more." 


In Honolulu, the U.S. Pacific 
Forces command headquarters 
confirmed that U.S. aircraft, 
including the big B52s. struck 
Communist targets and supply 
routes Wednesday at the re­ 
quest of the Phnom Penh gov­ 
ernment. 
The usual one-sentence ^ an­ 
nouncement did not say where 
the warplanes struck, but for 
the first time in more than a 
week it mentioned that B52s 
took part in the raids. It did not 
mention how many planes were 
involved in the missions.

Communist troops committed 
26 more cease-fire violations 
between 6 a.m. and noon today

Government statistics showed

Saigon And Viet Cong 
Begin Prisoner Swap 


SAIGON (UPI) — Saigon and 
the Viet Cong began exchang­ 
ing 7,550 war prisoners today 
after a dispute that delayed the 
operation for nearly two weeks 
but there w as still no word on a 
release date for the next batch 
of U.S. POWs. 
Five huge U.S. C130 Hercules 
transport jets, each carrying 
ab o u t 100 c a p tu re d C o m m u ­ 
nists, flew north from Saigon to 
land on a makeshift runway at 
Camp Evans, about 18 m iles 
below the release point on the 
m uddy Thach Han 
R iver in 
Quang Tri City, 435 m iles north 
of the capital. 
Military officials said the ap­ 
proximately 500 prisoners were 
from detention facilities on Phu 
Quoc Island off the southw est­ 
ern tip of South Vietnam . 
Before the weekend is over. 
6,300 Communists will go free 
in phase two of the Vietnam ese 
POW exchange. In turn, the 
C om m unists 
prom ised to re­ 
lease 1,250 South V ietnam ese 
POWs Saturday. 
The exchanges will occur at 
five other sites north of Saigon, 


three of them along the Central 
Coast and two closer to the 
capital. 


There was no indication from 
the Joint Military Commission, 
the four-power body charged 
with arranging the release of 
V ietn a m ese and A m erican 
POWs. on a release date for the 
next group of Americans. It 
w s believed scheduled "for 
some time next week. 


The Vietnamese prisoner ex­ 
change that began today was 
initially scheduled for Feb. 27. 
but a deadlock developed over 
a dispute on the release .of 
n o n m ilitary 
prisoners.

31-y ear-old Mrs. Sou thwick re­ 
ceiv ed “only a handfu l” of let­ 
ters from her hu sband. “They 
were v ery formal, only fiv e 
lines of ‘how are y ou . . . I am 
fine.” 
Sou thwick in tu rn, was giv en 
none of his wife's letters and 
only small portions of the con­ 
tents of her many packages. 
Yesterday , they spent their 
first six hou rs together, most of 
it at Oak Knoll Hospital where 
the 
commander 
is 
going 
throu gh medical ev alu ations 
and other rou tine processing for 
retu rning prisoners. 
They talked nonstop, she 
said, and were joined briefly by 
Karen’s parents, retired Air 
Force Col. and Mrs. Earl E. 
Sweetland of Lompoc, who hav e 
been stay ing with their dau gh­ 
ter du ring the last anx iou s 
week. 
“We were try ing to cram six 
y ears of information into a few 
hou rs; We talked abou t ev ery ­ 
thing y ou can imagine and it 
was wonderfu l,” she said. 
“She did beau tifu lly . I was 
really prou d of her,” Mrs. 
Sweetland said with a fond 
smile at her dau ghter. 
Mrs. Sou thwick said the two 
phone calls she receiv ed from 
her hu sband since his release 
Su nday helped to make the 
actu al reu nion more comforta­ 
ble. “The calls were a v ery 
good idea becau se they broke 
the ice. Until I talked to him on 
the phone, I was v ery worried 
abou t how it wou ld be.” 
She is, of cou rse, hoping that 
her hu sband, who appeared to 
be in good phy sical shape, will 
be able to leav e the hospital — 
at least for brief periods 
within the nex t week. 
The first thing he wants to do 
is to hav e cocktails with his 
wife, at su nset at the Top of the 
Ma rk, ju st a s tb e co u p le d id th e 
night she saw him off to Viet­ 
nam. 
“He said he knew that sou nd 
ed mu ndane, bu t he’s been 
thinking abou t it for a long 
time.” she said with a lau gh. 
She has some plans of her 
own.

“I lov e to 
cook and I think it’ll be some­

Mrs. Sou thwick resigned her 
job as membership manager 
for the San Francisco Conv en­ 
tion and Visitors Bu reau as 
soon as she knew her hu sband 
was retu rning. 
She is aware there may be 
problems of readju stment since 
both of them hav e changed a 
great deal in six y ears. “Hope­ 
fu lly , I'm more matu re and 
wiser. I’v e alway s been inde­ 
pendent and I'm ev en more so 
now. 
“It will take time to deter­ 
mine if the many changes in 
each other will affect the way 
we will work together.” 
Sou thwick has already react­ 
ed to some of the changes he 
has noticed in his cou ntry ’. “He 
doesn't think mu ch of the long, 
bu shy hair the kids are wear­ 
ing, bu t he likes the new men’s 
sty les.” 
She said he told her that — 
besides his family and friends 
— he had most missed “hot 
showers, good smells and good 
clothes” du ring his y ears of 
captiv ity . 
Mrs. Sou thwick is intensely 
prou d of her hu sband and the 
other POWs and is conv inced 
the way in which they su rv iv ed 
their ordeal say s something im­ 
portant abou t America and 
Americans. 


She is “an av id su pporter” of 
President Nix on and worked 
hard for him du ring the 1973 
campaign. 
“ I feel the people in this 
cou ntry who su pported Nix on's 
Vietnam policy and wrote let­ 
ters in behalf of the prisoners 
can take some of the credit for 
finally getting them ou t,” she 
said. 
On the other hand, she is 
“ v ery antagonistic” toward the 
peace marchers and blames 
them for lengthening her hu s­ 
band's imprisonment in North 
Vietnam. 
“I think they did a disserv ice 
to these men and to their cou n­ 
try ," she said. “Had they been 
a bit more patriotic and aware 
of the political situ ation, the 
prisoners might hav e been 
home sev eral weeks ago. 
Althou gh it is hard to make 
firm plans du ring su ch an emo­ 
tionally charged period, Mrs.

stressed that his company ’s su it 
did not mean it was “fighting 
the district’s efforts to cu rb 
pollu tion.” Its motiv e, he said 
in a letter to district directors, 
was to retu rn the district to the 
“philosophies” in the statu tes 
that set it u p in 1955. 
These statu tes, Chadwick 
argu ed, relied on “v olu ntary 
correctiv e actions” by pollu ­ 
ters, backed by “administrativ e 
procedu res of an increasingly 
more formal natu re.” The dis­ 
pu ted 1970 law, on the other 
hand, he said, “is pu rely pu ni­ 
tiv e in natu re, is cou nter to the 
spirit of cooperativ e action, and 
eliminated ou r right to a hear­ 
ing before the district’s hearing 
board.” 
Using the old procedu res, he 
declared, “will, resu lt in better 
enforcement and will place em­ 
phasis on solu tion of problems 
instead of on the lev y ing oi 
nu isance fines.” 
Attorney Self, howev er, de­ 
scribed those old procedu res as 
“cu mbersome.” 
The Feb. 27 ru ling by Ju dge 
Richard J. Swan stemmed from 
a v iolation notice issu ed against 
Hu mble’s refinery in Janu ary 
1972. It was for an ex cessiv e 
emission from a v ent on an oily 
water sewer. 
Chadwick said the problem

He noted that fou r earlier 
cou rt su its against the refinery 
for v iolating district regu lations 
had been settled ou t of cou rt 
The refinery opened in 1969, 
billing itself as designed to 
meet smog control regu lations. 
The regu lations, howev er, hav e 
been tou ghened since the refin­ 
ery opened. 
The district has collected 
some $6 3,000 in fines u nder tbe 
dispu ted 1970 law. 
The chairman of the district 
board, San Mateo Cou nty Su ­ 
perv isor Robert B. St. Clair, 
appealed to the people of the 
Bay Area to su pport the at­ 
tempt to amend the dispu ted 
law so it can be u sed by the 
district.

Kate Zaun 
Robinson 
Dies At 95 


Kate Zau n Robinson, a resi­ 
dent of Mill Valley for 80 y ears 
and the wife of a famed sea 
captain, died y esterday in a 
local hospital after a brief ill­ 
ness. She was 9 5. 
A nativ e of San Francisco, 
she and her late hu sband, Capt. 
Leighton Robinson, were mar­ 
ried in 1900 and spent their 
honey moon aboard the sailing 
ship Melanope, which sailed 
from San Francisco to Sy dney , 
Au stralia, in what was then a 
record 44 day s.

classified in two grou ps: profes­ 
sionals and transient opportu n­ 
ists. 
The first grou p, the profes­ 
sionals, represent the greatest 
threat, he said, becau se they 
are getting more proficient and 
“if we don’t do the same we’re 
in big trou ble.” 
Johansen’s first mov e was to 
set u p a meeting between Ma­ 
rin ranchers and officials of the 
liv estock protectiv e association. 
Since that meeting last month, 
abou t 20 Marin ranchers hav e 
joined the association and an­ 
other 50 hav e ex pressed inter­ 
est. 
The association helps coordi­ 
nate information and activ ities 
between ranchers and law en­ 
forcement agencies in Marin, 
Sonoma and Mendocino cou n­ 
ties. 
It also su pplies members with 
signs offering a $50 reward for 
information leading to the ar­ 
rest of a thief or trespasser on 
a member’s property . 
“Ou rs is simply a program 
offering a reward on the arrest 
of trespassers,” Carter said. 
“ We feel if we ca n stop people 
from trespassing on ou r proper­ 
ty we can stop most of the 
thefts.” 
Johansen said he is also en­ 
cou raging ranchers to brand 
their cattle since most of Ma­ 
rin’s 45,000 cattle are not. 
A u niform sy stem of marking 
cattle wou ld aid his depu ties in 
qu ickly identify ing animals be­ 
liev ed to be stolen, he said, 
adding many of his men “don’t 
know one cow from another.” 
In the meantime, Johansen 
said, a special training pro­ 
gram on identification is being 
mapped ou t for his small force 
of depu ties who are responsible 
for cov ering all ru ral Marin. 
Since, ranchers don’t cou nt 
their animals ev ery day , thefts, 
which u su ally occu r between 10 
p.m. and 4 a.m., can go u nde­ 
tected for weeks and months 
making ev idence and clu es 
more difficu lt to find. 
And since most of the thefts 
hav e occu rred close to trav eled 
roads, he said, he has asked 
feed, gas and produ ce compa­ 
nies to adv ise their early morn­ 
ing driv ers to report any su spi­ 
ciou s circu mstance they notice 
on their rou nds. “We need to 
get all the ex tra ey es we can,” 
he added. 
“ Ru stling hasn’t grown to the 
point where it’s a drastic prob­ 
lem, bu t we hav e to look to the 
fu tu re . . . make more people 
aw are,” he continu ed. “ We 
don’t want to hav e to look back 
and say we shou ld hav e done 
something y ears ago.”

Higher prices for fuels, lum­ 
ber and wood products account­ 
ed for more than half the Feb­ 
ruary increase in industrial 
prices. 


Industrial prices had in­ 
creased at a rate of 0.2 to 0.3 
per cent a month throughout 
1972. 'The February surge could 
indicate that producers bad 
quickly raised prices after the 
adm inistration relaxed its 
wage-price controls in early 
January in favor of a voluntary 
set of economic guidelines.

ceived “only a handful'* of let­ 
ters from her husband. “They 
were very formal, only five 
lines of ‘how are you . . . I am 
fine.” 
South wick in turn, was given 
none of his wife’s letters and 
only small portions of 'the con­ 
tents of her many packages. 
Yesterday, they spent their 
first six hours together, most of 
it at Oak Knoll Hospital where 
the 
commander 
is 
going 
through medical evaluations 
and other routine processing for 
.returning prisoners. 
They talked nonstop, she 
said, and were joined briefly by 
Karen's parents, retired Air 
Force Col., and. Mrs. Earl E. 
Sweetland of Lompoc, who have 
been staying with their daugh­ 
ter during the last anxious 
W00ÍC, 
“We were trying to cram six 
years of information into a few 
hours; We talked about every­ 
thing you can imagine and it 
was wonderful,” she said. 
“She did beautifully. I was 
really proud of her,” Mrs. 
Sweetland said with a fond 
smile at her daughter. 
Mrs. Southwick said the two 
phone calls she received from 
her husband since his release 
Sunday helped to make the 
actual reunion more comforta­ 
ble. “The calls were a very 
good idea because they broke 
the ice. Until I talked to .him on 
the phone, I was very worried 
about how it would be.** 
She is, of course, hoping that 
her husband,, who appeared to 
be in good physical shape, will 
be abie to leave the hospital — 
at least for brief periods 
within the next week. 
The first 'thing he wants to do 
is to have cocktails with his 
wife, at sunset at the Top of the 
Mark, just as the couple did the 
night she .saw him off to' Viet­ 
nam. 
“He said he knew that sound 
ed mundane, but he’s been 
thinking about it for a long' 
time.” she said with a laugh. 
She has some plans of her 
own. “The Erst thing I want to 
do is cook him a good meal,” 
although she isn’t yet sure what 
will be on the menu. ”1 love to 
cook and I think it’ll be some­ 
thing exotic ” 
Mrs. Southwick resigned her 
job as membership manager 
for the San Francisco Conven­ 
tion and Visitors Bureau as 
soon as she .knew her husband 
was returning. 
She is aware there may be 
problems of readjustment since 
both of them, have changed, a 
great deal in six years. “Hope­ 
fully, I'm more mature and 
wiser. I’ve always been inde­ 
pendent and Fm even more so 
now. 
“It will take time to deter­ 
mine if the many changes in 
each other will affect the way 
we will work together.” 
Southwick has already react­ 
ed to some of the changes he 
has noticed in his country. “He 
doesn’t think much of the long, 
bushy hair the kids are wear­ 
ing, but he Ekes the new men’s 
styles.” 
She said he told her that — 
besides his family and friends 
— he had most missed “hot 
showers, good smells and good 
clothes” during Ms years of 
captivity. 
Mrs. Southwick is intensely 
proud of her husband and the 
other POWs and, is convinced 
the1 way in which 'they survived 
their ordeal says somettong im­ 
portant about America and 
Americans. 


She is “an avid supporter” of 
President Nixon and worked 
hard for Mm during the 1973 
campaign. 
“I feel the people in tMs 
country who supported Nixon’s 
Vietnam policy and wrote let­ 
ters .in, behalf of the pri.so.ners, 
can take some of the credit for 
finaEy getting them out,” she 
said. 
On the other hand, she is, 
“very antagonistic” toward the 
peace marchers and blames 
them for lengthening her hus­ 
band’s imprisonment in North 
'Vietnam. 
“1 think they did a disservice 
to these men and to their coun­ 
try,” she said. “Had they been 
a bit more patriotic and aware 
af the political situation, the 
prisoners might have been 
home several weeks ago. 
Although it is hard to make 
firm plans during such an emo- 
tionaEy charged period, Mrs. 
Southwick and her husband 
plan to do a. lot of traveling as 
soon as the hospital officially 
releases him.

stressed, that Ms, company's suit 
did not mean it was “fighting 
the district’s efforts to curb 
pollution.” Its motive, he said 
in a letter to district directors, 
was to return 'the district to 'the 
“philosophies” to the statutes 
that set it up in 1955. 
These statutes, Chadwick 
argued, relied on “voluntary 
corrective actions” by pollu­ 
ters, backed by “administrative 
procedures of an increasingly 
more formal nature.” The dis­ 
puted 1970 law, on the other 
hand, he said, “is purely puni­ 
tive in nature, is counter to the 
spirit of cooperative action, and 
eEminated our right to a hear­ 
ing before the district’s hearing 
board.” 
Using the old procedures, he 
declared, “wiH result in better 
enforcement and wiU place em­ 
phasis on solution of problems 
instead of on the levying of 
nuisance fines.” 
Attorney Self, however, de­ 
scribed those old procedures as 
“cumbersome.” 
'The Feb.. 27 ruling by Judge 
Richard J. Swan stemmed from 
a violation notice issued against 
Humble’s refinery in January 
1972. It was for an excessive 
emission from a vent on an oily 
water sewer. 
Chadwick said the problem 
was correctedTby addition, of ac 
incinerator to the sewer, but 
that the district nevertheless 
filed suit months later against 
the .refinery for 'the violation.

classified in two groups; profes­ 
sionals and transient opportun­ 
ists. 
The first group, the profes­ 
sionals, represent the greatest 
threat, he said, because they 
are getting more proficient and 
“if we don’t do the same we’re 
in Mg trouble.” 
Johansen’s first move was to 
set up a meeting between Ma­ 
rin ranchers and officials of the 
livestock protective association. 
Since that meeting last month, 
about 20 Marin ranchers have 
joined the association and an­ 
other 50' have expressed inter­ 
est. 
The association helps coordi­ 
nate information and activities 
between ranchers and law en­ 
forcement agencies in Marin, 
Sonoma and Mendocino coun­ 
ties. 
It .also suppEes members with, 
signs offering a $50 reward for 
information leading to the ar­ 
rest of a tMef or trespasser on 
a member’s property. 
“Ours is simply a program 
offering a reward on the arrest 
of trespassers,” Carter said. 
“We feel if we can stop people 
from 'trespassing on our proper­ 
ty we can stop most of the 
thefts.” 
Johansen said he is also en­ 
couraging ranchers to brand 
their cattle since most of H* 
rin’s 45,000 cattle are not. 
A uniform system of marking 
cattle would aid Ms deputies in 
quickly identifying animals be* 
lieved to be stolen, be said, 
adding many of Ms men “don’t 
know one cow from .another.” 
In the meantime, Johansen 
said, a special training pro­ 
gram on identification is being 
mapped out for Ms small force 
of deputies who are responsible 
for covering all rural Marin. 
Since, ranchers don’t count 
their animals every day, thefts, 
which usually occur between 10 
p.m. and 4 a.m., can go unde­ 
tected for weeks and months 
making evidence and clues 
more1 'difficult to find. 
And since most of the thefts 
have occurred close to traveled 
roads, he said, he has asked 
feed, gas and produce compa­ 
nies to advise their early morn­ 
ing drivers to report any suspi­ 
cious circumstance they notice 
on. their rounds. “We need to 
get all the extra eyes we can,” 
he added. 
“RustEng hasn’t grown to the 
point where it’s a drastic prob­ 
lem, but we have to look to the 
future . . . make more people 
aware,” he continued. “We 
don’t want to have to look back 
and say we should have done 
somettong years ago.”

Try Claimed 


BEIRUT (UPI) — Sudanese 
President Jaafar Numeiry has 
informed Arab leaders that Pa­ 
lestinian guerrillas in Sudan 
were trying to incite dissidents 
to overthrow his regime, Beirut 
newspaper reports said today. 
He then said he would try in 
absentia a guerrilla leader who 
fled to Libya following last 
week’s attack on the Saudi Ara­ 
bian embassy in Khartoum. 
The newspapers quoted 
sources close to Lebanese Pre­ 
mier Saeb Salam, who received 
an urgent message from the 
Sudanese leader early Wednes­ 
day morning that said the guer­ 
rillas were plotting “ operations 
much more serious than the 
occupation of the Saudi Arabian 
embassy.” 
“ President Numeiry accused 
the Palestinians of inciting cer­ 
tain political factions to sedition 
against his regime,” the news­ 
paper said. “ He said the guer­ 
rillas even went as far as plac­ 
ing Sudanese ministers under 
surveillance.” 
Similar messages from Nu­ 
meiry were sent to heads of all 
Arab governments through 
Arab League Secretary General 
Mahmoud Riad in Cairo, diplo­ 
matic reports said. 
In the meantime, the newspa­ 
per Al-Sahafa said in Khartoum 
today Sudan will try the leader 
of the A1 Fatah guerrilla faction 
in Khartoum in absentia. Nu­ 
meiry has accused the guerrilla 
leader, Fowaz Yassin. of mas­ 
terminding last week’s attack 
on the Saudi embassy in Khar­ 
toum where three career diplo­ 
mats — two of them Americans 
— were slain by eight guerril­ 
las. The guerrillas turned them­ 


selves over to Sudanese author­ 
ities who have said they will 
put the guerrillas on trial for 
murder. 
In addition to putting the 
eight guerrillas on trial, Numei­ 
ry has arrested at least five 
Sudanese, apparently in con­ 
nection with the plots against 
him. 
The A1 Fatah leader Yassin, 
known by the guerrilla soubri­ 
quet Abu Marwan, was said to 
have fled to Libya only hours 
before the attack on the embas­ 
sy was staged. 
In his speech to the nation 
Tuesday, Numeiry announced 
he was banning Palestinian 
guerrilla activity in Sudan. In 


messages to the leaders of all 
Arab states, he called for a 
conference to discuss curbs on 
guerrilla activities.

Overthrow 
Try Claimed 


BEIRUT (UPI) — Sudanese 
President Jaafar Numeiry has 
informed Arab leaders that Pa­ 
lestinian guerrillas in Sudan 
were trying to incite dissidents 
to overthrow his regime, Beirut 
newspaper reports said today. 
He then said he would try in 
absentia a guerrilla leader who 
fled to Libya following last 
week’s attack on the Saudi Ara­ 
bian embassy in Khartoum. 
The new spapers quoted 
sources close to Lebanese Pre­ 
mier Saeb Salam, who received 
an urgent message from the 
Sudanese leader early Wednes­ 
day morning that said the guer­ 
rillas were plotting “operations 
much more serious than the 
occupation of the Saudi Arabian 
embassy.” 
“ President Numeiry accused 
the Palestinians of inciting cer­ 
tain political, factions to sedition 
against his regime,” the news­ 
paper said. “He said the guer­ 
rillas even went as far as plac­ 
ing Sudanese ministers under 
surveillance.” 
Similar messages from Nu­ 
meiry were sent to heads of all 
Arab governm ents through 
Arab League Secretary General 
Mahmoud Riad in Cairo, diplo­ 
matic reports said. 
In the meantime, the newspa­ 
per Al-Sahafa said in Khartoum 
today Sudan will try the leader 
of the A1 Fatah guerrilla faction 
in Khartoum in absentia. Nu­ 
meiry has accused the guerrilla 
leader, Fowaz Yassin. of mas­ 
terminding last week’s attack 
on the Saudi embassy in Khar­ 
toum where three career diplo­ 
mats — two of them Americans 
— were slain by eight guerril­ 
las. The guerrillas turned them­ 


selves over to Sudanese author­ 
ities who have said they will 
put the guerrillas on trial for 
murder. 
In addition to putting the 
eight guerrillas on trial, Numei­ 
ry has arrested at least five 
Sudanese, apparently in con­ 
nection with the plots against 
him. 
The Al Fatah leader Yassin, 
known by the guerrilla soubri­ 
quet Abu Marwan, was said to 
have fled to Libya only hours 
before the attack on the embas­ 
sy was staged. 
In his speech to the nation 
Tuesday, Numeiry announced 
he was banning Palestinian, 
guerrilla activity in Sudan. In 


messages to the leaders of all 
Arab states, he called for a 
conference to discuss curbs on 
guerrilla activities. 


12 Patients Killed

Showdown Likely Next Week On 
GOP Try On Booting Out Mills 


SACRAMENTO tUPIf - Re­ 
publican efforts to oust Demo­ 
cratic Senate President Pro 
Tern James R. Mills of San 
Diego—judged as almost hope­ 
less by some GOP senators— 
could come to a head late next 
week. 


Sen. John L. Harmer of Glen­ 
dale, the Republican frontrun- 
ner to replace Mills, said 
Wednesday he will push for a 


vote on the leadership question 
as soon as reapportionment is 
“ laid to rest." 


Harmer publicly expressed 
optimism about his chances in 
the wake of the victory of 
Republican Assemblyman John 


Stull of l^eucadia in a special 
Senate election Tuesday in San 
Diego County. 


The seating of Stull, expected 
next Monday, will even the 
balance in the Senate between 
Republicans and Democrats at 


2 0-2 0. 
The split raised the possibili­ 
ty. conceded to be unlikely by 
both parties, that Republican 
Lt Gov. Ed Reinecke, presid­ 
ing officer of the Senate, could 
cast a tie-breaking vote in a 20- 
20 deadlock 


Democratic and GOP leaders 
said the 20-20 party balance 
would not mean a stalemate on 


legislation in the Senate. Voting 
on bills does not generally fol­ 
low party lines in the house, 


which is traditionally less parti­ 
san than the Assembly. 


While Harmer predicted he 
had a “ very good’’ chance of 
ousting Mills, the Republican 
senator admitted he could no 


longer count on the 21 votes he 
once said he had in his bid for 
the pro tern position. 


Harmer added there has been 
a "change in the psychology” 
of the Senate since earlier in 
the year that has "eroded the 
motivation for change." 


en. Mervyn M. Dymally of 
Los Angeles, Democratic cau­ 
cus chairman, concurred with 
Harmer's assessment of the 
Senate’s mood. 


"The state of affairs has been 
too restless for the past two 
months. I don't think the guys 
want to continue it anymore,” 
he said. 


As for the GOP's attempt to 
replace Mills, Dymally said, 
"It’s over with." 


Privately some Republicans 
nearly agree, describing Harm­ 
er's chances as "terribly slim.” 
The problem of replacing 
Mills is more difficult than just 
mustering one additional vote, 
according to Republicans. Po­ 
tential Democratic defectors do 
not want to be singled out as 
the solitary deserter and have 
insisted on assurances that sev­ 
eral other Democrats will go 
along with a GOP bid to oust 
Mills, Republicans said. 
Harmer said he hoped reap­ 
portionment of Senate districts 
would be cleared up early next 
week, setting the stage for a 
pro tern vote late in the week. 


Magee Sees 
Himself As 
A 'Slave' 


SAN FRANCISCO (UPI) - A 
psychiatrist told Ruchell Ma­ 
gee’s murder trial yesterday 
the San Quentin convict thought 
of himself as a slave seeking 
freedom when he joined an 
escape attempt that erupted 
into the 1970 Marin County Hall 
of Justice shootout. 
Magee, 33, is on trial for the 
slaying of Judge Harold J. Ha­ 
ley during the gun battle that 
left four men dead on Aug. 7, 
1970. 
Former U.S. Attorney Gener­ 
al Ramsey Clark, who joined 
the defense this week, ques­ 
tioned psychiatrist Richard 
Kamisaruk, of Oakland, Calif, 
about Magee’s background and 
his imprisonment in 1963 for 
robbery and kidnaping. 
The convict spent the ensuing 
six years filing hundreds of 
legal motions with various 
courts, trying to have the con­ 
viction overturned, Kamisaruk 
said. His arrest followed a bar 
dispute and Magee believed no 
crime occurred. 


“ Nothing is more important 
to my understanding of Mr 
Magee than seeing these terri­ 
ble things that happened to him 
in 1963,” said Kamisaruk, 
chairman of the Committee on 
Prison Reform for the Northern 
California Psychiatric Associa­ 
tion. 
“ The trial and its aftermath 
were compounded errors inter­ 
woven into a network of most 
gruesome significance to Ruch­ 
ell Magee. The forces which 
were supposedly fair were muz­ 
zling him beyond his copre­ 
hension. 
"Magee came to see himself 
as a slave and felt he had the 
same right as any other slave 
to free himself,” the psychia­ 
trist testified. 


Leary Loses Plea 
For Delaying Trial 


SAN LUIS OBISPO, Calif. 
(UPI) — Superior Court Judge 
Timothy O 'Reilly refused 
Wednesday to postpone the trial 
of LSD advocate Timothy 
Leary for escaping from prison. 
"We’re going to trial March 
13,” ruled the judge, turning 
down a plea from Leary’s attor­ 
ney for more time. Leary is to 
be tried here for escaping in ~ 
1970 from the California Men’s 
Colony, where he was serving a 
marijuana posession sentence, 
and in Santa Ana, Calif., on 
narcotics smuggling charges.

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Flournoy Attacks Property Tax 
Relief-School Aid Legislation 


SACRAM ENTO (U P I) - 
“ Scores of crucial ambiguities, 
errors and loopholes” riddle the 
Reagan-Moretti property tax 
relief-school aid act and create 
“ staggering” problems for gov­ 
ernment, says Controller Hous­ 
ton I. Flournoy. 


“ It’s one thing to have a 
grand concept. It is another 
thing altogether to draft practi­ 
cal provisions which will imple­ 
ment it,” protested the control­ 
ler. 


Flournoy, a probable candi­ 
date for the 1974 Republican 
gubernatorial nomination, 
spoke out sharply for the first 
time Wednesday against the 
$l.l billion bill sponsored by 
Gov. Ronald Reagan and Dem­ 
ocratic Assembly Speaker Bob 
Moretti. 


The bill, passed by the 1972 
Legislature after 11th hour, 
high pressure negotiating, takes 
effect at varying intervals this 
year. 


Flournoy told the California 
Taxpayers’ Association he ap­ 
proves of the act’s “ basic 
thrust” but has “ many serious 
reservations about it.” 


Not only will a “ clean-up 
bill” be required to straighten 
out the confusion. Flournoy 
said, but “ this clean-up bill 
itself will require a clean-up 
bill.” 
Contrasting with the adminis­ 
tration’s rosy fiscal outlook, 
Flournoy also said the “ euphor­ 
ia” generated by prospects of a 
$852 million budget surplus 
“ has recently been shattered.” 


He blamed a federal welfare 
act which could cost the state 
up to $289 million, President 
Nixon’s spending cutbacks and 
the Reagan-Moretti program 
which could “ have a tremen­ 
dously potent effect on the fu­ 
ture financial condition of Cali­ 
fornia.” 
Also disagreeing with Reagan 
and many other Republican col­ 
leagues, Flournoy said he feels 
“ very certain” the state Su­ 
preme Court will not accept the 
new act as an answer to ques­ 
tions it raised in the landmark 
Serrano school case. 
"It did not eliminate the vast 
(revenue) inequities among our 
school districts, which was the 
major concern of the court,” 


said Flournoy, adding that 
“ could easily” cost up to $400 
million annually. 
Beyond that, Flournoy said, 
the act “ contains literally 
scores of crucial ambiguities, 
errors and loopholes in its 113 
pages which may well nullify 
its intent.” 
For example, Flournoy said, 
the “ critical” language limiting 
future local property tax in­ 
creases “ was never subjected 
to the crucible of legislative 
hearings and it shows it.” 


“ Even more confusion,” he 
said, surrounds provisions re­ 
quiring the state to reimburse 
local governments for sales and 
property tax exemptions and 
state mandated programs. 
“ With 58 counties, over 400 
rities and several thousand spe­ 
cial districts, the problems of 
estimating losses from tax ex­ 
emptions and estimating the 
reimbursement for a vast num­ 
ber of new mandated programs 
for each jurisdiction is stagger­ 
ing,” he said.

Showdown Likely Next Week On 
GOP Try On Booting Out Mills 


SACRAMENTO (UPIl — Re­ 
publican efforts to oust Demo­ 
cra tic Senate P resident Pro 
Tent Jam es R. Mills of San 
Diego—judged as almost hope­ 
less by some GOP' senators— 
could come to a head late next 
week. 


Sen. John L Ha tiner of Glen­ 
dale, the Republican front run­ 
ner to replace Mills, said 
Wednesday he will push for a 


vote on the leadership question 
as. soon as reapportionment is 
“ laid to rest.” 


H arm er publicly expressed 
optimism about his chances in 
the wake of the victory of 
Republican Assemblyman John 


Stull of Leucadia in a special 
Senate election Tuesday in San 
Diego County. 


The sealing of Stull, expected 
next 
Monday, will even the 
balance in the Senate between 
Republicans and Democrats at 
20- 20. 


The split raised the possibili­ 
ty, conceded to be unlikely by 
both parties, that Republican 
LL Gov, Ed Reinecke. presid­ 
ing officer of the Senate, could 
cast a tie-breaking vote in a 20- 
20 deadlock. 


.Democratic and GOP leaders 
said the 20-20 party balance 
would not mean a stalem ate on 


legislation in the Senate. Voting 
on bills does not generally fol­ 
low' party lines in the house, 


which is traditionally less parti­ 
san than the Assembly. 


While Harmer predicted he 
had a “ very good” chance of 
ousting Mills, the Republican 
senator admitted he could no 


longer count on the 21 votes he 
once said he had in his bid for 
the pro tern position. 


H arm er added there has been 
a “ change in the psychology” 
of the Senate since earlier in 
the year that has “ eroded the 
motivation for change.” 


en. Mervyn M, .Dymally of 
Los Angeles, Democratic cau­ 
cus chairm an, concurred with 
H a rm e r's assessm en t of the 
Senate’s mood, 


“The state of affairs has been 
too restless for the past twro 
months. I don't think the guys 
want to continue it anym ore,” 
he said. 


As for the GOP’s attem pt to 
replace Mills, Dymally said, 
“ It’s over with.” 


Privately some Republicans 
nearly agree, describing H arm - 
e r’s chances as “terribly slim .” 
The problem of rep lacin g 
Mills is more difficult than just 
m ustering one additional vote, 
according to Republicans. Po­ 
tential Democratic defectors do 
not want to be singled, out as 
the solitary deserter and have 
insisted on assurances that sev­ 
eral other Democrats will go 
along with a GOP bid to oust 
Mills. Republicans said. 
H arm er said he hoped reap­ 
portionment of Senate districts 
would be cleared up early next 
week, setting the stage for a 
pro tern vote late in the week. 


Magee Sees 
Himself As 
A "Slave" 


SAN FRANCISCO lUPI) - A 
psychiatrist told Ruchell Ma­ 
gee’s murder trial yesterday 
the San Quentin convict thought 
of himself as a slave seeking 
freedom, when he joined an 
escape attem pt that erupted 
into the 1970 Marin County Hall 
of Justice shootout. 
Magee, 33, is on trial for the 
slaying of Judge Harold J. Ha­ 
ley during the gun battle that 
left four men dead on Aug. 7, 
1970. 
Form er U.S. Attorney Gener­ 
al Ramsey Clark, who joined 
the defense this week, ques­ 
tioned psychiatrist Richard 
Kamlsaruk, of Oakland, Calif, 
about Magee’s background and 
his imprisonment in 1963 for 
robbery and kidnaping. 
The convict spent the ensuing 
six years .filing hundreds; of 
legal motions with various 
courts, trying to have the con­ 
viction overturned, Kamisaruk 
said. His arrest followed a bar 
dispute and Magee believed no 
crime occurred. 


“Nothing is more important 
to my understanding of Mr 
Magee than seeing these terri­ 
ble things that happened to him 
in 
1963,” said Kamisaruk, 
chairman of the Committee on 
Prison Reform, for the Northern 
California Psychiatric Associa­ 
tion. 
“The trial and its aftermath 
were compounded errors inter­ 
woven into a network of most 
gruesome significance to Ruch­ 
ell Magee. The forces which 
were supposedly fair were muz­ 
zling him beyond his copre­ 
hension. 
"Magee came to see himself 
as a slave and felt he had the 
same right as any other slave 
to free him self,” the psychia­ 
trist testified.

Flournoy Attacks Property Tax 
Relief-School Aid Legislation 


SACRAMENTO (U P I) - 
“Scores of crucial ambiguities, 
errors and loopholes” riddle the 
R ea gao - M orel ti p ro p erty tax 
relief-school aid act and create 
“ staggering” problems for gov­ 
ernm ent, says Controller Hous­ 
ton I. Flournoy. 


“ It’s one thing to have a 
grand concept. It is another 
thing altogether to draft practi­ 
cal provisions which will imple­ 
ment it,” protested the control­ 
ler. 


Flournoy, a probable candi­ 
date for the 1974 Republican 
g u b ern a to ria l nom in ation, 
spoke out sharply for the first 
time Wednesday against the 
$1.1 billion, bill, sponsored by 
Gov. Ronald Reagan and Dem­ 
ocratic Assembly Speaker Bob 
Moretti. 


The bill, passed by the 1972 
L eg islatu re afte r 11th hour, 
high pressure negotiating, takes 
effect at varying intervals this 
year. 


Flournoy told the California 
Taxpayers’ Association he ap­ 
proves of the a ct’s “ basic 
thrust” but has “many serious 
r e s e ñ a tions about it.” 


Not only will a “clean-up 
bill” be required to straighten 
out th e confusion, Flournoy 
said, but “ this clean-up bill 
itself will require a clean-up 
bill.” 


Contrasting with the adminis­ 
tra tio n ’s rosy fiscal outlook:, 
Flournoy also said the “ euphor­ 
ia ” generated by prospects of a 
$852 m illion budget surplus 
“ has recently been, shattered.” 


He blamed a federal welfare 
act which could cost the state 
up to $289 million, President 
Nixon’s spending cutbacks and 
th e R ea ga n - M o rettl p ro g ra m 
which could “ have a trem en­ 
dously potent effect on the fu­ 
ture financial condition of Cali­ 
fornia.” 
Also disagreeing with Reagan 
and many other Republican col­ 
leagues, Flournoy said he feels 
“ very certain” the state Su­ 
prem e Court, will not accept the 
newf act as an answer to ques­ 
tions it raised in the landm ark 
Serrano school case. 
“ It did not eliminate the vast 
(revenue) inequities among our 
school districts, which was the 
m ajor concern of the court,” 


“Even more confusion,” he 
said, surrounds provisions re­ 
quiring the state to reim burse 
local governments for sales and 
property tax exemptions and 
state mandated programs. 


“ With 58 counties, over 400 
:ities and several thousand spe­ 
cial districts, the problems of 
estimating losses from tax ex­ 
emptions and estim ating the 
reim bursement for a vast num­ 
ber of new m andated program s 
for each jurisdiction is stagger­ 
ing," he said.

SACRAMENTO (UPI) — As­ 
sembly Democrats pushed to­ 
day for quick passage of a 
major reapportionment bill de­ 
spite reluctance by Republicans 
who want to follow Gov. Ronald 
Reagan and hold out for a 
etter deal. 
Hoping to lure GOP lawmak­ 
ers., Democratic leaders modi­ 
fied their new plan Wednesday 
in an unannounced floor session 
to sweeten the districts of four 
Republicans. But it didn’t work, 
at least not completely. 
After meeting with Reagan 
and conducting . a two-hour 
closed caucus, GOP assembly­ 
men unanimously decided to

oppose the bill (AB8) by Assem­ 
blyman Ken Meade, D-Oakland, 
in a showdown vote planned 
today by Democrats. 
“We feel we are entitled to 
more districts where we have a 
shot at winning,*’ said Assem­ 
blyman Robert G. Beverly, 
GOP caucus chairman. 
Assembly Speaker Bob Mor- 
etti counted on a “surprising” 
number of GOP votes for the 
Democratic bill. 
In a private meeting with 
Republicans, Reagan said the 
current D em ocratic plan 
“would be extremely difficult to 
accept” because of several dis­ 
tricts drawn by “very obvious 
gerrymandering” which erodes 
“good government.” 
Reagan said he was troubled 
by districts that would "divide 
communities of interest unne­ 
cessarily” and indicated he 
would prefer the state Supreme 
Court to do the job. 


The court has threatened to 
redistrict the state’s 80 Assem­ 
bly and 40 Senate seats if the 
legislature and Reagan cannot 
agree quickly on their own re- 
apportionment plan. 
Reagan also told GOP law­ 
makers a recent U.S. Supreme 
Court decision permitting more 
flexibility in reapportionment 
should allow the legislature to 
avoid district lines that divide 
cities or other natural political 
boundaries. 
Beverly and other Republi­ 
cans generally agree the bill 
would protect most GOP incum­ 
bents who wish to run for re- 
election in 1974. 
But they contend several 
‘‘open” districts—where there 
■would be no incumbent—are too 
heavily Democratic and would 
result in dwarfing the Republi­ 
can party’s power for years to 
come. 


Democrwts say the plan 
would give Republicans 32 
seats. GOP experts say it would 
be more like 28 to 31 seats. 
Currently.the Assembly has 49 
Democrats and 29 Republicans 
with two vacancies. 
One of the open seats resem­ 
bles a misshapen T-bone steak, 
stretching from Chino in San 
Bernardino County north to 
Bakersfield and the Owls Head 
Mountains on the edge of Death 
Valley. 
Another resembles an ele­ 
phant seal with its nose hooking 
across the city of Orange and 
its truncated body running 
south to the San Diego County 
mountain community of Boule­ 
vard. 
The third is a stumpy, rela­ 
tively small district that in­ 
cludes sections of Contra Costa, 


Alameda and Santa Clara coun­ 
ties. 
Squeezed out of their old dis­ 
tricts would be three Demo­ 
crats who are considering retir­ 
ing from the Assembly— Carlos 
Bee of Hayward, Harvey John­ 
son of El Monte and John For- 
an of San Francisco, 
Assem blyman Floyd L. 
Wakefield’s district in the South 
Gate area also would be re­ 
shaped, possibly forcing him to 
change his residence to run in 
the same region in 1974. 
A so-called “Cory-dor” would 
be created in Orange County, 
squirreling through the area in 
an effort to give Assemblyman 
Kenneth Cory, D-Garden 
Gorve, a reasonable chance of 
winning reelection in the gener­ 
ally conservative, Republican 
county.

Who speaks fo r Marin City ? 
That qu estio n has been a 
bo therso me o ne do wn thro u gh 
the y ears. 
To begin with. Marin City is 
no t a city at all, and nev er has 
been. The name “ Marin City “ 
was the tag giv en a Wo rld War 
II pu blic ho u sing dev elo pment 
to ho u se wo rkers at the Marin- 
ship shipbu ilding y ards. 


ORIGINALLY, Marin City 
was entirely go v ernment ho u s­ 
ing. To pro v ide a v o ice fo r its 
residents, the Marin City Ten­ 
ants Co u ncil was o rganized. 
Altho u gh it had no o fficial sta­ 
tu s, it was widely representa­ 
tiv e, and was u su ally co nsid­ 
ered to be “speaking fo r Marin 
City .” 
When Marin City redev elo p­ 
ment began, priv ate o wnership 
entered the pictu re. The war­ 
time ho u sing was replaced by 
apartment bu ildings and single­ 
family ho mes. So me o f the 
peo ple 
bo u ght 
their 
o wn 
ho mes; o thers bo u ght into co ­ 
o perativ e apartments. So the 
tenants’ co u ncil no lo nger rep­ 
resented all o f Marin City . And 
since so me o f the co u ncil’s 
leaders were amo ng tho se who 
became pro perty o wners, it de­ 
clined and finally passed o u t o f 
ex istence. 
The pro perty o wner gro u p 
meanwhile fo rmed its o wn o r­ 
ganizatio n, the M arin City 
Ho meo wners Impro v ement As­ 
so ciatio n. This remains activ e 
and speaks o n behalf o f the 
mino rity o f residents who o wn 
th eir o wn h o mes. It d o es n o t,. 
ho wev er, speak fo r tho se in the 
high-rise pu blicly o wned apart­ 
ment bu ildings. 


ALONG WITH redev elo p­ 
ment, also , came fo rmatio n o f 
the M arin City Co mmu nity 
Serv ices District. This was set 
Up u nder a Califo rnia law that 
pro v ides fo r pu blic districts, 
with tax ing po wer, to perfo rm 
so me o f the. fu nctio ns o f a city 
where no inco rpo rated city ex ­ 
ists.

Regents, Heavily 
Thumb Noses At

At a time when their au to no my , and 
perhaps their v ery ex istence, is being 
challenged fro m sev eral directio ns, it is 
incredible that the regents o f the Univ er­ 
sity o f Califo rnia wo u ld take a “pu blic be 
damned” stance. 


Yet that is ex actly what this aristo crat­ 
ic bo dy has do ne in its refu sal to make 
pu blic the emplo y ment co ntract o f u ni­ 
v ersity president Charles J. Hitch. 


The initial interest in the co ntract no w 
beco mes dwarfed by the issu e o f the 
pu blic’s right to kno w ho w its mo ney is 
spent. Bu t ev en that issu e is su rpassed as 
co nfidence is shaken by the regents’ 
actio n. The large qu estio n beco m es 
whether the u niv ersity has been entru st­ 
ed to pro per hands. 


THERE IS A GROWING belief that it 
has no t. Recently the jo int legislativ e 
co mmittee o n higher edu catio n presented 
a repo rt which reco mmends sweeping 
changes in u niv ersity administratio n. In­ 
clu ded are pro po sals to strip the u niv ersi­ 
ty o f mu ch o f its au to no my , redu ce the 
terms o f the regents, and change the 
mo de o f their selectio n. 


Sim ilar reco m m endatio ns regarding 
the regents were made earlier by the 
State Co o rdinating Co u ncil fo r Higher 
Edu catio n. And prio r to that hav e been 
v ario u s legislativ e pro po sals, no tably o ne 


hav e legal po wer to pro v ide 
po lice and fire pro tectio n, 
street maintenance, parks, rec­ 
reatio n — mo st o f the things a 
city go v ernment pro v ides. Bu t' 
there is a catch. A co mmu nity 
serv ices district’s o nly so u rce 
o f rev enu e is the pro perty tax , 
and it is limited to $1 per $10 
assessed v alu atio n. 
In the case o f Marin City , 
this pro du ces less than $9 ,000 
per y ear — far to o little to do 
any o f the things a co mmu nity 
serv ices district has legal po w­ 
er to do . So the Marin City CSD 
has limited itself to o perating 
the Manzanita Center, a recre­ 
atio n center bu ilt with a federal 
grant. 
So metimes the bo ard o f the 
co mmu nity serv ices district at­ 
tempts to speak fo r Marin City . 
Bu t m any o f the residents 
largely igno re the CDS, since it 
pro v ides no real lo cal go v ern­ 
ment. 


IN RECENT y ears, ano ther 
o rganizatio n was fo rmed with a 
name imply ing that it speaks 
fo r Marin City — the Marin 
City Co u ncil. Ho wev er, “ city 
co u ncil” is a misno mer. There 
is no city and no city co u ncil. 
The Marin City Co u ncil is sim­ 
ply ano ther u no fficial o rganiza­ 
tio n, with membership made 
u p mo stly fro m residents in the 
pu blic ho u sing apartments. 
The co nfu sio n as to who 
speaks fo r M arin City was 
sho wn plainly in the past few 
day s. F irst the M arin City 
Co u ncil asked fo r remo v al o f a 
v eteran pu blic h ea lth n u rse 
wh o has serv ed Marin City 
since befo re its redev elo pment. 
Then the Marin City Ho me­ 
o wners Impro v ement Asso cia­ 
tio n came o u t stro ngly fo r re­ 
gaining the nu rse. 
The fact is that no bo dy can 
speak fo r Marin City . And that 
is o ne o f the co mmu nity ’s hand­ 
icaps. 
Many v o ices “ speak fo r Ma­ 
rin City .” Bu t no ne speaks fo r 
the co mmu nity as a who le. And 
that is o ne o f Marin City ’s 
handicaps.

The jo int legislativ e co mmittee, ho wev ­ 
er. has go ne mu ch farther than any o ne 
hereto fo re and challenged mu ch o f the 
“sacred” au to no my o f the u niv ersity . 
This au to no my was written into the 
co nstitu tio n in 1849 . The co nstitu tio nal 
statu s o f the regents, ho wev er, dates 
back o nly to 19 18. 


IT WAS THE OBVIOUS intent o f the 
early co nstitu tio nal fram ers to establish 
and maintain the state’s center-o f learn­ 
ing alo o f fro m po litical interference. Bu t 
it was also o bv io u sly intended that the 
u niv ersity wo u ld be self-su fficient by 
reaso n o f endo wments and pu blic land 
grants. 


As the u niv ersity grew, it came to o o k 
to the Legislatu re fo r au gmentatio n o f its 
bu dgetary needs. This dependency has 
ex panded rapidly in recent y ears u ntil it 
no w is requ esting annu al su ppo rt greater 
than the state’s to tal bu dget o f 30 y ears 
ago . 


Legislato rs are relu ctant, and pro perly 
so , to appro priate fu nds witho u t attach­ 
ing so me measu re o f co ntro l. Bu t there is 
mo re to the desires o f the so lo ns fo r 
greater v o ice in higher edu catio n man­ 
agement than mere fiscal co ntro ls. 


It is a belief that the effo rts in higher 
edu catio n hav e no t been co o rdinated, 
that tho se entru sted to o v erseeing the 
pro grams hav e failed to respo nd to the 
need fo r new go als and new po licies. 
It is this basic belief which has led the 
jo int co mmittee to call fo r a change in 
the name and au tho rity o f the co o rdinat­ 
ing co u ncil, which the co mmittee say s 
neither co o rdinates no r has the po wer to 
do so . 
The reco mmendatio n to redu ce the 
terms o f the regents fro m the present 
lengthy 16 y ears is o nly sy mpto matic o f 
gro wing disco ntent with the entire o pera­ 
tio n. Based u po n their apparent misu n­ 
derstanding o f the irrespo nsibility to the 
pu blic, as demo nstrated by their refu sal 
to let the pu blic kno w ho w they are 
spending its mo ney , any redu ctio n o f 
their terms sho rt o f co mplete eliminatio n 
seems inadequ ate.

WASHINGTON — No w that the trial 
ru n o f the new Nix o n dispensatio n is 
ending, the star tu rn is a su rprise to 
practically ev ery o ne ex cept the star him­ 
self. It is Secy , o f Labo r Peter J. 
Brennan, who has sho wn in the cabinet 
po st the adv antages o f his lo ng ex peri­ 
ence in the ju ngle o f New Yo rk state and 
bu ilding trades po litics. 
Big, blu stery , handso me, with a v o cab­ 
u lary when aro u sed that a stev edo re 
wo u ld env y , Brennan has been asserting 
his independence in setting his o wn pace 
and fashio ning his o wn department. In­ 
sisting o n the right to name his o wn 
assistant secretaries, Brennan walked 
into the lio ns’ den o f the White Ho u se and 
came o u t u nscathed. 
Tho se tw'o fo rmidable lio ns, H. R. 
Haldeman and Jo hn D. Ehrlichman, had 
been asserting at least a v eto right o n 
su b-cabinet appo intm ents acro ss the 
bo ard. Brennan went to the White Ho u se 
fo r a cabinet meeting with his o wn list, 
determined to hav e 15 minu tes in priv ate 
with the President. 
A message was slipped into the meet­ 
ing, “ Brennan is go ing to blo w.” The 
secretary o f labo r fo u nd the President in 
a rem arkably receptiv e mo o d. He. 
pro mptly inv ited Brennan to ride with 
him o n his plane to Flo rida fo r the 
enco u nter at Bal Harbo r with Geo rge 
Meany and the grand du kes o f the AFL- 
CIO. En ro u te Brennan had nearly an 
ho u r with the President and emerged 
smilingly co nfident that his no minees to 
ru n the Labo r Department wo u ld be 
appro v ed. 


HE WAS WARNED, ho wev er, by the 
sm art y o u ng men helping him to set u p 
his empire that this sho u ld no t be taken 
as final v icto ry . The su n nev er sets o n 
the tireless Haldeman-Ehrlichman co m­ 
bine as they go abo u t their m aster’s 
bu siness. 
What sets Brennan apart fro m the big 
bu siness and mo ney ty pes bro u ght in 
u nder the new dispensatio n is a po litical 
base. He had a lo t to do with creating the 
netwo rk o f labo r bo sses in state after 
state that helped to co ntribu te an u nprec­ 
edented share o f the labo r v o te in No ­ 
v ember fo r the Nix o n-Agnew ticket. 
The President wants to keep this net­ 
wo rk fu nctio ning, and Brennan is the 
man to do it.

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Too Many 
For Marin 


Who speaks for Marin City? 
That question has been a 
bothersome one down through 
the years. 
To begin with, Marin City is 
not a city at all, and never has 
been. The name “Marin City” 
was the tag given a World War 
II public housing development 
to house workers at the Marin- 
ship shipbuilding yards. 


ORIGINALLY, Marin City 
was entirely government hous­ 
ing. To provide a voice for its 
residents, the Marin City Ten­ 
ants Council was organized. 
Although it had no official sta­ 
tus, it was widely representa­ 
tive, and was usually consid­ 
ered to be “speaking for Marin 
City.” 
When Marin City redevelop­ 
ment began, private ownership 
entered the picture. The war­ 
time housing was replaced by 
apartment buildings and single­ 
family homes. Some of the 
people 
bought 
their 
own 
homes; others bought into co­ 
operative apartments. So the 
tenants’ council no longer rep­ 
resented all of Marin City. And 
since some of the council’s 
leaders were among those who 
became property owners, it de­ 
clined and finally passed out of 
existence. 
The property owner group 
meanwhile formed its own or­ 
ganization, the Marin City 
Homeowners Improvement As­ 
sociation. This remains active 
and speaks on behalf of the 
minority of residents who own 
their own homes. It does not,. 
however, speak for those in the 
high-rise publicly owned apart­ 
ment buildings. 


ALONG WITH redevelop­ 
ment, also, came formation of 
the Marin City Community 
Services District. This was set 
lip under a California law that 
provides for public districts, 
with taxing power, to perform 
some of the functions of a city 
where no incorporated city ex­ 
ists. 
Community services districts

have legal power to provide 
police and fire protection, 
street maintenance, parks, rec­ 
reation — most of the things a 
city government provides. But* 
there is a catch. A community 
services district’s only source 
of revenue is the property tax, 
and it is limited to $1 per $10 
assessed valuation. 
In the case of Marin City, 
this produces less than $9,000 
per year — far too little to do 
any of the things a community 
services district has legal pow'­ 
er to do. So the Marin City CSD 
has limited itself to operating 
the Manzanita Center, a recre­ 
ation center built with a federal 
grant. 
Sometimes the board of the 
community services district at­ 
tempts to speak for Marin City. 
But many of the residents 
largely ignore the CDS, since it 
provides no real local govern­ 
ment. 


IN RECENT years, another 
organization was formed with a 
name implying that it speaks 
for Marin City — the Marin 
City Council. However, “city 
council” is a misnomer. There 
is no city and no city council. 
The Marin City Council is sim­ 
ply another unofficial organiza­ 
tion, with membership made 
up mostly from residents in the 
public housing apartments. 
The confusion as to who 
speaks for Marin City was 
shown plainly in the past few 
days. F irst the M arin City 
Council asked for removal of a 
veteran public health nurse 
who has served Marin City 
since before its redevelopment. 
Then the Marin City Home- 
owners Improvement Associa­ 
tion came out strongly for re­ 
gaining the nurse. 
The fact is that nobody can 
speak for Marin City. And that 
is one of the community’s hand­ 
icaps. 
Many voices “speak for Ma­ 
rin City.” But none speaks for 
the community as a whole. And 
that is one of Marin City’s 
handicaps. 


Regents, Heavily Attacked, 
Thumb Noses At Public

At a time when their autonomy, and 
perhaps their very existence, is being 
challenged from several directions, it is 
incredible that the regents of the Univer­ 
sity of California would take a “public be 
damned’"’ stance. 


Yet that is exactly what this aristocrat­ 
ic body has done in its refusal to make 
public the employment contract of uni­ 
versity president Charles J. Hitch. 


The initial interest in the contract now 
becomes dwarfed by the issue of the 
public’s right to know’ how its money is 
spent. But even that issue is surpassed as 
confidence is shaken by the regents’ 
action. The large question becomes 
whether the university has been entrust­ 
ed to proper hands. 


THERE IS A GROWING belief that it 
has not. Recently the joint legislative 
committee on higher education presented 
a report which recommends sweeping 
changes in university administration. In­ 
cluded are proposals to strip the universi­ 
ty of much of its autonomy, reduce the 
terms of the regents, and change the 
mode of their selection. 


Sim ilar recomm endations regarding 
the regents were made earlier by the 
State Coordinating Council for Higher 
Education. And prior to that have been 
various legislative proposals, notably one

last year by Assemblyman Dixon Arnett, 
R-Redwood City, along the same lines. 


• The joint legislative committee, howev­ 
er, has gone much farther than anyone 
heretofore and challenged much of the 
“sacred”1 autonomy of the university. 
This autonomy was written into the 
constitution in 1849. The constitutional 
status of the regents, however, dates 
back only to 1918. 


IT WAS THE OBVIOUS intent of the 
early constitutional framers to establish 
and maintain the state’s center of learn­ 
ing aloof from political interference. But 
it wras also obviously intended that the 
university would be self-sufficient by 
reason of endowments and public land 
grants. 


As the university grew, it came to ook 
to the Legislature for augmentation of its 
budgetary needs. This dependency has 
expanded rapidly in recent years until it 
now is requesting annual support greater 
than the state’s total budget of 30 years 
ago. 


Legislators are reluctant, and properly 
so, to appropriate funds without attach­ 
ing some measure of control. But there is 
more to the desires of the solons for 
greater voice in higher education man­ 
agement than mere fiscal controls. 


It is a belief that the efforts in higher 
education have not been coordinated, 
that those entrusted to overseeing the 
programs have failed to respond to the 
need for new goals and new policies. 
It is this basic belief which has led the 
joint committee to call for a change in 
the name and authority of the coordinat­ 
ing council, which the committee says 
neither coordinates nor has the power to 
do so. 
The recommendation to reduce the 
terms of the regents from, the present 
lengthy 16 years is only symptomatic of 
growing discontent with the entire opera­ 
tion. Based upon their apparent misun­ 
derstanding of the irresponsibility to the 
public, as demonstrated by their refusal 
to let the public know how they are 
spending its money, any reduction of 
their terms short of complete elimination 
seems inadequate.

Only Partly Right 


Robert J. StaaTs letter in the Independ­ 
ent-Journal of Feb. 22 evidences lack of 
information about Corte .Madera Creek, 
both pre- and present flood control status. 
Even more so when he characterizes any 
storm w’e’ve had this season as being of 
the 100-year variety. 
He is correct if, as he says and 
disputes, Chuck .Murphy, county flood 
control engineer, rated the Corte Madera 
Creek Flood Control Project “as it now 
stands is virtually useless.” It isn’t en­ 
tirely so, and I should know’. The transi­ 
tion structure between the project and 
the natural, creek is In, our back yard. 
We’ve lived there for 14 years, are 
veterans of a variety of Mgh and iow' 
floods, and have maintained a rainfall 
record for all of those years. 
What the project, to the extent of its 
progress, has accomplished in Ross is to 
control the worst and most frequent 
flooding spot in the low stretch on Sir 
Francis Drake Boulevard just north of 
Ross Hospital . . . There has not been a 
sufficient flooding exposure since the 
project progressed, to' its present, 'point to 
determine what will happen at the transi­ 
tion structure when upstream creek flow 
gets to those that occurred, in personal 
experience, on Dec. 19-20, 1969 and Jan. 
21, 1,970. None of these achieved the 
awesome 100-year storm status. 
Even more significantly, and to be 
contemplated with trepidation, is what is 
bound to happen if stream flow gets to 
those that occurred during the storms 
mentioned above or occasioned by one of 
the 100-year variety . . . 'The result is 
bound to be flooding throughout the lower 
portions of Ross including Sir Francis 
Drake, a river dowm Kent Avenue, flood­ 
ing at the College of Marin (a nightmare 
to them, because they’ve assured con­ 
struction fund grant agencies flooding 
wuld not occur and the college might be 
liable for those funds), and flooding in the 
Kentfield business and College Park, 
L arkspur, areas.

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Secretary Of Labor Brennan 
Proves Surprise Of New Cabinet 


WASHINGTON — Now that the trial 
run of the new Nixon dispensation is 
ending, the star turn is a surprise to 
practically everyone except the star him­ 
self. It is Secy, of Labor Peter J. 
Brennan, who has shown in the cabinet 
post the advantages of his long experi­ 
ence in the jungle of New York state and 
building trades politics. 
Big, blustery', handsome, with a vocab­ 
ulary when, aroused that a stevedore 
would envy, Brennan has been asserting 
his independence in setting Ms own pace 
and fashiomng Ms own department. In­ 
sisting on the right to name Ms own 
assistant secretaries, Brennan walked 
into the lions’ den of the 'White House and. 
came out unscathed. 
Those two formidable lions, H. R. 
Haldeman and John D. Ehrlichman, had 
been asserting at least a veto right on 
sub-cabinet appoi.ntm.ents across the 
board. Brennan went to the White House 
for a cabinet meeting with Ms own list, 
determined to have 15 minutes in private 
with the President 
A message was slipped into the meet­ 
ing, “Brennan is going to Mow.” The 
secretary of labor found the President in 
a rem arkably receptive mood. He. 
promptly invited Brennan to ride with 
him on Ms plane to Florida for the 
encounter at Bal Harbor with George 
Meany .and the .grand dukes of the AFL- 
CIO, En rente Brennan had nearly an. 
hour with the President and emerged 
smilingly confident that Ms nominees to 
run the Labor Department would be 
approved. 


HE WAS WAR,NED, however, by the 
smart, young men helping him to set up 
his empire that tMs should not be taken 
as final victory’. The sun never sets on 
the tireless Haldeman-Ehrlichman com­ 
bine as they go about their m aster’s 
business. 
What sets Brennan apart from the big 
business and money types brought in 
under the new dispensation is a political 
base. He had a lot to do with creating the 
network of labor bosses in state after 
state that helped to' contribute an unprec­ 
edented share of the labor vote in No­ 
vember for the Nixon-Agnew ticket. 
The President w’ants to keep tMs net­ 
work functioning, and Brennan is the 
man to do i t The secretary'' relied in 
many instances, not on top union tosses, 
but on officials lower dowm with a close 
relationsMp with the rank and file. From 
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his present vantage point he is ideally 
situated to keep the network activ& 


THE PRESENT GLOW of optimism 
could be of short duration. Ahead tMs 
vear major union contracts expire, with 
the threat of big wage increases and even 
prolonged and disruptive strikes. As tne 
administration w’obbles around on the 
wage guideline, with the 5.5 per cent 
ceiling little more than a pious intention, 
Meany & Co, push for not less than .<*5' 
per cent and it could go higher. 
The wage spiral aside, Brennan faces 
another dilemma- Conservative Republi­ 
cans want Congress to pass a right-to- 
'work law which would do away with the 
closed shop and the compulsion to pay 
union dues. In view of his desire to keep 
elements of organized labor within the 
Republican party, it is doubtful that the 
President Mm self will favor such a move. 


But Brennan could hardly support a. 
step opposed virtually without exception 
by the unions. Even though his New York 
City Construction Trades Council is ultra- 
conservative, certainly on Vietnam policy 
and as has been frequently charged on 
letting in minorities, it could never toler­ 
ate right-to-work. 


BRENNAN’S CLOSE associates wear 
lapel pins of cold hard hats with an 
enamel Am erican flag superimposed.. 
The hard hats in New1 York violently 
attacked young long-haired demonstra­ 
tors in the Wall Street district as they 
protested the Cambodian incursion. Lajer 
Brennan led a march of 100,000 construc­ 
tion and waterfront workers in a counfef- 
protest. 
Brennan is deeply rooted in New Yorje- 
state politics, having helped to swing 
important segments of orgamzed labor 
behind Gov. Nelson Rockefeller. When 
Rockefeller runs for a. fifth term next 
year, Brennan 'will have an active part, if 
only behind the scenes. He contributed to 
the defeat of Rockefeller’s last Demo­ 
cratic opponent, Arthur J. Goldberg, who 
also was once a secretary' of labor. 
In the opinion of union, leaders who 
backed. George McGovern,, and, even 
some who reluctantly followed the Meany 
strategy of neutrality, Brennan is consid­ 
ered a tool of the establishment. In his 
current ascendancy, prepared to do bat­ 
tle with all comers, this troubles Mm. not 
a bit.

state.

Education Board Wants To 


Shelve Organization Panel

New Drug Laws Contradict 
Each Other, Attorneys Say 


f “Total confusion.” 
These were the words used b y 
r a Marin attorney who often 
represents clients in drug and 
narcotic cases to describ e two 
pieces of drug legislation pass­ 
ed b y state lawmakers last 
year which seem to b e at odds 
with each other. 
The first is the Campb ell- 
M oretti-D eukm aejian Drug 
Ab use Act, which provides a 
decriminalizing process for 
first-time drug offenders. 
Under this b ill a drug violator 
can b e “diverted” to education­ 
al, treatment and rehab ilitation 
programs and come off without 
a criminal offense on his record 
- if he avoids further arrests for 
“two years. 
The intent of the Legislature 
seems clearly aimed at rehab il­ 
itating drug offenders, rather 
than making criminals out of 
them. 


HOWEVER, ANOTHER piece 
Of legislation, the long and 
sweeping Drug Ab use Control 
Act, which was AB19 2 and was 
also originally authored b y As­ 
semb lyman William Campb ell, 
R-La Puente, seems to take a 
different tack. 
Under this act, which goes 
into effect today, a much tough­ 
er view seems to b e taken with 
regard to drug offenders — at 
least those involved with any­ 
thing other than marijuana. 
/ - The b ill slipped b y the notice 
of the press when it was signed 
^b y the governor in Decemb er, 
and a short Associated Press 
story said that “existing offen­ 
ses and penalties relating to 
narcotics and dangerous drugs 
are not affected." 
The few lawyers who have 
waded through the stack of 
pages which outline provisions 
of the act have decided, though, 
that there is a decided change 
in penalties for drug offenders. 


ONE SECTION elim inates 
the possib ility of a possessor of 


a small amount of any drug 
other than m arijuana b eing 
charged with a misdemeanor 
rather than a felony. 
In the past it has b een com­ 
mon practice to charge a de­ 
fendant who had a few pills of 
some kind with a misdemeanor, 
as has b een the custom with the 
“one marijuana cigarette” cas­ 
es. 
The new b ill, though, makes 
it mandatory that a felony b e 
charged for possessing any 
drug or narcotic other than pot. 
Although prob ation can b e 
granted to first-time offenders, 
AB 192 has another stiff kicker 
in it. 
Anyone who has b een convict­ 
ed a second time of any drug 
offense other than marijuana 
(possession, sale, transporting, 
etc.) faces a mandatory state 
prison sentence. 


“THIS IS WHAT law enforce­ 
ment officers have b een crying 
for,” said Marvin Cahn, San 
Rafael lawyer whose practice 
includes many drug offenders. 
He said he and other lawyers 
who have researched the new 
laws cannot decide w hethelr 
when the “diversionary” step is 
taken with a first offense, a 
defendant might get one more 
chance. 


In addition to a great deal of 
confusion, Cahn predicts that 
courts will b e swamped with 
many more defendants, faced 
with mandatory state prison 
sentences, 
dem anding jury 
trials. 
Roger Smith, director of Ma­ 
rin Open House, an anti-drug 
center, called the Campb ell b ill 
a “disaster” and predicted it 
would “escalate the prob lem.” 
Smith, noting that drug addic­ 
tion is b ehind a great deal of 
Marin’s crime, said that treat­ 
ment and rehab ilitation aimed 
at curing the addict, not further 
criminalizing him. was the an­ 
swer.

Plan For Saving The Dollar: 
Tell World It's Beyond Hope 


WASHINGTON - The trage­ 
dy of the United States is that, 
while it ¡^m ilitarily the great­ 
est power in the world, it can’t 
do much when everyb ody starts 
dumping the American dollar 
We have b een so b usy defend­ 
ing our honor in Southeast Asia 
that we haven’t b een ab le to 
defend our money in Europe. I 
b elieve that one of President 
Nixon’s b iggest mistakes has 
b een his optimism ab out the 
American economy. He keeps 
assuring everyone that inflation 
is licked, wages are b eing stab i­ 
lized, and 1974 is going to b e a 
great year for the nation’s b al­ 
ance of payments. 
* 
The European mentality is 
such that the more affirmative 
I the American President sounds 
ab out our economy, the more 
suspicious European b ankers 
and money speculators b ecome. 


HAVING LIVED ABROAD 
for a long time I know how the 
people over there think, and I 
b glieve the only thing that can 
save the dollar is for President 
Nixon to stop reassuring every­ 
one that it is healthy. 
I think it is essential that the 
President go on worldwide tel­ 
evision, via satellite, and make 
the following statement: 
(“ My fellow citizens of the 
world, I wish to speak to you 
tonight ab out the American dol­ 
lar.* I must make it perfectly 
clear that despite stories to the 
contrary, the dollar has never 
b een in worse shape. If Pat and 
I lived ab road, I would sell 
eyery American dollar I had. 
Our economy is hopeless and 
my adm inistration does not 
have any solutions for saving it. 
I predict U.S. production will go 
down, wages will go up, and our 
b alance of payments will b e in 
a shamb les. 
“I urge every one of you to go 
to ypur b ank tomorrow and sell 
your A m erican dollars for 
whatever you can get for them. 
I feel, as President of the Unit­ 
ed States, you would rather 
hear the truth than b e given 
false promises that America 
cannot deliver on. 
v‘l am certain that perhaps a 
future President may restore 
the American dollar to its right­ 
ful. place in the world monetary 
system. But, for the moment, 
the thing to do is to forget us 
and do what you consider is in 
the b est interests of your re­ 
spective countries. Thank you 
and good night.” 
NOW THE FIRST THING 
that would happen after the 


President made such a speech 
is that the European b ankers 
and money speculators would 
get on the phones 
“Did you hear what he said?” 
a Swiss b anker would ask a 
G erm an in d us tria lis t. “ He 
wants us to b elieve the dollar is 
in troub le.” 
“ What kind of fools does he 
take us for? If he says the 
dollar is weak, then he must 
know it is strong. Sell my 
m arks and b uy dollars immedi­ 
ately." 
Then the Swiss b anker would 
pick up another phone. It is the 
head of a London insurance 
company calling. “ I don’t like 
it," the British b usinessman 
would say. “He kept wiping his 
lips while he was talking. The 
m an’s lying through his teeth. 
Get me out of yen and into 
dollars immediately.” 
The French consortium would 
call in next. “ Et izz an Ameri­ 
can doub le-cross,” the French­ 
man would say. “They want to 
b uy their dollars b ack cheap 
and stick us with gold. Zut! We 
will feex them. Sell all our gold 
and b uy dollars tout de suite!” 
PAN IC WOULD EN SU E 
amongst the Arab oil sheiks. 
“The Americans are trying to 
sink us b y making us sell our 
dollars. Buy b ack all the dollars 
we sold, plus $500 million more, 
and don’t worry what you have 
to pay for them. No wonder 
they call him Tricky Dick.” 
By the end of the day, the 
orders for A m erican dollars 
would b e so great that the 
money m arkets in Europe 
would have to close. A group of 
b ankers would fly over to the 
Smithsonian Institution to dis­ 
cuss with American b ankers 
ways of saving their own cur­ 
rencies.

New Drug Laws Contradict 
Each Other, Attorneys Say 
T 


“Total confusion/’ 
These were the words used by 
: a Marin attorney who often 
represents clients in drug and 
narcotic cases to describe two 
pieces of drug legislation pass­ 
ed _ by state lawmakers last 
year which seem to be at odds 
1 with each other. 
T The first is the Campbell- 
Mqretti-Deukmáejian Drug 
Abuse Act, which provides a 
decriminalizing process for 
first-time drug offenders. 
“ Under this bill a drug violator 
can be “diverted” to education­ 
al, treatment and rehabilitation 
programs and come off without 
a criminal offense on his record 
-if he avoids further arrests for 
‘■"two" years. 
The intent of the Legislature 
. seems dearly aimed at rehabil­ 
itating drug offenders, rather 
than making criminals out of 
them. 


HOWEVER, ANOTHER piece 
of legislation, the long and 
sweeping Drug Abuse Control 
Act, which was AB192 and was 
also originally authored by As­ 
semblyman William Campbell, 
R-La Puente, seems to take a 
different tack. 
Under this act, which goes 
iftto effect today, a much tough­ 
er view seems to be taken with 
regard to drug offenders — at 
least those involved with any­ 
thing other than marijuana. 
/'* The bill slipped by the notice 
of the press when it was signed 
by the governor in December, 
and a short Associated Press 
story said that “existing offen­ 
ses and penalties relating to 
narcotics and dangerous drugs 
are not affected.” 
The few lawyers who have 
waded through the stack of 
pages which outline provisions 
of the act have decided, though, 
that there is a decided change 
in penalties for drug offenders. 


ONE SECTION eliminates 
the possibility of a possessor of 


a small amount of any drug 
other than marijuana being 
charged with a misdemeanor 
rather than a felony. 
In the past it has been com­ 
mon practice to charge a de­ 
fendant who had a few pills of 
some kind with a misdemeanor, 
as has been the custom with the 
“one marijuana cigarette” cas­ 
es. 
The new bill, though, makes 
it mandatory that a felony be 
charged for possessing any 
drug or narcotic other than pot, 
Although probation can be 
granted to first-time offenders, 
AB 192 has another stiff kicker 
in it. 
Anyone who has been convict­ 
ed a second time of any drug 
offense other than marijuana 
(possession, sale, transporting, 
etc.) faces a mandatory state 
prison sentence. 


“THIS IS WHAT law enforce­ 
ment officers have been crying 
for,” said Marvin Cahn, San 
Rafael lawyer whose practice 
includes many drug offenders. 
He said he and other lawyers 
who have researched the new 
laws cannot decide whetbeli 
when the “diversionary” step is 
taken with a first offense, a 
defendant might get one more 
chance. 
In addition to a great deal of 
confusion, Cahn predicts that 
courts will be swamped with 
many more defendants, faced 
with mandatoiy state prison 
sentences, demanding jury 
trials. 
Roger Smith, director of Ma­ 
rin Open House, an anti-drug 
center, called the Campbell bill 
a “disaster” and predicted it 
would “escalate the problem.” 
Smith, noting that drug addic­ 
tion is behind a great deal of 
Marin’s crime, said that treat­ 
ment and rehabilitation aimed 
at curing the addict, not further 
criminalizing him, was the an­ 
swer.

Nixon Says 
Cities Will 
Get Funds 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - Pres­ 
ident Nixon said today the na­ 
tion’s cities would get at least 
as much federal aid as they 
obtained under existing urban 
programs if his $2.3 billion a 
year special revenue sharing 
program for community devel­ 
opment becomes law. 


“ In the years immediately 
following enactment, funds 
would be used to assure that no 
city receives less money for 
community development than it 
has received under the categor­ 
ical grant programs,” Nixon 
said. 


He made the statement in a 
message to Congress on com­ 
munity development. 


In the latest of a series of 
messages he substituted for the 
State of the Union speech, Nix­ 
on also pledged to submit to 
Congress within six months his 
recommendations for programs 
to replace federal subsidies for 
housing to the poor which were 
suspended last Jan. 5. 


The President said the sus­ 
pended housing programs had 
been inefficient, costly and un­ 
fair, and had failed to guaran­ 
tee enough of the federal cash 
actually reached the poor. 


Nixon also said he would pro­ 
pose legislation to replace exist­ 
ing federal aid for community 
planning programs. 


He said he would ask $110 
million to pay for planning 
services in the fiscal year be­ 
ginning July 1. 


He said that was almost 20 
per cent of the entire amount 
spent over the past 20 years on 
existing planning programs. 
Earlier versions of the ad­ 
ministration’s special revenue 
sharing program contained 
provisions intended to guaran­ 
tee that no recipient govern­ 
mental unit would have to take 
a cut in grants as a result of the 
switch away from federal, nar­ 
row purpose programs. 
Many mayors, especially big- 
city Democrats, have com­ 
plained this year that Nixon is 
trying to reduce categorical 
grant programs without assur­ 
ing them of adequate replace­ 
ment revenue. 
The President has been as­ 
suring groups of mayors for 
several weeks that there would 
be no loss of funds, but the 
inclusion of the provision in 
today’s message marked his 
most direct, public pledge of a 
continued flow of federal money 
to the cities.

Nixon Says 
Cities Will 
Get Funds 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - Pres­ 
ident Nixon said today the na­ 
tion's cities would get at least 
as much, federal, aid as they 
obtained under existing urban 
programs if his $2.3 billion a 
year special revenue sharing 
program for community devel­ 
opment becomes law. 


“In the years immediately 
following enactment, funds 
would be used to assure that no 
city receives less money for 
community development than, it 
has received under the categor­ 
ical grant programs,” Nixon 
said. 


He made the statement in a. 
message to Congress on com­ 
munity development. 


In the latest of a series of 
messages he substituted, for the 
State of the Union speech, Nix­ 
on also pledged to submit to 
Congress within six months his 
recommendations for programs 
to replace federal subsidies for 
housing to the poor which were 
suspended last Jan. S. 


The President said the sus­ 
pended housing programs had 
been inefficient, costly and un­ 
fair, and had failed to guaran­ 
tee enough of the federal cash 
actually reached the poor. 


Nixon also said he would, pro­ 
pose legislation to replace exist­ 
ing federal aid for community 
planning programs. 


He said, he would ask $110 
million to pay for planning 
services in the fiscal year be­ 
ginning July 1. 


He said that was almost 20 
per cent of the entire amount 
spent over the past 20 years on 
existing planning programs. 
Earlier versions of the ad­ 
ministration’s special revenue 
sharing program contained 
provisions intended to guaran­ 
tee that no recipient govern­ 
mental unit would have to take 
a cut in grants as a result of the 
switch away from federal, nar­ 
row purpose programs. 
Many mayors, especially big- 
city Democrats, have com­ 
plained this year that Nixon is 
trying to reduce categorical 
grant programs without assur­ 
ing them of adequate replace­ 
ment revenue. 
The President has been as­ 
suring groups of mayors for 
several weeks that there would 
be no loss of funds, but the 
inclusion of the provision in 
today’s message marked his 
most, direct,, public pledge of a 
continued flow of federal money 
to the cities.

Five To Seven Dead

The bus wreck was the third 
since Christmas in a 250-mile 
áre[a <Jf West Texas and East 
Sew Mexico. On Dec. 26. 19 
fe^ans on a ski outing were 
killed in a bus-truck crash near 
Fort Sumner. N.M. and 16 oth­ 
ers were injured. Feb. 6, seven 
Students were killed in a school 


bus-train wreck in Littlefield. 
Tex.. 17 others were injured. 
Frank Cantu, of La Villa, 
Tex., in the lower Rio Grande 
Valley, said he was sitting in 
the rear of the bus. 
“ Everything happened so 
quick when it hit,” he said. “As 
soon as it hit, everything 
caught on fire. The left side of 
the bus caught on fire. The 
passengers were in a panic. 
“ I pushed open three or four 
windows. I got the kids and a 
baby and its mother out. I put 
two kids on the side of the 
bridge and some more people. 
Then I jumped off the bridge. 
Cantu said he hurt his ankle 
and his back when he jumped 
from the bridge but he spent 
the rest of the night in a Fort 
Stockton motel. 
The bus was on a cross­ 
country trip from San Francis­ 
co to Houston.

telephones at Democratic Na­ 
tional Committee headquarters 
which was never made public 
at the Watergate bugging trial 
was turned over to the White 
House last year. 
Three Nixon campaign work­ 
ers who had been interviewed 
by the FBI in the presence of 
Republican attorneys later 
asked for second interview's 
alone. 
In a written statement sup­ 
plied to the committee about 
Kalmbach, Gray quoted the at­ 
torney as saying he paid Se- 
gretti’s salary and expenses be­ 
tween Sept. I, 1971 and March 
15, 1972 without knowing what 
Segretti was doing with the 
money. 
“ He said he merely acted as 
a disbursing agent for Segret- 
ti’s salary and expenses and he 
has no idea how Segretti re­ 
ceived his instructions or whom 
he reported to.” Gray said. 
Money to pay Segretti, ac­ 
cording to Kalmbach, came 
from campaign funds collected 
prior to April 7, 1972 and he 
kept no records on payments.

A newsman at the scene said 
There were no survivors. 
Wreckage, parachutes and 
bodies were scattered over a 
half-mile area surrounding the 
crash, which occurred in a 
woods just off a highway near 
the tiny community of Silk 
Hope. 
The Golden Knights are com­ 
prised of 62 crack parachutists 
from across the nation, mostly 
from the enlisted ranks. Small 
groups of the entire contingent 
are assigned to appearances by 
the Department of the Army. 
A military spokesman, said 
there had been no recent acci­ 
dents, in his memory, involving 
the Golden Knights in their 
performances, but one mem ter 
died two weeks ago in a sports 
parachuting show at Ft. Bragg. 
He was parachuting on his own. 
not as a member of the team. 
The Army said the parachu­ 
tists wrere enroute to Kansas 
City for a parachuting perform­ 
ance when the plane crashed.

Disgruntled Inmates 
Set Fire To Prison 


BOISE, Idaho (UPI) — Angry 
because a popular convict was 
being sent back to maximum 
security, convicts at the centu­ 
ry-old Idaho State Prison set 
fire to three buildings Wednes­ 
day night. 
Corrections Director Ray­ 
mond May reported buildings 
housing the chapel and the 
kitchen-dining facilities were 
gutted. He said a structure 
housing a laundry and recrea­ 
tion room was seriously burned, 
but the fire was under control. 
May said the “disturbance”— 
he did not class it a riot—broke 
out about 7 p.m. when inmate 
Larry Trujillo, 26, objected to 
being returned from the infir­ 
mary to maximum security, 
several miles awav from the 
old prison at a new site under 
construction. 
Trujillo and another convict, 
Fred Boyinger, 31, were treated 
at the infirmary at the old 
prison on the outskirts of Boise 


and taken back to the new site. 
A group of inmates decided to 
rally around Trujillo, May said, 
and apparently touched off the 
fires. 
Boise city firemen fought the 
fires, and state police, and 
county sheriff’s officers and 
Boise City Police converged on 
the prison. 
About 200 men milled about 
in an open yard, but caused no 
further disturbances. Guards 
with rifles manned towers and 
walked prison walls. 
Bill Evans, associate superin­ 
tendent of operations, said the 
inmates were under control to­ 
day.

When one second grader, who does not get 
letter grades on work done in school or on 
quarterly reports, learned that

that’s not right. You’re just 
starting out in school and they 
should not give you grades ’til 
you are way older.” 
There has been a trend in the 
United States toward the writ­ 
ten teacher comment in place 
of letter or numerical grades. 
Generally this is confined to 
elementary grades, with few 
exceptions in seco ndary 
schools. 


MANY OF the schools in 
England using the integrated 


school day and family group­ 
ing, sometimes called open 
classrooms

year to the next. The teacher

learning? The answer just may 
be for each parent to come to 
school at least twice a year and 
talk with every teacher a child 
has, in high school as well as 
elementary school. In many ru­ 
ral areas, as well as in large 
cities, adjustment will have to 
be made so that working par­ 
ents can have appointments at 
their convenience — either on 
Saturdays or designated even­ 
ings. 
This type of report gives par­ 
ents an opportunity to get be­ 
yond the cliche, beyond the 
superficial analysis. It gives the 
teacher an opportunity to find 
out what kind of help the pupil 
is getting from home, and what 
compensatory steps need to be 
taken to provide what may not 
be readily available. The chil­ 
dren, for example, who live 
close enough to a public library 
to use its resources, have a 
distinct advantage over those 
students whose homes can’t 
provide good encyclopediasand 
other important reference ma-

It’s about this time each year that parents 
discover how dissatisfied they are with the 
type of report cards used by the schools that 
their children attend. It may surprise some 
parents to discover that there are almost as 
many parents dissatisfied with report cards 
which include comments from each teacher 
as there are families unhappy with numerical 
or letter-grade classifications. 
When one second grader, who does not get 
letter grades on work done in school or on 
quarterly reports, learned that ---------------- 
a friend going to a different 
school got. “grades on every­ 
thing,” he wfas shocked... “Why 
that’s not right. You’re just 
starting out in school and they 
should not give you grades til 
you are way older.” 
There has been a trend in the 
United States toward the writ­ 
ten teacher comment in place 
of letter or numérica] grades. 
Generally this is confined to 
elementary grades, with few 
ex ceptio n s in secon d ary 
schools. 
MANY OF the schools in 
England using the integrated 


school day and, family group­ 
ing, sometimes called open, 
classrooms in the United 
States, don’t give any written 
grades to the children from one 
year to the next. The teacher 
may make an occasion to talk 
with the parents and tell them 
how their child is progressing 
in his work. This progress re­ 
port is in. regard to how well the 
teacher thinks that child, indi­ 
vidually, should be performing. 
It is in no way a comparison 
among children of the same 
age.

More and more doctors, said 
Metropolitan.

Sometimes just talking 
over problems fully and freely 
with a sympathetic friend can 
help. And parents can practice 
an .im.port.ant bit of preventa­ 
tive medicine by helping their 
children to be in. touch with, 
their own feelings and. to ex­ 
press their emotions construc­ 
tively. 
Suggestions for relieving the 
tensions of everyday life: bal­ 
ance work with play, get 
enough sleep and rest, work off 
tensions with physical exercise, 
talk out troubles, learn to ac­ 
cept what you cannot change 
and have regular checkups. 


States who have to write a 
paragraph about each child’s 
work three or four times a year 
will say that such a chore is 
almost meaningless.

Such phrases as “Billy con­ 
centrated more this period dur­ 
ing arithm etic lessons,” or 
".Helen has done poorly this 
period in social studies because 
she’s been lazy,” don’t give 
parents a clue about Billy and 
his ability to add, subtract, 
multiply and divide. They cer­ 
tainly don’t tell the parents 
what Helen has learned about 
the early settlers in North 
America or British rule in In­ 
dia. 
Opponents of letter grades 
argue that not much is learned 
either from giving Billy a “B” 
in arithmetic and Helen a “C” 
in social studies. 
What, then, is to be done so 
that parents have a report 
a tout what, their children are 
learning? The answer just may 
be for each parent to come to 
school at least twice a year and 
talk with every teacher a child 
has, in high school as well as 
elementary school. In many ru­ 
ral areas, as well as in large 
cities, adjustment will have to 
be ma.de so that, working par­ 
ents can have appointments at 
their convenience — either on 
Saturdays or designated even­ 
ings.This type of report gives par­ 
ents an opportunity to get be­ 
yond the cliche, beyond the 
superficial analysis. It gives the 
teacher an opportunity to find 
out what kind of help the pupil 
is getting from home, and what 
compensatory steps need to be 
taken to provide what may not 
be readily available. The chil­ 
dren, for example, who live 
dose enough to a public library 
to use its resources, have a 
distinct advantage over those 
students whose homes can’t, 
provide good, encyclopediasand

It's true that many teachers 
prefer dealing with parents “in 
absentia.” But parents who 
work for understanding from 
mutual concern can break down 
this resistance, and can find out 
w'hat they need to know about 
how well the school is providing 
for their child at the same time 
that they find out how well their 
child is responding to what, is 
offered at school.

The ru efu l tu m-of-the-centu ry

- ance and ardent dev otion was 
borrowed from Ing mar Berg ­ 
m an’s small 19 55 mov ie classic, 
“Smiles of a Su mmer Nig ht.” 
The Hu g h Wheeler-Stephen Son- 
heim v ersion does not, at first 
v iewing , resemble a classic in 
the “ My Fair Lady ” or “ Fid­ 
dler on the Roof” sense. It is 
instead a leisu rely , ly rically 
nimble, mu sically piqu ant div ­ 
ersion. It contrasts sharply with 
the chrom e-edg e tensions of 
Prince’s “Company ” and the 
g au dy retrospection of his “ Fol- 


lies.” 
Once more, Boris Aronson’s 
setting does mu ch to ev oke and 
su stain the atmosphere of a 
Prince produ ction.

Bank Threat 


SAN FRANCISCO (AP) - 
The banking indu stry shou ld 
look on org anized crime, which 
is spending billions in illeg al 
booty to infiltrate leg itimate 
bu siness, as a competitor, an 
American Bankers Association 
conference was warned y ester­ 
day . 
Infiltration into leg itim ate 
bu siness is the major dev elop­ 
ment in org anized crime in the 
last 1 0 y ears, said Eu g ene T. 
R ossides, form e r a s s is ta nt 
Treasu ry secretary and now a 
Washing ton lawy er. 
He u rg ed the bankers to work 
with police and honest bu siness 
cu stomers to fig ht that well- 
financed mov e into the main­ 
stream of commerce. 
The fig ht ag ainst org anized 
crime, now operating on an 
international scale with money 
flowing into nu mbered Swiss 
bank accou nts is a tou g h one, 
he said. 
Rossides left the Treasu ry 
Department in Janu ary after 
serv ing fou r y ears as assistant 
secretary su perv ising Cu stoms, 
Secret Serv ice, and other en 
forcement ag encies. He was a 
U.S. representativ e on Interpol, 
the international ag ency coop­ 
erating in ex chang e of informa­ 
tion on crime operations. 
He said American bankers 
are hu rt by the u nfair tactics 
sy ndicate-controlled bu sinesses 
em ploy a g a inst le g itim a te 
firms who are bank cu stomers. 
“ The 
sy ndicate-controlled 
bu siness can arrang e to block 
or delay a competitors flow of 
needed su pplies, instig ate labor 
trou ble, or fou l u p tru cking and 
transportation serv ices,” Ros­ 
sides said. 
He said that bankers and 
their honest cu stomers shou ld 
dev elop contact and coopera 
tion with law enforcem ent 
ag encies working on org anized 
crime and banks shou ld su pport 
commu nity cou ncils in dev elop­ 
ing techniqu es to combat org an­ 
ized crime. 
Rossides said sy ndicate op­ 
erators like to mov e into bu si­ 
nesses with a lot of cash flow 
from which they can skim their 
illeg al take. 
Among these, he said, are 
coin v ending machines, g am­ 
bling casinos, and hotels and 
restau rants. He said they also 
mov e in on tru cking and trans­ 
portation, constru ction, and 
waste disposal firms. 
In a time of credit cru nch, 
sy ndicates can u se loan shark­ 
ing to driv e bu sinesses into 
defau lt and thereby take ov er. 
They can u se bankru ptcy to 
hide their own illeg al profits 
from tax inv estig ators, he said. 
“ The idea that org anized 
crime is controlled by Mafia 
Italians is a my th, Rossides 
said. 
“The Mafia is only a part of 
org anized crime. It knows no 
ethnic or racial barriers. The 
leadership inclu des Irish, Jews, 
and all nationalities. 
Rossides declared he did not 
know of any major metropoli­ 
tan area in the nation where 
org anized crime was not oper­ 
ating in some deg ree. 
He said there is no accu rate 
estimate on the annu al income 
of crime operations. Bu t the 
take on g ambling alone has 
been estimated at from $6 bil­ 
lion to $7 billion a y ear, he said.

Organized 
Crime Said 
Bank Threat 


SAN FRANCISCO (AP) - 
The banking industry should 
look on organized crime, which 
is spending bilions in ilegal 
booty to infitrate legitimate 
business, as a competitor, an 
American Bankers Association 
conference was warned yester­ 
day. 
Infiltration into legitimate 
business is the major develop­ 
ment in organized crime in the 
last 10 years, said Eugene T. 
Rossides, form er assistan t 
Treasury secretary and now a 
Washington lawyer. 
He urged tie bankers to work 
with polce and honest business 
customers to fight that wel- 
financed move into the main­ 
stream of commerce. 
The fight against organized 
crime, now operating on an 
international scale with money 
flowing into numbered Swiss 
bank accounts is a tough one, 
he said. 
Rossides left the Treasury 
Department in January after 
serving four years as assistant 
secretary supervising Customs, 
Secret Service, and other en­ 
forcement agencies. He was a 
U.S. representative on Interpol, 
the international agency coop­ 
erating in exchange of informa­ 
tion on crime operations. 
He said American bankers 
are hurt by the unfair tactics 
syndjcate-controled businesses 
employ against legitim ate 
firms who are bank customers. 
“ The syndic ate-con trolled 
business can arrange to block 
or delay a competitors flow of 
needed supples, instigate labor 
trouble, or foul up trucking and 
transportation services,” Ros­ 
sides said. 
He said that bankers and 
their honest customers should 
develop contact and coopera­ 
tion with law enforcem.ent 
agencies working on organized 
crime and hanks should support 
community councUs in develop­ 
ing techniques to combat organ­ 
ized crime. 
Rossides said syndicate op­ 
erators Ike to move into busi­ 
nesses with a lot of cash flow 
from which they can skim their 
ilegal take. 
Among these, he said, are 
coin vending machines, gam­ 
bling casinos, and hotels and 
restaurants. He said they also 
move in on trucking and trans­ 
portation, construction, and 
waste disposal firms. 
In a time of credit crunch, 
syndicates can use loan shark­ 
ing to drive businesses into 
default and thereby take over. 
They can use bankruptcy to 
hide their own illegal profits 
from tax investigators, he said. 
“ The idea that organized 
crime is controied by Mafia 
Italians is a myth, Rossides 
said. 
“The Mafia is only a part of 
organized crime. It knows no 
ethnic or racial barriers. The 
leadership includes Irish, Jews, 
and a l nationalties. 
Rossides declared he did not 
know of any major metropoli­ 
tan area in the nation where 
organized cri,me' was not O'per- 
ating in some degree. 
He said there is no accurate 
estimate on the annual income 
of crime operations. But the 
take on gambling alone has 
been estimated at from $6 bil­ 
lion to $7 bilion a year, he said.

Illegitimate 
Son Goes 
To Father 


REDWOOD C ITY. Calif. 
(UPI) — A young soldier won 
custody of his 2-year-old illegiti­ 
mate son Wednesday over the 
objections of a county adoption 
agency in which the baby's 
teenage mother had placed it. 
Daniel Lucero, 20. Pacifica. 
Calif., currently on active duty 
with the Army at Ft. Carson. 
Colo., won sole custody of little 
Anthony Lucero in a hearing 
before Superior Court Judge 
Melvin E. Cohn. 
The soldier’s parents Mr. and 
Mrs. Leo Lucero, will care for 
the child until he is able to 
transfer back to California, or 
win an early release from the 
service, said attorney George 
Corey. 
Both parents of the baby 
were in high school when the 
child was born. Authorities pre­ 
vented Lucero from marrying 
the mother because she was 16 
and a ward of the court. So 
Lucero joined the Army in or­ 
der to provide a stable financial 
support for the little boy, testi- 
monv disclosed. 


The mother corresponded on 
a regular basis while Lucero 
served in Vietnam, testimony 
said. The soldier’s parents visit­ 
ed the mother and baby regu­ 
larly and included them in fam­ 
ily outings. 


But when Lucero came home 
from Vietnam last summer, the 
girl refused to see him. She put 
the baby up for adoption with­ 
out his knowledge and ran 
away from her foster home, 
testimony said.

Design Review Law 
Studied In Larkspur 


Amid half-jesting warnings 
that Larkspur may be following 
Tiburon down the antipetunia 
path. Larkspur City Council- 
men last night reviewed a pro­ 
posed ordinance creating a new 
environmental and design re­ 
view board. 


The ordinance was then re­ 
ferred to the city planning com­ 
mission for a public hearing, to 
be followed by later public 
hearings before the council. 


The new board would replace 
the defunct Architectural Re­ 
view Committee. It would have 
sweeping powers over architec­ 
tural design, landscaping and 
other factors “ to protect the 
city from the effect* of inhar­ 
monious. bizarre and out-of- 


scale developments.” It would 
review practically all* develop­ 
ments 
except 
new 
single 
homes, and may extend even to 
control over the colors used in 
repainting existing buildings 
large enough to “ have a signifi­ 
cant visual impact.” 


Greenbrae developer Niels J. 
Schultz Jr. objected to propos­ 
als for requiring a bond to 


assure upkeep of landscaping of 
large projects. 
He cited a recent “ Reporter's 
Notebook" by Independent- 
Journal reporter Pat Perry, 
which satirized Tiburon’s new 
control that extends even to the 
landscaping of single homes, by 
telling a fable of “ getting bust­ 
ed for planting petunias” in 
violation of review committee 
edicts. 
i'll send you each a copy” of 
Mrs. Perry’s column. Schultz 
promised the coulcilmen. 
The councilmen countered by 
singling out the Disco and Safe­ 
way stores as lacking suffi­ 
ciently maintained landscaping, 
and called for better controls. 
The new review board would 
be financed by charging fees 
equal to .05 per cent of the 
value listed on the building 
permit, to review the develop­ 
er's plans.

lessen ed 
her chan ce o f 
receiv in g a fair trial o n the 
Marin charge, Harris said. He 
charged the article in the n ews­ 
p ap er which rep o rts Alameda 
Co u n ty ’s co u rt cases was p rin t­ 
ed “ with malice o r at least with 
reckless 
d isreg a rd 
o f 
the 
tru th.” 
The su it, which was to be 
filed to day in Alameda Su p erio r 
Co u rt, asks $25 0,000 gen eral 
damages an d $25 0,000 p u n itiv e 
an d ex emp lary damages fro m 
the n ewsp ap er an d 
fiv e u n ­ 
n amed p erso n s. 
“ The article itself in sin u ates 
that Step han ie’s alibi witn esses 
lied fo r her in the first trial, 
an d therefo re imp lies that she 
was in fact gu ilty . This is an 
in su lt to the ju ry that acq u itted 
her as well as an attemp t to 
p reju dice fu tu re ju ro rs in her 
imp en din g case.” Harris said. 
Miss Klin e was acq u itted last 
Au gu st in Alameda Co u n ty Su ­ 
p erio r Co u rt o n a charge o f 
p o ssessin g a bo mb, which ex ­ 
p lo ded in her car an d killed a 
22-y ear-o ld Black Pan ther.

Entrance to the program is 
difficult. More than 500 persons 
applied for admission this fall 
and 200 qualified. Out of these, 
55 enrollees were selected at 
random by computer. 
Only four men have graduat­ 
ed from the college's R.N. pro­ 
gram since 1965, but 11 men 
currently are enrolled. 
Program director Lyla Crom-; 
er said the increase in male 
students is part of the changing 
role of nursing. In fact, many 
hospitals are specifically re­ 
questing male nurses because 
they want to have a mix in 
staff. 
McGovern, who hopes to start 
work in a hospital after gradua­ 
tion this summer, doesn't mind 
what sort of nursing he does, 
although he hopes eventually to 
return to college and get Ms 
b ach elo r’s and m a ste r's de­ 
grees and teach nursing. 
But he admits he especially 
enjoys working with children. 
"I think it’s realistic to have 
a male nurse in a pediatric 
unit. Most of our children are 
subjected to a totally female 
environment — from kindergar­ 
ten they’re usually with women 
teachers until eighth grade. 


Children should be able to re­ 
late to the father as much as to 
the mother, instead of the fath­ 
er just being a disciplinarian.” 
McGovern had no nursing ex­ 
perience, but feels his television 
experience helped him in deal­ 
ing with people and relating to 
their different life styles. The 
college nursing students are 
thrown into a hospital environ­ 
ment right from the beginning 
of the program, working under 
supervision in Bay Area hospi­ 
tals. 
He said he doesn't find nurs­ 
ing physically taxing, and says 
he's continually fascinated and 
excited about developments in 
the profession. 
“Nurses are getting more and 
more responsibilities, and the 
doctors are relying more on 
their skills so that the nurse is 
the extension of the doctor’s 
care. And I can’t speak highly 
enough about the p ro g ram ; 
Miss Cromer and the instruc­ 
tors and the students are the 
most supportive people I’ve ev­ 
er met.” 
With an increasing number of 
men looking at nursing as a 
future profession, M cGovern 
had this advice: 
“ I would recom m ,end any 
male seeking a career in nurs­ 
ing to really investigate and 
find out what nursing is all 
about. I feel most men should 
knowr where their head is before 
they go into'nursing — so much 
is teaching patients. Find out 
w hat they expect to get out of 
nursing, but most import.ant, 
find out what nursing expects to 
get out of them.” 


Landmark Lawsuit Eyed 
Petaluma Growth Rule 


A precedent-setting lawsuit 
aimed at Petaluma's growth 
control plan will be filed soon in 
Sonoma County Superior Court, 
according to representatives of 
the Construction Industry Asso­ 
ciation of Sonoma County. 
Jack O’Neal of Young Ameri­ 
ca Homes Inc., Rohnert Park, 
said today the suit should be 
filed “very shortly.” Attorney 
Malcolm A. Misuraca of Santa 
Rosa said he is still researching 
the case and is not certain 
when the suit will be filed. 
The suit is expected to chal­ 
lenge Petalum a’s unique envi­ 
ronmental design plan which 
sets a limit of 500 new living 
units per year. The process 
used to select who may build 
under the limit is also expected 
to 'be challenged.. 
"O ur association does not in­ 
tend to defy or attem pt to limit 
any reasonable and constitu­ 
tional attempt by the City of 
Petaluma or any other agency 
to implement proper land plan­ 
ning,” O’Neal said. 


"Every reasonable land de­ 
veloper, home builder and any­ 
one else in the construction 
industry can only favor good 
planning that protects all of us, 
but under no circu m stan ces 
should there simply be a race 
to enact any piece of legislation 
that appears at first flush to do 
a job before it is very carefully 
considered to see whether it 
does more harm than good.” 


Any suit against, the city will 
be considered a landm ark case 
since Petalum a is the first city 
in the state — and perhaps the 
first in the nation — to let 
developers 
in on 
a selected 
basis. 


Other cities throughout the 
country have expressed interest 
in adopting a sim ilar policy, but 
are awaiting a lega test 
City Arty. Edouard E. Robert 
warned the city council when it 
adopted the policy that no 
precedents have been set on its 
legality and that a lawsuit 
could result. . 


Newspaper 
Libel Suit 
Is Planned 


The attorney for a 26-year-old 
woman charged with an armed 
robbery in the Co-Op Market in 
Corte Madera said yesterday he 
would file a ,$500,000 libel suit 
on her behalf against an Alame­ 
da County newspaper that 
printed a commentary on the 
case. 
The libel, attorney Paul A. 
Harris said, was in the tenor oí 
an article in the Inter-City Ex­ 
press, which seemed, to imply 
the woman, Stephanie Kline, 
had encouraged and induced 
perjury by witnesses when she 
stood trial last year in Alameda 
for a car bombing that killed a 
Black Panther. 
The implication both caused 
her “ g rea t m ental an g u ish ”' 
and lessened her chance oí 
receiving a. fair trial on the 
Marin charge, Harris said. He 
charged the article in the news­ 
paper which reports Alameda 
County’s court cases was print­ 
ed “with malice or at least with 
reckless 
d isreg a rd 
of 
the 
truth.” 
The suit, which was to be 
filed today in Alameda Superior 
Court, asks $250,000 general 
damages and $250,000 punitive 
and exemplary damages from 
the newspaper and five un­ 
named persons. 
“The article itself insinuates 
that Stephanie’s alibi witnesses 
lied for her in the first trial, 
and therefore implies that she 
was in fact guilty. TMs is an 
insult to the jury that acquitted 
her as well as an attempt to 
prejudice future jurors in her 
impending case,” Harris said. 
.Miss .Mine was acquitted last 
August in .Alameda County Su­ 
perior Court on a charge of 
possessing a bomb, which ex­ 
ploded in her car and killed a 
22-year-old Black Panther. De­ 
fense witnesses testified 
she 
was at a party when Tommy 
Davenport was blown up on 
Jan. 30, 1972. 
Four days after her arrest in 
Marin, the East Bay publica­ 
tion, according to Harris, ran 
the following front page column 
titled "Incompetent, Irrelevant 
and Immaterial: 
"Y ou rem em b er Stephanie 
Kline? 
"She’s the one who was ac­ 
quitted by a jury here last 
August of possessing the bomb 
which went off in a Volkswagon 
(sic) parked 
in a Broadway 
drive-in. The explosion killed a 
Black Panther follower. 
"Well, a troop of Ms. Kline’s 
followers traipsed to the wit­ 
ness stand and provided her an 
alibi at the tim e the bomb went 
off. Yes, they testified under 
oath. Ms. Mine was in her San 
Francisco apartment attending 
a party at the time. 
"Well Ms. Mine got knocked 
over the other night in Marin 
County —caught, in the act of 
robbing, along with three others 
(sic» persons, a market. 
"Yep. and one of those ar­ 
rested with Ms. Mine on the 
armed robbery charges, was 
one of her alibi w itnesses in the 
Alameda County action.” 
Harris said, the paper has 
refused, to retract the statement, 
although one phone call would 
show none of her codefendants 
in the Marin case testified in 
the bomb trial. 
(Lloyd MacDonald, publisher 
of the Inter-City Express, told 
the Independent-Journal, today, 
however, that his paper pub­ 
lished a. retrac tio n w hen it 
learned it had erred in report­ 
ing one of Miss Mine’s witness­ 
es to have been arrested in 
Corte Madera. 
(MacDonald said the retrac­ 
tion and expression of regret 
appeared, in the sam e place in 
the paper on Jan. 24 as had the 
previous, comment, part, of a 
feature column, not part of its 
regular news stories.) 
Miss Mine was arrested with 
John Turner, 27, of no fixed 
address, Candice Kay Yockey, 
26, of San Francisco and Clau­ 
dia Vonetta Grayson, 20, of 
Oa.kla.nd, after a holdup of two 
grocery store employees. 
The four, who have been 
linked to leftw ing activities, 
have been in jail since their 
arrest aw-aiting trial in two 
weeks. Bail, is $20,000 for Miss 
Mine and Miss Grayson and 
$30,'000 for the other two.

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Novato Parks Panel Asks 
Part Of Revenue Funds 


The Novato Parks and Recre­ 
ation Commission is seeking 
about one-third of the city’s 
revenue sharing funds for its 
capital im provem ents budget 
for 1973-74. 
According to recreation direc­ 
tor Edward W. Adams, com­ 
missioners agreed last night to 
seek $40,000 of the city’s $115,- 
000 revenue sharing funds. 
Since one third of the city's tax 
rate, 32 of 95 cents per $100 
assessed valuation, goes to 
parks and recreation, com mis­ 
sioners 'believed revenue shar­ 
ing should be one-third, Adams 
said. 
With the revenue sharing 
money. $10,000 could be used to

Mill Valley Library 


The Mill Valley City Council 
and city lib ra ry board la st 
night tem porarily patched up 
their differences over library 
spending.

Council men and library board 
m em bers have been bickering 
for weeks over proposed solu­ 
tions to the library spending 
problem, which has been run­ 
ning about $2.000 a month over 
the budget. 
Part of the spending cutback 
will be effected by delaying 
hiring a replacement for Li­ 
brarian Alberta L. Hankenson, 
who resigned, late last month in 
the middle of the dispute. 


College Board Plans To

Since then Iraheta. who was 
formerly chairm an of the La 
Raza fChicano studies) program 
at San Francisco State, has 
been pushing for the creation of 
an entire ethnic studies depart­ 
ment at College of Marin... 
Trustees are scheduled to dis­ 
cuss his proposal for the ethnic 
studies departm ent at a special 
workshop session on April 11. 
According to Earlene Jones, 
college district publicist, trust­ 
ees met. in dosed session for an 
hour, and later in the open 
meeting concurred with the fir­ 
ing recommendation of the fac­ 
ulty’s evaluation team. 
Mrs. Jones said the board 
didn't discuss the dism issal, 
and gave no report on the 
evaluation. 
Iraheta said today he w asn’t 
surprised at his firing — “ It's 
been a very controversial posi­ 
tion right from the sta rt,” he 
said, "m ost minority instruc­ 
tors are put into highly contro­ 
versial program s.” 


Luke Warm 
Reaction To 
Seal Park 


A proposal that Marin County 
•create a harbor seal sanctuary 
and park on a Strawberry Pen­ 
insula sandpit has met with 
only a luke w arm reception 
from the director of county 
parks and recreation. 
“It’s something to look, into,” 
said Pierre W. Joske, adding he 
doubted Strawberry area resi­ 
dents “ would put up with” a 
formal park in the area. 
The proposal was offered by 
Strawberry Recreation District 
director Thomas Miller, who 
said the county could purchase 
the property on the east side of 
the peninsula and use it. as a 
public park in the sum m er and 
as a harbor seal and waterfowl 
refuge in the winter 
The sandpit is surrounded by 
60 vacant acres, which have 
been locked up in ownership 
litigation and. so far have es­ 
caped residential development. 
Joske said the site, or a 
portion of it, could be a candi­ 
date for open space acquisition 
by the new regional park dis­ 
trict but noted district funds for 
this year have been tentatively 
committed to lands elsewhere. 


Iraheta has contended since 
his appointment that he is an 
ethnic studies coordinator With 
no ethnic studies department to 
coordinate. At present such 
courses are scattered through­ 
out all the college's depart­ 
ments.

Minority groups at the col­ 
lege. particularly American In­ 
dians, began pressing for estab­ 
lishment of an ethnic studies 
d ep artm en t la st fall, urging 
that courses then spread among 
the anthropology, art and other 
departm ents be gathered into a 
new ethnic studies departm ent 
taught by minority instructors. 
Iraheta was hired on a one 
y e a r p robationary co n tract. 
The board, which created the 
ethnic studies coordinator posi­ 
tion. d idn't 
say last night 
whether they intend to replace 
Iraheta, said Mrs. Jones.

Drake Trip 
Commission 


Is Advanced 


SACRAMENTO (UPI) - An 
Assembly committee y esterday 
approved a bill establishing a 
special Sir Francis Drake Com­ 
mission despite criticism the 
group would divert attention 
aw ay from “ critica l social 
problems.” 


The 24-member commission 
would ex ist for eight y ears to 
organize a celebration com ­ 
memorating the 400th anniver­ 
sary of Drake’s voy age around 
the world and stop over at San 
Francisco Bay . It would receive 
no public funds and operate on 
private donations. 


The bill (AB252) by Assembly ­ 
man William T. Bagley , R-San 
Rafael, cleared the Way s and 
Means Committee on a 13-1 
vote and went to the floor over 
the objection of Assembly man 
John Vasconcellos, D-San Jose.

Assembly man Alan Sieroty , 
D-Beverly Hills, who voted for 
the measure, objected to one 
provision which authorized the 
commission to appoint a “Com­ 
pany of 400,” a group of individ­ 
uals who would underwrite the 
celebration project. He said the 
title “Company of 400” was 
“ offense” and should be called 
something else. Supporters said 
this merely reflected the 400th 
anniversary of Drake's voy age.

Drake Trip 
Commission 
Is Advanced 


SACRAMENTO (UPI) — An 
Assembly committee yesterday 
approved a bill establishing a 
special Sir Francis Drake Com-. 
mission, despite criticism the 
group would divert attention 
away from “ critical social 
problem s.” 


The 24-member commission 
would exist for eight years to 
organize a celebration. 'Com­ 
memorating the 400th anniver­ 
sary of Drake’s voyage around 
the world and stop over at San 
Francisco Ray. It would receive 
no public funds and operate on 
private donations. 


The bill (AB252) by Assembly­ 
man William T. Bagley, R-San 
Rafael, cleared the Ways and 
Means Committee on a 13-1 
vote and went to the floor over 
the objection of Assemblyman 
John Vas concellos, D-San Jose. 


“I just don’t think we need 
another commission, especially 
of this type, when there are 
major public problems to be 
resol ved, ’ * Vasconcelos, sa id., 


“This 
is a way to divert 
people’s attention from current 
critica l social problem s by 
dancing about something in the 
past,” he said. 


Assemblyman Alan Sieroty, 
D-Beverly Hills, who voted for 
the m easure, objected to one 
provision which authorized the 
commission to appoint a “Com­ 
pany of '400,” a group of individ­ 
uals who would underwrite the 
celebration project. He said the 
title “Company of 400” was 
“offense” and should be called, 
something else. Supporters said 
this merely reflected the 400th 
anniversary of D rake's voyage.

Fo r o ne thing , a delicate to u ch is impo rtant. We’re talking 
abo u t a little tester that takes a lo t o f practice. Mo st 
bu sinessmen do n’t hav e time to wo rk o n the refinements o f 
the sho rt g ame.

Sun Valley Area Is 
Mecca For Skiers

The mystique of Sun Valley may have begun in 1941 when Sonja 
Heme starred in the movie, “Sun Valley Serenade,’’ but today this 
Idaho resort is better than ever. 
— 


The caliber of skiing on Baldy 
is very high and many of the 
top hotdoggers will leave you 
muttering to yourself. There 
are several easy runs, but in 
general, Baldy is for people 
who have skied before. Some of 
the runs such as Limelight, 
Lower Holiday and Exhibition 
are also for people who have 
skied before. A lot. 'The world- 
renowned ski school, now under 
the direction of Paul Ramiow, 
has 200' instructors and is ex­ 
tremely well organized. 
When people come to Sun 
Valley, most are there for a 
'week or more. Weekends are 
less crowded because people 
are arriving and leaving on 
Saturdays and Sundays. Lift 
lines? The advertising says vir­ 
tually no waiting lines, and for 
the most part, it’s true. I 
caught a couple of long lines 
fmaybe 10-15 minutes;), but I 
would guess my average wait 
was one minute. They added a 
few lifts this year, including a 
triple chair, 
which really 
helped. 
The village of Sun Valley 
abounds with fascinating little 
shops throughout the mall. One 
mile away is Ketchum, and two 
miles from there are the access 
lifts to the top of Baldy. The 
village runs shuttle busses to 
and from Ketchum and Baldy, 
and visitors can also stay in 
Ketchum or right near the ac­ 
cess lifts to Baldy — so near 
that it’s a 301 second walk to 
jump on a chairlift. 
The non-skiing activity seems 
almost, endless: a scenic apres 
ski cocktail, a sleighri.de to 
dinner, dancing to a wild band, 
a gathering in. a hot outdoor 
whirlpool. Whatever you want, 
to do, it’s probably there. There 
are also plenty of family-type 
accomodations and activities. 
The people that work around 
Sun Valley are all so friendly 
and helpful, that it creates a 
very nice mood. And the place 
has far more than, its share of 
good looking girls and hand­ 
some men. It’s also not, unusual 
to, as I did, ski past Barbara 
Streisand, bump into Cliff Rob­ 
ertson at the Lockout Restau­ 
rant on top of Baldy or ride the 
chair behind Janet Leigh, or 
encounter other well-known 
people,

Persons come from all over 
to ski at Sun 'Valley, but it was 
astonishing for me to learn that 
15-40 per cent of the skiers are 
from the greater Bay Area... 
“Of course there are many 
tours from the San Francisco 
area, to here,,’’ reports market­ 
ing vice president Chip Fisher, 
‘but most, people just arrange 
dungs themselves and spend a. 
week. .And we have many peo­ 
ple who return year after 
year.” 
From, the Bay .Area, Sun Val­ 
ley is reached by a relatively 
easy 1.1-14 hour drive (depend­ 
ing upon how many stops, how 
fast you. drive, and the weath­ 
er). You can. drive it. straight 
through or stop in such glorious 
spots as Elko or Wells, Nev. 
The resort, is reached via Inter­ 
state 80 to Wells, left on High­ 
way 93 and keep going til 
you’re there. You can also fly 
to Boise or Twin Falls an go 
by bus or car from there — or 
fly to Hailey, 13 miles away 
from Sun Valley. 
What’s so special about Sun.

TREVINO TALKS GOLF 


Delicate Pitch-And- 


By LEE TRE VINO 
The key to making this shot, a winner is to keep the wrists 
locked.. A. flippy-'wrisfed player, as Tommy .Bolt calls ’em, 
doesn’t have any business fooling with the pitch-and-mn. 
For one thing, a delicate touch is important. We’re talking 
about a. little tester that takes a. lot of practice. Most 
businessmen don’t have time to work on, the refinements of 
the short, game. The winning golfer takes the time. 
Since it’s a, three-quarter shot, it’s 'better to' hold the 
baekswing down — something like a long putting stroke. The 
distance requires a small, arc, making the approach, to the 
impact area even more sensitive. 
Concentrate on not breaking the wrists. TMs makes the 
shot easier to judge, simpler to control. The dude who cocks 
Ms wrists and unwinds on. a pitch-and-put is going off half- 
cocked. He’! either blade the shot or hit it “fat,” meaning a. 
dumper. 
Pick a target area, for the ball to land in. Playing the ball 
off the right heel, try to hit the area with enough, speed, to run 
the ball to the flag. 
It’s only a long putt, amigo — except some of it’s in the air.

INCOME TAX FACTS

Horses and cattle purchased 
after 1969 and held for draft, 
breeding, dairy or sporting pur­ 
poses are considered business 
only if you hold them for at 
least two years. 


A lump sum distribution for 
1970 or later, out of employee 
benefit plans, which was ac­ 
crued in plan years beginning 
after Jan. 1. 1970. is capital 
gain only to the extent that the 
taxable portion exceed the em­ 
ployer contributions. If the dis­ 
tribution was employer stock, a 
special rule applies. 


After July 25, 1969, the sale of 
letters, memorandums or simi­ 
lar property by the creator or 
for one for whom they were 
prepared or created is consid­ 
ered ordinary income. 


After Jan. 1. 1970, the trans­ 
fer of a franchise trade mark or 
trade name is treated as orid- 
nary income if the seller re­ 
tains any significant power, 
right or continuing interest.

One Dead And Hundreds Hurt 
As Bomb Blasts Rock London 


LONDON *UPD — Two pow­ 
erful car bombs like those used 
by the Irish Republican Army 
IRA* m Northern Ireland ex­ 
ploded in the heart of Ixmdon 
today, killing one man. injuring 
at least 114 persons and doing 
widespread damage to such 
landmarks as the Old Bailey 
Criminal Court and the Agricul­ 
ture Ministry. 
The bombs—cars packed with 
explosives hit the Old Bailey 
Central Court, blew out all the 
windows at the Ministry of Ag­ 
riculture. damaged an army 
recruiting station, the head­ 
quarters of the British forces 
broadcasting network and other 
targets. There were other bomb 
scares and evacuation of build­ 
ings.

Londoners likened to the war­ 
time blitz, coincided with a

Indians 
Prepare 
To Fight 


WOUNDKD KN EE. S.D. UPI) 
—Militant Indian leaders who 
seized Wounded Knee nine days 
ago and refused as “ totally 
unacceptable” a federal gov­ 
ernment offer for terms of 
peaceful dispersal, said today 
their ranks have been strength­ 
ened by 32 more supporters 
who filtered into this hamlet. 
A government deadline for 
evacuation expires tonight. 
Tension was high among the 
Indians clustered about the lit­ 
tle church where they have 
been storing food, and around 
which they have dug trenches. 
There was shooting during 
the night, but it was sporadic 
and less than that which broke 
out Tuesday night and early 
Wednesday between Indians 
and federal officers holding a 
roadblock cordon around the 
settlement. 
Members of the American 
Indian Movement (AIM) holding 
the town said they now had 250 
to too supporters in Wounded 
Knee. Groups of women and 
children have left over the past 
two days 
The AIM forces, who seek 
ehanges in government policy 
toward all Indians and particu 
larly changes in Oglala Sioux 
iribal government, seized hos­ 
tages and took over Wounded 
Knee on Feb. 28 and looted its 
museum and trading post. The 
remainder of those seized, in­ 
cluding Mr. and Mrs. C A Gild- 
ersleve, Mrs. A.M. Clark, Mr. 
and Mrs. Guy Fritz. Mary Pike, 
and William Cole, packed be­ 
longings to leave today. Others 
already have left. 
There were no indications as 
to what the government would 
do if the Indians again refused 
to put down their arms ant 
depart this Oglala Sioux settle 
ment.

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Ranchers Facing 
Rustling Problem 


Cattle Thefts Show 
Increase In County 


By E R IK M. INGHAM 
Cattle ranchers in Marin and Southern Sonoma 
counties are experiencing an upsurge in a problem 
almost as old as ranching itself: cattle rustling. 
Not the romantic kind of 
-------------------------- 
years past, but an ugly new 
variation in which even friendly- 
old milk cows are prey to be 
bludgeoned, 
butchered and 
hauled away. 
Ranchers and lawmen figure 
30. possibly more, beef and 
dairy animals were stolen from 
or 
slaughtered 
on 
Marin 
ranches during the last six 
months. That totals about 19,(100 
worth of animals. 
Dollarwise, it’s not a stagger­ 
ing amount. But it does repre­ 
sent a sharp increase over past 
years and that's what worries 
ranchers. 
The same is true for Sonoma 
County, where ranchers thought 
they had pretty well licked the 
problem after forming the 


North Coast Livestock Protec­ 
tive Association in 1967. 
Last year, however, Sonoma 
livestock ranchers suffered 
$20,000 in losses, according to 
Hobart Carter, a Santa Rosa 
rancher and head of the asso­ 
ciation. 
Carter, along with others, 
sees the problem as much 
greater than that represented 
by the dollar figures and says 
the solution is in greater coop 
eration between ranchers and 
law enforcement agencies from 
adjoining counties. 
While state agricultural offi­ 
cials figure 50 per cent of the 
animal thefts are reported, 
Carter said his studies indicate 
only about 10 per cent are.

Thus in Marin County 
he 
said, the actual number of cat­ 
tle stolen could be 10 times the 
30 
reported 
because some 


ranchers refuse to report losses 
for fear of reprisal from rus­ 
tlers, some of whom are profes­ 
sional black marketers. 


“ It ’s like a car accident, 
some people won't talk because 
they don't want o get in­ 
volved.” agreed Boyd Stewart, 
a long-time West Marin ranch­ 
er. “ They're afraid the people 
who did it will return and burn 
them out.” 
Stewart, 50 years in the busi­ 
ness. doesn't share that concern 
and after losing two prize black 
angus last August posted a SL­ 
OW reward 'still offered' for the 
culprits who slaughtered the 
animals in view of Highway 1 
near Olema. 


Nor did he let his outrage end 
there Stewart and other West 
Marin ranchers began working 
with the Sheriff's department to 
organize a fight against rus­ 
tling 
Lt. William Johansen, in 
charge of the sheriff's substa­ 
tion at Point Reyes Station, is 
coordinating the effort with 
various agricultural groups and 
agencies 
Johansen sees greater coop­ 
eration between ranchers and 
his office as the frontline de­ 
fense against rustlers, who are

Wholesale Prices Zoom Up Again 


W A SH IN G T O N 
<UPD - 
Wholesae prices in February- 
rose at the fastest rate in 22 
years, the I^ibor Department 
said today, offering consumers 
little hope that retail prices will 
level off any time soon 


The wholesale index — cover­ 
ing prices of farm products and 
industrial goods — soared 1.9 
per cent in February , biggest 


one month rise since January, 
1951. when the economy was 
suffering from inflation due to 
the Korean war. 


With seasonal factors taken 
into account, the February in­ 
crease was 1.6 per cent, up 
from January 's 1.1 per cent rise 
but the same as December's 
adjusted increase. 


The rapid rise in wholesale 
prices for the past three months 
will filter down to the retail 


l**u*l in the months ahead and 
give a push to the cost of living 
at a time when the administra­ 
tion is worried about a new- 
round of inflation. 
Prices of farm products and 


processed foods and feeds con­ 
tinued to rise at an unusually 
fast pace, 3.9 per cent, but this 
was somewhat less than the 
recent high of 5.8 per cent in 
December 
If wholesale prices were to 
increase for a full year at the 
February rate, it would mean 
an annual increase of nearly 23 
per cent. The administration 
has set a yearly increase of 2,5 
per cent by the end of 1973 as 
its inflation-limiting goal. 


Consumer foods and consum­ 


er finished goods also jumped 
slower than a month earlier. 
But the closely watched in­ 
dustrial commodities index 
jumped 
1.1 
per cent on an 
unadjusted basis and 1 per cent 
seasonally adjusted, the biggest 
increase since Jan , 1951. 
Industrial prices make up 
about three-fourths of the gov­ 
ernment's wholesale price in 
dex Sinee they are more stable 
than farm prices, they are con 
sidered a good indication of

They said they sus­ 
pected the bombing was part of 
an extortion plot. 


BRUSSELS 'UPD - The nine 
nations of the European Com­ 
mon Market decided today to 
ask the United States to start 
supporting the dollar again and 
to take measures at home to 
help solve the world money 
crisis, market spokesmen said. 


The spokesmen said these 
and other proposals will be laid 
before U.S. officials at the 
emergency world money meet­ 
ing in Paris Friday. They were 
drawn up in a two-hour meeting 
this morning by finance minis­ 
ters of the nine or their depu­ 
ties and were to be approved at 
a second meeting later today, 
before the ministers rush off to 
Paris.

—Control the outflow of dol­ 
lars, especially to Europe 
where there is 80 billion in 
dollars unwanted for fear their 
value will fall. 
The spokesmen said the min­ 
isters also would recommend 
that all central banks — not 
just the U.S. Federal Reserve 
Board —help keep dollars off 
world markets. 


U.S. Chamber Hits 
Millionaires7 Tax 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - The 
U. S. Chamber of Commerce 
asked Congress today to repeal 
the “ minimum tax.” which was 
enacted in 1909 to make certain 
that millionaires pay some tax­ 
es, even if they derive all their 
income from tax-sheltered 
sources. 


Walker Winter, chairman of 
the Taxation Committee of the 
Chamber, which speaks for 44.- 
000 business firms, ealled the 
minimum tax a “ penalty tax” 
which he said is “ imposed on 
those who are properly con­ 
forming with the provisions” of 
the tax laws which make their 
income exempt from the tax 
collector’s reach. 
Two other witnesses—repre­ 
senting the politically liberal 
Americans for Democratic Ac­ 
tion (ADA) and the Communica­ 
tions Workers of America- 
urged the House Ways and 
Means Committee to increase 
the minimum tax. The CWA 
called it “ microscopic.”

NEW YORK (UPI) — Five 
members of a Cuban religious 
cult who engaged in voodoo 
ceremonies that included taking 
cocaine and drinking the blood 
of chickens were arrested Tues­ 
day night, police said.

Microwave 


Oven Heat 
Questioned 


MOUNT VERNO N. N Y . 
(UPD — Microwave ovens, con­ 
sidered a boon by many per­ 
sons looking for speedier meth­ 
ods of preparing meals, have 
been criticized by the magazine 
Consumer 
Reports which 
claims all of the ovens on the 
U.S. market leak radiation. 
The magazine urged the pub­ 
lic Wednesday to refrain from 
purchasing those availablle be­ 
cause there is no present meth­ 
od “ to discover what level of 
microwave radiation can une­ 
quivocally be called unsafe.” 
Microwave ovens cook foods 
and boil liquids by the passage 
of very short electromagnetic 
radar waves through glass, pa­ 
per and other materials except 
metals. 


The waves themselves are 
not hot but are capable of 
heating food in a fraction of the 
time needed by conventional 
methods. 
But Consumer Reports said, 
under adverse conditions, some 
of the models tested could re­ 
lease relatively high radiation 
and could leak more radiation 
as they grew older. 
Despite the fact that micro­ 
wave ovens have passed radia­ 
tion standards set by the Feder­ 
al Bureau of Radiation Health, 
the magazine said it felt justi­ 
fied in recommending buying 
the ovens only if the manufac­ 
turers could eliminate all 
traces of radiation leakage. 
An early reaction came from 
Tappan Industries of Mansfield, 
Ohio, whose president, Walter 
Gunmere, said “ we know of no 
reports of any kind of illness, 
injury, damage or death as a 
result of microwave cooking.” 
Tappan makes the private 
label ovens marketed by Litton 
Industries and recently an­ 
nounced it intends to market 
the ovens under its own name. 


According to Consumer Re­ 
ports the main key to the leak­ 
age was the door to the oven 
with the automatic shutoff sys­ 
tem running a close second. 


The glass viewing door was a 
key source of danger since 
house-wives were likely to peek 
into the oven to see how the 
meal was coming along.

Vietnam Fighting 
Suddenly Flares

Fighting flared to a 13-day said. “ The air support there

flew raids over Cambodia, the 
only Southeast Asian country 
with no formal truce.

Communist troops committed 
141 cease-fire violations in the 
24 hours ending at dawn today. 
It was the most reported in 13 
days, although the command 
said most of the incidents were 
minor. 
Military sources in Phnom 
Penh said fierce fighting be­ 
tween government and Commu­ 
nist troops raged today on em­ 
battled Highway 2, only 12 
miles south of the Cambodian 
capital. 
The sources said casualties 
on both sides have reached the 
1,000 mark in the past two days 
and said the Communists have 
taken a bad beating from U.S. 
jet fighter-bornbers. 
“ They (the Communists) keep 
attacking fixed government po­ 
sitions where U.S. jets can just 
mow them down.” one source

Saigon And Viet Cong

the Viet Cong began exchang­ 
ing 7.550 war prisoners today 
after a dispute that delayed the 
operation for nearly two weeks 
but there was still no word on a 
release date for the next batch 
of U.S. POWs. 
Five huge U.S. C130 Hercules 
transport jets, each carrying 
about 100 captured Commu­ 
nists. flew north from Saigon to 
land on a makeshift runway at 
Camp Evans, about 18 miles 
below the release point on the 
muddy Thach Han River in 
Quang Tri City, 435 miles north 
of the capital. 
Military officials said the ap­ 
proximately 500 prisoners were 
from detention facilities on Phu 
Quoc Island off the southwest­ 
ern tip of South Vietnam. 
Before the weekend is over. 
6,300 Communists will go free 
ir: phase two of the Vietnamese 
POW exchange. In turn, the 
Communists promised to re­ 
lease 1,250 South Vietnamese 
POWs Saturday. 
The exchanges will occur at 
five other sites north of Saigon, 


three of them along the Central 
Coast and two closer to the 
capital. 


There was no indication from 
the Joint Military Commission, 
the four-power body charged 
with arranging the release of 
Vietnamese and American 
POWs. on a release date for the 
next group of Americans. It 
ws believed scheduled for 
some time next week.

31-year-old Mrs. Southwick re­ 
ceived “only a handful” of let­ 
ters from her husband. “They 
were very formal, only five 
lines of ‘how are you . . . I am 
fine.” 
Southwick in turn, was given 
none of his wife’s letters and 
only small portions of the con 
tents of her many packages. 
Yesterday, they spent their 
first six hours together, most of 
it at Oak Knoll Hospital where 
the 
commander 
is 
going 
through medical evaluations 
and other routine processing for 
returning prisoners. 
They talked nonstop, she 
said, and were joined briefly by 
Karen’s parents, retired Air 
Force Col and Mrs. Earl E. 
Sweetland of Lompoc, who have 
been staying with their daugh 
ter during the last anxious 
week. 
“We were trying to cram six 
years of information into a few 
hours; We talked about every­ 
thing you can imagine and it 
was wonderful,” she said. 
“She did beautifully. I was 
really proud of her,” Mrs. 
Sweetland said with a fond 
smile at her daughter. 
Mrs Southwick said the two 
phone calls she received from 
her husband since his release 
Sunday helped to make the 
actual reunion more comforta­ 
ble “The calls were a very 
good idea because they broke 
the ice. Until I talked to him on 
the phone, I was very worried 
about how it would be.” 
She is. of course, hoping that 
her husband, who appeared to 
he in good physical shape, will 
be able to leave the hospital — 
at least for brief periods — 
within the next week. 
The first thing he wants to do 
is to have cocktails with his 
wife, at sunset at the Top of the 
Mark, just as the couple did the 
night she saw him off to Viet 
nam 
“He said he knew that sound 
ed mundane, but he’s been 
thinking about it for a long 
time.” she said with a laugh. 
She has some plans of her 
own “The first thing 1 want to 
do is cook him a good meal.” 
although she isn't yet sure what 
will be on the menu. “I love to 
cook and I think it’ll be som* 
thing exotic ” 
Mrs. Southwick resigned her 
job as membership manager 
for the San Francisco Conven­ 
tion and Visitors Bureau as 
soon as she knew her husband 
was returning. 
She is aware there may be 
problems of readjustment since 
both of them have changed a 
great deal in six years. “Hope­ 
fully, I’m more mature and 
wiser. I’ve always been inde­ 
pendent and I’m even more so 
now. 
“It will take time to deter­ 
mine if the many changes in 
each other will affect the way 
we will work together.” 
Southwick has already react­ 
ed to some of the changes he 
has noticed in his country. “He 
doesn't think much of the long, 
bushy hair the kids are wear­ 
ing, but he likes the new men's 
styles.” 
She said he told her that — 
besides his family and fnends 
<— he had most missed “hot 
showers, good smells and good 
clothes” during his years of 
captivity. 
Mrs. Southwick is intensely 
proud of her husband and the 
other POWs and is convinced 
the way in which they survived 
their ordeal says something im­ 
portant about America and 
Americans.

stressed that his company’s suit 
did not mean it was “fighting 
the district’s efforts to curb 
pollution.” Its motive, he said 
in a letter to district directors, 
was to return the district to the 
“philosophies” in the statutes 
that set it up in 1955. 
These statutes, Chadwick 
argued, relied on “voluntary 
corrective actions” by pollu­ 
ters, backed by “administrative 
procedures of an increasingly 
more formal nature.” The dis­ 
puted 1970 law, on the other 
hand, he said, “is purely puni­ 
tive in nature, is counter to the 
spirit of cooperative action, and 
eliminated our right to a hear­ 
ing before the district’s hearing 
board.” 
Using the old procedures, he 
declared, “will result in better 
enforcement and will place em 
phasis on solution of problems 
instead of on the levying of 
nuisance fines.” 
Attorney Self, however, de­ 
scribed those old procedures as 
“cumbersome.” 
The Feb. 27 ruling by Judge 
Richard J. Swan stemmed from 
a violation notice issued against 
Humhle’s refinery in January 
1972. It was for an excessive 
emission from a vent on an oily 
water sewer. 
Chadwick said the problem 
was corrected7by addition of ar 
incinerator to the sewer, but 
that the district nevertheless 
filed suit months later against 
the refinery for the violation. 
He noted that four earlier 
court suits against the refinery 
for violating district regulations 
had been settled out of court 
The refinery opened in 1969, 
billing itself as designed to 
meet smog control regulations. 
The regulations, however, have 
been toughened since the refin­ 
ery opened. 
The district has collected 
some 163,000 in fines under the 
disputed 1970 law. 
The chairman of the district 
board, San Mateo County Su­ 
pervisor Robert B. St. Gair, 
appealed to the people of the 
Bay Area to support the at­ 
tempt to amend the disputed 
law so it can be used by the 
district.

Dies At 95 


Kate Zaun Robinson, a resi­ 
dent of Mill Valley for 80 years 
and the wife of a famed sea 
captain, died yesterday in a 
local hospital after a brief ill­ 
ness.

The first group, the profes­ 
sionals, represent the greatest 
threat, he said, because they 
are getting more proficient and 
“if we don’t do the same we’re 
In big trouble.” 
Johansen’s first move was to 
set up a meeting between Ma­ 
rin ranchers and officials of the 
livestock protective association. 
Since that meeting last month, 
about 20 Marin ranchers have 
joined the association and an­ 
other 50 have expressed inter­ 
est. 
The association helps coordi­ 
nate information and activities 
between ranchers and law en­ 
forcement agencies in Marin, 
Sonoma and Mendocino coun­ 
ties. 
It also supplies members with 
signs offering a $50 reward for 
information leading to the ar­ 
rest of a thief or trespasser on 
a member’s property. 
“Ours is simply a program 
offering a reward on the arrest 
of trespassers,” Carter said. 
“ We feel if we can stop people 
from trespassing on our proper­ 
ty we can stop most of the 
thefts.” 
Johansen said he is also en­ 
couraging ranchers to brand 
their cattle since most of Ma­ 
rin's 45,000 cattle are not. 
A uniform system of marking 
cattle would aid his deputies in 
quickly identifying animals be- 
lieved to be stolen, he said, 
adding many of his men “don’t 
know one cow from another.” 
In the meantime, Johansen 
said, a special training pro­ 
gram on identification is being 
mapped out for his small force 
of deputies who are responsible 
for covering all rural Marin. 
Since, ranchers don’t count 
their animals every day, thefts, 
which usually occur between 10 
p.m. and 4 a.m., can go unde­ 
tected for weeks and months 
making evidence and clues 
more difficult to find. 
And since most of the thefts 
have occurred close to traveled 
roads, he said, he has asked 
feed, gas and produce compa­ 
nies to advise their early morn­ 
ing drivers to report any suspi­ 
cious circumstance they notice 
on their rounds. “We need to 
get all the extra eyes we can,” 
he added. 
"Rustling hasn't grown to the 
point where it's a drastic prob­ 
lem, but we have to look to the 
future . . . make more people 
aw are,” he continued. “ We 
don't want to have to look back 
and say we should have done 
something years ago.”

Sen. John L. Harmer of Glen­ 
dale. the Republican frontrun- 
ner to replace Mills, said

Harmer publicly expressed 
optimism about his chances in 
the wake of the victory of 
Republican Assemblyman John 


Stull of Leucadia in a special 
Senate election Tuesday in San 
Diego County 


The seating of Stull, expected 
next Monday, will even the 
balance in the Senate between 
Republicans and Democrats at 
20-20 
The split raised the possibili­ 
ty. conceded to be unlikely by 
both parties, that Republican 
U Gov Ed Reinecke. presid­ 
ing officer of the Senate, could 
cast a tie-breaking vote in a 20- 
20 deadlock 


Democratic and GOP leaders 
said the 20-20 party balance 
would not mean a stalemate on 


legislation in the Senate. Voting 
on bills does not generally fol­ 
low party lines in the house, 


which is traditionally less parti­ 
san than the Assembly. 


While Harmer predicted he 
had a “ very good" chance of 
ousting Mills, the Republican 
senator admitted he could no 


longer count on the 21 votes he 
once said he had in his bid for 
the pro tem position. 


Harmer added there has been 
a “ change in the psychology” 
of the Senate since earlier in 
the year that has “ eroded the 
motivation for change." 


en. Mervyn M. Dymally of 
Los Angeles. Democratic cau­ 
cus chairman, concurred with 
Harmer’* assessment of the 
Senate’s mood 


“ The state of affairs has been 
too restless for the past two 
months. I don’t think the guys 
want to continue it anymore," 
he said 


As for the GOP’s attempt to 
replace Mills, Dymally said. 
“ It’s over with." 


Privately some Republicans 
nearly agree, describing Harm- 
er’s chances as “ terribly slim.” 
The problem of replacing 
Mills is more difficult than just 
mustering one additional vote, 
according to Republicans. Po­ 
tential Democratic defectors do 
not want to be singled out as 
the solitary deserter and have 
insisted on assurances that sev­ 
eral other Democrats will go 
along with a GOP bid to oust 
Mills. Republicans said. 
Harmer said he hoped reap- 
portionmcnt of Senate districts 
would be cleared up early next 
week, setting the stage for a 
pro tem vote late in the week. 


Magee Sees 
Himself As 
A 'Slave' 


SAN FRANCISCO (UPI) - A 
psychiatrist told Ruchell Ma­ 
gee’s murder trial yesterday 
the San Quentin convict thought 
of himself as a slave seeking 
freedom when he joined an 
escape attempt that erupted 
into the 1970 Marin County Hall 
of Justice shootout. 
Magee, 33, is on trial for the 
slaying of Judge Harold J. Ha­ 
ley during the gun battle that 
left four men dead on Aug. 7, 
1970. 
Former U.S. Attorney Gener­ 
al Ramsey Clark, who joined 
the defense this week, ques­ 
tioned psychiatrist Richard 
Kamisaruk, of Oakland, Calif, 
about Magee’s background and 
his imprisonment in 1963 for 
robbery and kidnaping. 
The convict spent the ensuing 
six years filing hundreds of 
legal motions with various 
courts, trying to have the con­ 
viction overturned, Kamisaruk 
said. His arrest followed a bar 
dispute and Magee believed no 
crime occurred. 


“ Nothing is more important 
to my understanding of Mr 
Magee than seeing these terri­ 
ble things that happened to him 
in 
1963,” said Kamisaruk, 
chairman of the Committee on 
Prison Reform for the Northern 
California Psychiatric Associa­ 
tion. 
“ The trial and its aftermath 
were compounded errors inter­ 
woven into a network of most 
gruesome significance to Ruch­ 
ell Magee. The forces which 
w ere supposedly fair were muz­ 
zling him beyond his copre­ 
hension. 
“ Magee came to see himself 
as a slave and felt he had the 
same right as any other slave 
to free himself,” the psychia­ 
trist testified. 


Leary Loses Plea 
For Delaying Trial 


SAN LU IS OBISPO, Calif. 
(UPI) — Superior Court Judge 
Timothy O 'Reilly refused 
Wednesday to postpone the trial 
of 
LSD advocate Timothy 
Leary for escaping from prison. 
“ We re going to trial March 
13,” ruled the judge, turning 
down a plea from Leary’s attor­ 
ney for more time. Leary is to 
be tried here for escaping in 
1970 from the California Men’s 
Colony, where he was serving a 
marijuana posession sentence, 
and in Santa Ana, Calif., on 
narcotics smuggling charges.

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Flournoy Attacks Property Tax 
Relief-School Aid Legislation 


SACRAM ENTO (U P I) - 
“ Scores of crucial ambiguities, 
errors and loopholes” riddle the 
Reagan-Moretti property tax 
relief-school aid act and create 
“ staggering” problems for gov­ 
ernment, says Controller Hous­ 
ton I. Flournoy. 


“ It’s one thing to have a 
grand concept. It is another 
thing altogether to draft practi­ 
cal provisions which will imple­ 
ment it,” protested the control­ 
ler. 


Flournoy, a probable candi­ 
date for the 1974 Republican 
gubernatorial nomination, 
spoke out sharply for the first 
time Wednesday against the 
SI.I billion bill sponsored by 
Gov. Ronald Reagan and Dem­ 
ocratic Assembly Speaker Bob 
Morctti. 


The bill, passed by the 1972 
Legislature after llth hour, 
high pressure negotiating, takes 
effect at varying intervals this 
year. 


Flournoy told the California 
Taxpayers’ Association he ap­ 
proves of the act’s “ basic 
thrust” but has “ many serious 
reservations about it.” 


Not only will a “ clean-up 
bill” be required to straighten 
out the confusion. Flournoy 
said, but “ this clean-up bill 
itself will require a clean-up 
bill." 
Contrasting with the adminis­ 
tration’s rosy fiscal outlook, 
Flournoy also said the “ euphor­ 
ia" generated by prospects of a 
$852 million budget surplus 
“ has recently been shattered.” 
He blamed a federal welfare 
act which could cost the state 
up to $289 million, President 
Nixon's spending cutbacks and 
the Reagan-Moretti program 
which could “ have a tremen­ 
dously potent effect on the fu­ 
ture financial condition of Cali­ 
fornia.” 
Also disagreeing with Reagan 
and many other Republican col­ 
leagues, Flournoy said he feels 
“ very certain" the state Su­ 
preme Court will not accept the 
new act as an answer to ques­ 
tions it raised in the landmark 
Serrano school case. 
“ It did not eliminate the vast 
(revenue) inequities among our 
school districts, which was the 
major concern of the court.” 


said Flournoy, adding that 
“ could easily” cost up to $400 
million annually. 
Beyond that, Flournoy said, 
the act “ contains literally 
scores of crucial ambiguities, 
errors and loopholes in its 113 
pages which may well nullify 
its intent.” 
For example, Flournoy said, 
the “ critical” language limiting 
future local property tax in­ 
creases “ was never subjected 
to the crucible of legislative 
hearings and it shows it." 


?‘Even more confusion," he 
said, surrounds provisions re­ 
quiring the state to reimburse 
local governments for sales and 
property tax exemptions and 
state mandated programs. 
“ With 58 counties, over 400 
cities and several thousand spe­ 
cial districts, the problems of 
estimating losses from tax ex­ 
emptions and estimating the 
reimbursement for a vast num­ 
ber of new mandated programs 
for each jurisdiction is stagger­ 
ing," he said.

After meeting with Reagan 
and conducting a two-hour 
closed/Caucus, GOP assembly­

In a private meeting with 
Republicans, Reagan said the

“ would be extremely difficult to 
accept” because of several dis­ 
tricts drawn by “ very obvious 
gerrymandering” which erodes 
“good government.” 
Reagan said he was troubled 
by districts that would “divide 
communities of interest unne­ 
c essarily ” and indicated he 
would prefer the state Supreme 
Court to do the job. 


The court has threatened to 
redistrict the state’s 80 Assem­ 
bly and 40 Senate seats if the 
legislature and Reagan cannot 
agree quickly on their own re­ 
apportionment plan. 


Reagan also told GOP law­ 
makers a recent U.S. Supreme 
Court decision permitting more 
flexibility in reapportionment 
should allow the legislature to 
avoid district lines that divide 
cities or other natural political 
boundaries. 


Beverly and other Republi­ 
cans generally agree the bill 
would protect most GOP incum­ 
bents who wish to run for re- 
election in 1974. 


But they contend several 
“open” districts—where there 
would be no incumbent—are too 
heavily Democratic and would 
result in dwarfing the Republi­ 
can party’s power for years to 
come. 


Democrwts 
say the 
plan 
would give Republicans 32 
seats. GOP experts say it would 
be more like 28 to 31 seats. 
Currently,the Assembly has 49 
Democrats and 29 Republicans 
with two vacancies. 


One of the open seats resem ­ 
bles a misshapen T-bone steak, 
stretching from Chino in San 
B ernardino County north to 
Bakersfield and the Owls Head 
Mountains on the edge of Death 
Valley. 
Another resembles an ele­ 
phant seal with its nose hooking 
across the city of Orange and 
its truncated body running 
south to the San Diego County 
mountain community of Boule­ 
vard. 
The third is a stumpy, rela­ 
tively small district that in­ 
cludes sections of Contra Costa, 


Alameda and Santa Clara coun­ 
ties. 
Squeezed out of their old dis­ 
tricts would be three Demo­ 
crats who are considering retir­ 
ing from the Assembly— Carlos 
Bee of Hayward, Harvey John­ 
son of El Monte and John For- 
an of San Francisco. 
A ssem blym an 
Floyd 
L. 
Wakefield's district in the South 
Gate area also would be re­ 
shaped, possibly forcing him to 
change his residence to run in 
the same region in 1974.

Too Many 
For Marin 


Who speaks for Marin City? 
That question has been a 
bothersome one down through 
the years. 
To begin with, Marin City is 
not a city at all, and never has 
been. The name “ Marin City” 
was the tag given a World War 
11 public housing development 
to house workers at the Marin- 
ship shipbuilding yards. 


ORIGINALLY, Marin City 
was entirely government hous­ 
ing. To provide a voice for its 
residents, the Marin City Ten­ 
ants Council was organized. 
Although it had no official sta­ 
tus, it was widely representa­ 
tive. and was usually consid­ 
ered to be “speaking for Marin 
City.” 
When Marin City redevelop­ 
ment began, private ownership 
entered the picture. The war­ 
time housing was replaced by 
apartment buildings and single­ 
family homes. Some of the 
people 
bought 
their 
own 
homes; others bought into co­ 
operative apartments. So the 
tenants’ council no longer rep­ 
resented all of Marin City. And 
since some of the council’s 
leaders were among those who 
became property owners, it de­ 
clined and finally passed out of 
existence. 
The property owner group 
meanwhile formed its own or­ 
ganization. the Marin City 
Homeowners Improvement As­ 
sociation. This remains active 
and speaks on behalf of the 
minority of residents who own 
their own homos. It does not,. 
however, speak for those in the 
high-rise publicly owned apart­ 
ment buildings. 


ALONG WITH redevelop­ 
ment. also, came formation of 
the M arin City Community 
Services District. This was set 
Up under a California law that 
provides for public districts, 
with taxing power, to perform 
some of the functions of a city 
where no incorporated city ex­ 
ists. 
Community services districts

have legal power to provide 
police and fire protection, 
street maintenance, parks, rec­ 
reation — most of the things a 
city government provides. But1 
there is a catch. A community 
services district’s only source 
of revenue is the property tax, 
and it is limited to $1 per $10 
assessed valuation. 
In the case of Marin City, 
this produces less than $9,000 
per year — far too little to do 
any of the things a community 
services district has legal pow­ 
er to do. So the Marin City CSD 
has limited itself to operating 
the Manzanita Center, a recre­ 
ation center built with a federal 
grant. 
Sometimes the board of the 
community services district at­ 
tempts to speak for Marin City. 
But many of the residents 
largely ignore the CDS, since it 
provides no real local govern­ 
ment. 


IN RECENT years, another 
organization was formed with a 
name implying that it speaks 
for Marin City — the Marin 
City Council. However, “ city 
council” is a misnomer.

The fact is that nobody can 
speak for M a r in City. And that 
is one of the community’s hand­ 
icaps. 
Many voices “ speak for Ma­ 
rin City.” But none speaks for 
the community as a whole. And 
that is one of Marin City’s 
handicaps.

Ai a time when their autonomy, and 
perhaps their very existence, is being 
challenged from several directions, it is 
incredible that the regents of the Univer­ 
sity of California would take a "public be 
damned’’ stance.

Yet that is exactly what this aristocrat­ 
ic body has done in its refusal to make 
public the employment contract of uni­ 
versity president Charles J. Hitch. 


The initial interest in the contract now' 
becomes dwarfed by the issue of the 
public’s right to know how its money is 
spent. But even that issue is surpassed as 
confidence is shaken by the regents’ 
action. The large question becom es 
whether the university has been entrust­ 
ed to proper hands. 


THERE IS A GROWING belief that it 
has not, Recently the joint legislative 
committee on higher education presented 
a report which recommends sweeping 
changes in university administration. In­ 
clu d e are proposals to strip the universi­ 
ty of much of its autonomy, reduce the 
terms of the regents, and change the 
mode of their selection. 


Sim ilar recom m endations regarding 
the regents were made earlier by the 
State Coordinating Council for Higher 
Education. And prior to that have been 
various legislative proposals, notably one

The joint legislative committee, howev­ 
er, has gone much farther than anyone 
heretofore and challenged much of the 
‘ sacred’’ autonomy of the university. 
This autonomy was written into the 
constitution in 1849. The constitutional 
status of the regents, however, dates 
back only to 1918. 


IT WAS THE OBVIOUS intent of the 
early constitutional fram ers to establish 
and maintain the state’s center of learn­ 
ing aloof from political interference. But 
it w'as also obviously intended that the 
university would be self-sufficient by 
reason of endowments and public land 
grants. 


As the university grew, it came to ook 
to the legislature for augmentation of its 
budgetary needs. This dependency has 
expanded rapidly in recent years until it 
now is requesting annual support greater 
than the state’s total budget of 30 years 
ago. 


legislators are reluctant, and properly 
so, to appropriate funds without attach­ 
ing some measure of control. But there is 
more to the desires of the solons for 
greater voice in higher education man­ 
agement than mere fiscal controls. 


It is a belief that the efforts in higher 
education have not been coordinated, 
that those entrusted to overseeing the 
programs have failed to respond to the 
need for new goals and new policies. 
It is this basic belief which has led the 
joint committee to call for a change in 
the name and authority of the coordinat­ 
ing council, which the committee says 
neither coordinates nor has the power to 
do so. 
The recommendation to reduce the 
terms of the regents from the present 
lengthy 16 years is only symptomatic of 
growing discontent with the entire opera­ 
tion Based upon their apparent misun­ 
derstanding of the irresponsibility to the 
public, as demonstrated by their refusal 
to let the* public know how' they are 
spending its money, any reduction of 
their terms short of complete elimination 
seems inadequate.

Flood Control Critic 
Only Partly Right 


Robert J. Staal’s letter in the Independ- 
ent-Joumal of Feb. 22 evidences lack of 
information about Corte Madera Creek 
both pre- and present flood control status. 
Even more so when he characterizes any 
storm we’ve had this season as being of 
the 100-year variety. 
He is correct if, as he says and 
disputes, Chuck Murphy, county flood 
control engineer, rated the Corte Madera 
Creek Flood Control Project “ as it now 
stands is virtually useless.” It isn’t en­ 
tirely so, and I should know. The transi­ 
tion structure between the project and 
the natural creek is in our back yard. 
We’ve lived there for 14 years, are 
veterans of a variety of high and low’ 
floods, and have maintained a rainfall 
record for all of those years. 
What the project, to the extent of its 
progress, has accomplished in Ross is to 
control the worst and most frequent 
flooding spot in the low stretch on Sir 
Francis Drake Boulevard just north of 
Ross Hospital . . . There has not been a 
sufficient flooding exposure since the 
project progressed to its present point to 
determine what will happen at the transi­ 
tion structure when upstream creek flow 
gets to those that occurred, in personal 
experience, on Dec. 19-20, 1969 and Jan. 
21, 1970. None of these achieved the 
awesome 100-year storm status. 
Even more significantly, and to be 
contemplated with trepidation, is what is 
bound to happen if stream flow gets to 
those that occurred during the storms 
mentioned above or occasioned by one of 
the 100-year variety . . . The result is 
bound to be flooding throughout the lower 
portions of Ross including Sir Francis 
Drake, a river down Kent Avenue, flood­ 
ing at the College of Marin (a nightmare 
to them because they’ve assured con­ 
struction fund grant agencies flooding 
wuld not occur and the college might be 
liable for those funds), and flooding in the 
Kentfield business and College Park, 
L arkspur, areas. In such instances, 
Chuck Murphy and the Corps of Engi­ 
neers are so right . . .

WASHINGTON — Now that the trial 
run of the new Nixon dispensation is 
ending, the star turn is a surprise to 
practically everyone except the star him­ 
self. It is Secy, of Labor Peter J. 
Brennan, who has shown in the cabinet 
post the advantages of his long experi­ 
ence in the jungle of New York state and 
building trades politics. 
Big, blustery, handsome, with a vocab­ 
ulary when aroused that a stevedore 
would envy, Brennan has been asserting 
his independence in setting his own pace 
and fashioning his own department. In­ 
sisting on the right to name his own 
assistant secretaries, Brennan walked 
into the lions’ den of the White House and 
came out unscathed. 
Those two formidable lions, H. R. 
Haldeman and John D. Ehrlichman. had 
been asserting at least a veto right on 
sub-cabinet appointm ents across the 
board. Brennan went to the White House 
for a cabinet meeting with his own list, 
determined to have 15 minutes in private 
with the President. 
A message was slipped into the meet­ 
ing, “ Brennan is going to blow.” The 
secretary of labor found the President in 
a rem arkably receptive mood. He. 
promptly invited Brennan to ride with 
him on his plane to Florida for the 
encounter at Bal Harbor with George 
Meany and the grand dukes of the AFL- 
CIO. En route Brennan had nearly an 
hour with the President and emerged 
smilingly confident that his nominees to 
run the Labor Department would be 
approved. 


HE WAS WARNED, however, by (he 
sm art young men helping him to set up 
his empire that this should not be taken 
as final victory. The sun never sets on 
the tireless Haldeman-Ehrlichman com­ 
bine as they go about their m aster’s 
business. 
What sets Brennan apart from the big 
business and money types brought in 
under the new dispensation is a political 
base. He had a lot to do with creating the 
network of labor bosses in state after 
state that helped to contribute an unprec­ 
edented share of the labor vote in No­ 
vember for the Nixon-Agnew ticket. 
The President wants to keep this net­ 
work functioning, and Brennan is the 
man to do it. The secretary relied in 
many instances, not on top union bosses, 
but on officials lower down with a close 
relationship with the rank and file. From

his present vantage point he is ideally 
situated to keep the network active 


THE PRESENT GLOW oi optimism 
could be of short duration. Ahead this 
year major union contracts expire, with 
the threat of big wage increases and even 
prolonged and disruptive strikes. As he 
administration wobbles around on tnc 
wage guideline, with the 5.5 per cent 
ceiling little more than a pious intention, 
Meany & Co. push for not less than i.5 
per cent and it could go higher. 
The wage spiral aside, Brennan faces 
another dilemmg. Conservative Republi­ 
cans want Congress to pass a nght-to* 
work lawr which w’ould do away with the 
closed shop and the compulsion to pay 
union dues. In view' of his desire to keep 
elements of organized labor within the 
Republican party, it is doubtful that the 
President himself will favor such a move. 


But Brennan could hardly support a 
step opposed virtually without exception 
bv the unions. Even though his New York 
City Construction Trades Council is ultra­ 
conservative, certainly on Vietnam policy 
and as has been frequently charged on 
letting in minorities, it could never toler­ 
ate right-to-work. 


BRENNAN’S CLOSE associates wear 
lapel pins of cold hard hats with an 
enam el Am erican flag superim posed. 
The hard hats in New York violently 
attacked young long-haired demonstra­ 
tors in the Wall Street district as they 
protested the Cambodian incursion. Later 
Brennan led a march of 100.000 construc­ 
tion and waterfront workers in a countfij- 
protest. 
Brennan is deeply rooted in New Yor^- 
state politics, having helped to swing 
important segments of organized labor 
behind Gov. Nelson Rockefeller. When 
Rockefeller runs for a fifth term next 
year, Brennan will have an active part, if 
only behind the scenes. He contributed to 
the defeat of Rockefeller’s last Demo­ 
cratic opponent, Arthur J. Goldberg, who 
also was once a secretary of labor. 
In the opinion of union leaders who 
backed George McGovern, and even 
some who reluctantly followed the Meany 
strategy of neutrality, Brennan is consid­ 
ered a tool of the establishment. In his 
current ascendancy, prepared to do bat­ 
tle with all comers, this troubles him not 
a bit.

Khartoum Slayings May

One result of the brutal murders of one 
Belgian and two American diplomats in 
Khartoum could be a new look at the 
whole question of international terrorism. 
Another could be a new- wedge driven 
between conservative and so-called revo­ 
lutionary Arab regimes. 
By carrying out their latest act of 
violence inside the embassy of one Arab 
nation accredited to another Arab nation, 
the Black September Palestinian guerril­ 
las have demonstrated again that no 
nation is immune in their declared war of 
extermination against Israel, carried out 
in the name of a nonexistent Palestinian 
state. 


AMONG THOSE whose release from 
custody were demanded by the terrorists 
were members of the West German 
guerrilla group knowm as the Baader- 
Meinhof gang. 
It reinforced previous suggestions that 
a well-developed line of communications 
existed between various underground ter-

rorist movements throughout the world, 
including the American hemisphere. 
Cleo A. Noel, the U.S. ambassador to 
the Sudan, was the second American 
ambassador to bo killed by terrorists and 
the fourth to bo seized by them. The first 
was John Gordon Mein, gunned down on 
Aug. 28,1968, outside Guatemala City. 
Two others, Clinton Knox, serving in 
Haiti and C. Burke Elbrick, stationed in 
Brazil, were kidnaped but later released 
unharmed. 
More than 20 other American officials 
have been involved in terrorist incidents 
in the last decade. 


PARTLY AS RESULT, the United 
States has been in the forefront of a 
frustrating drive to set up curbs on 
terrorism. 
It supported an unsuccessful attempt 
initiated by Brazil and supported by 
Argentina to exclude terrorists from the 
right of political asylum. It died inside 
the Organization for American States* 
where it originated. 
The United States introduced into the 
United Nations General Assembly last 
year measures for protection of diplo­ 
mats and control of terrorism. It alsa 
was rejected. 
In January, a movement for effective! 
sanctions against countries that provide 
havens for hijackers was defeated in the 
legal committee of the International Civil 
Aviation Organization. 


INSIDE THE ARAB world, the events 
at Khartoum seem likely to widen an 
already existing rift between hard-line 
revolutionary regimes such as Libya, 
Syria and Egypt and the conservative 
monarchies led by Saui Arabia. 
The killings occurred inside the embas­ 
sy of Saudi Arabia, a nation upon which 
the Palestinian Arabs depend heavily fbf 
financial support. This support now may 
be endangered. 
It also could have an effect upon Egypt 
which supports the command movement' 
but also depends heavily upon the Saudis 
for financial aid. 
Whatever the outcome, the slaymgs 
give new meaning to a suggestion made 
with bitter humor by an American diplo­ 
mat that foreign service officers should 
receive hazardous duty pay just as 
though they were serving in a war zone.

New Drug Laws Contradict 
Each Other, Attorneys Say 


“ Total confusion." 
These were the words used by 
a Marin attorney who often 
represents clients in drug and 
narcotic cases to describe two 
pieces of drug legislation pass­ 
ed by state lawmakers last 
year which seem to be at odds 
with each other. 
The first is the Campbell- 
Moretti-Deukmaejian Drug 
Abuse Act, which provides a 
decriminalizing process for 
first-time drug offenders. 
1 
Under this bill a drug violator 
can be “ diverted” to education­ 
al, treatment and rehabilitation 
programs and come off without 
a criminal offense on his record 
if he avoids further arrests for 
two years. 
The intent of the Legislature 
seems clearly aimed at rehabil­ 
itating drug offenders, rather 
than making criminals out of 
them. 


HOWEVER, ANOTHER piece 
of legislation, the long and 
sweeping Drug Abuse Control 
Act. which was AB192 and was 
also originally authored by As­ 
semblyman William Campbell. 
R-La Puente, seems to take a 
different tack. 
Under this act, which goes 
into effect today, a much tough­ 
er view seems to be taken with 
regard to drug offenders — at 
least those involved with any­ 
thing other than marijuana. 
The bill slipped by the notice 
of the press when it was signed 
vby the governor in December, 
and a short Associated Press 
story said that “existing offen­ 
ses and penalties relating to 
narcotics and dangerous drugs 
are not affected.” 
The few lawyers who have 
waded through the stack of 
pages which outline provisions 
of the act have decided, though, 
that there is a decided change 
in penalties for drug offenders. 


ONE SECTION eliminates 
the possibility of a possessor of 


a small amount of any drug 
other than marijuana being 
charged with a misdemeanor 
rather than a felony. 
In the past it has been com­ 
mon practice to charge a de­ 
fendant who had a few pills of 
some kind with a misdemeanor, 
as has been the custom with the 
“one marijuana cigarette” cas­ 
es. 
The new bill, though, makes 
it mandatory that a felony be 
charged for possessing any 
drug or narcotic other than pot. 
Although probation can be 
granted to first-time offenders, 
AB 192 has another stiff kicker 
in it. 
Anyone who has been convict­ 
ed a second time of any drug 
offense other than marijuana 
(possession, sale, transporting, 
etc.) faces a mandatory state 
prison sentence. 


“THIS IS WHAT law enforce­ 
ment officers have been crying 
for,” said Marvin Cahn, San 
Rafael lawyer whose practice 
includes many drug offenders. 
He said he and other lawyers 
who have researched the new 
laws cannot decide whethelr 
when the “diversionary" step is 
taken with a first offense, a 
defendant might get one more 
chance. 
In addition to a great deal of 
confusion, Cahn predicts that 
courts will be swamped with 
many more defendants, faced 
with mandatory state prison 
sentences, demanding jury 
trials. 
Roger Smith, director of Ma­ 
rin Open House, an anti-drug 
center, called the Campbell bill 
a “disaster" and predicted it 
would “escalate the problem.” 
Smith, noting that drug addic­ 
tion is behind a great deal of 
Marin’s crime, said that treat­ 
ment and rehabilitation aimed 
at curing the addict, not further 
criminalizing him. was the an­ 
swer. 


The Marin County Board of 
Education will consider peti­ 
tioning the state Board of Edu­ 
cation to do away with the 
Marin County Committee on 
School District Organization 
and delegate its duties to the 
board. 
Asst. Supt. Robert E. Spain 
said at its meeting Tuesday the 
board, at the suggestion of 
member Lee C. Richardson Jr., 
agreed to talk about a petition 
at its April 2 meeting. 
All 11 members of the com­ 


mittee want to keep it in exist­ 
ence, and have requested a 
$3,000 budget for fiscal 1973-74 
for four meetings next year, 
and its share of staff. 
The committee was first 
formed in 1956, and has dealt 
with unification and redistrict- 
ing matters — last year it 
redistricted the county board 
itself, creating two entirely new 
areas and preventing two in­ 
cumbents, Patrick W. Pollock 
and Arnold Dolcini Jr. from 
seeking reelection.

Plan For Saving The Dollar: 
Tell World It's Beyond Hope 


WASHINGTON - The trage­ 
dy of the United States is that, 
while it l^militarily the great­ 
est power in the world, it can’t 
do much when everybody starts 
dumping the American dollar 
We have been so busy defend­ 
ing our honor in Southeast Asia 
that we haven’t been able to 
defend our money in Europe I 
believe that one of President 
Nixon’s biggest mistakes has 
been his optimism about the 
American economy. He keeps 
assuring everyone that inflation 
is licked, wages are being stabi­ 
lized. and 1974 is going to be a 
great year for the nation’s bal­ 
ance of payments.

I think it is essential that the 
President go on worldwide tel­ 
evision, via satellite, and make 
the following statement: 
t“ My fellow citizens of the 
world. I wish to speak to you 
tonight about the American dol­ 
lar. * I must make it perfectly 
clear that despite stories to the 
contrary, the dollar has never 
been in worse shape. If Pat and 
I lived abroad, I would sell 
every American dollar I had 
Gut economy is hopeless and 
my administration does not 
have any solutions for saving it. 
1 predict U.S. production will go 
down, wages will go up. and our 
balance of payments will be in 
a shambles. 
"I urge every one of you to go 
to your bank tomorrow and sell 
your American dollars for 
whatever you can get for them. 
I feel, as President of the Unit­ 
ed States, you would rather 
hear the truth than be given 
false promises that America 
cannot deliver on. 
f,t am certain that perhaps a 
future President may restore 
the American dollar to its right­ 
ful place in the world monetary 
system. But, for the moment, 
the thing to do is to forget us 
and do what you consider is in 
the best interests of your re­ 
spective countries. Thank you 
and good night.” 
NOW THE FIRST THING 
that would happen after the 


President made such a speech 
is that the European bankers 
and money speculators would 
get on the phones 
“ Did you hear what he said?" 
a Swiss banker would ask a 
German industrialist. "H e 
wants us to believe the dollar is 
in trouble.” 
“ What kind of fools does he 
take us for? If he says the 
dollar is weak, then he must 
know it is strong. Sell my 
marks and buy dollars immedi­ 
ately.” 
Then the Swiss banker would 
pick up another phone It is the 
head of a London insurance 
company calling. “ I don’t like 
it," the British businessman 
would say. "He kept wiping his 
lips while he was talking The 
man’s lying through his teeth 
Get me out of yen and into 
dollars immediately.” 
The French consortium would 
call in next. “ Et izz an Ameri­ 
can double-cross,” the French­ 
man would say. “ They want to 
buy their dollars back cheap 
and stick us with gold. Zut! We 
will feex them. Sell all our gold 
and buy dollars tout de suite! 
PANIC WOULD ENSUE 
amongst the Arab oil sheiks. 
“ The Americans are trying to 
sink us by making us sell our 
dollars. Buy back all the dollars 
we sold, plus $500 million more, 
and don’t worry what you have 
to pay for them. No wonder 
they call him Tricky Dick.” 
By the end of the day, the 
orders for American dollars 
would be so great that the 
money markets in Europe 
would have to close A group of 
bankers would fly over to the 
Smithsonian Institution to dis­ 
cuss with American bankers 
ways of saving their own cur­ 
rencies. But Nixon would re­ 
main firm a.id insist the dollar 
was still the only money in 
serious trouble. 
If Mr. Nixon has the courage 
to follow this game plan, he 
could go down as the greatest 
President in American econom­ 
ic history 
Please, sir, we beg you to do 
it.

Nixon Says 
Cities Will 
Get Funds 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - Pres­ 
ident Nixon said today the na­ 
tion’s cities would get at least 
as much federal aid as they 
obtained under existing urban 
program s if his $2.3 billion a 
year special revenue sharing 
program for community devel­ 
opm ent becomes law. 


“ In the years im m ediately 
follow ing en a ctm en t, funds 
would be used to assure that no 
city receives less money for 
community development than it 
has received under the categor­ 
ical grant program s,” Nixon 
said. 


He m ade the statem ent in a 
m essage to Congress on com­ 
munity development. 


In the latest of a series of 
m essages he substituted for the 
State of the Union speech, Nix­ 
on also pledged to subm it to 
Congress within six months his 
recom m endations for program s 
to replace federal subsidies for 
housing to the poor which were 
suspended last Jan. 5. 


The President said the sus­ 
pended housing program s had 
been inefficient, costly and un­ 
fair, and had failed to guaran­ 
tee enough of the federal cash 
actually reached the poor.

The bus wreck was the third 
since Christmas in a 250-mile 
dr ((a of West Texas and Blast 
New Mexico. On Dec. 26. 19 
felans tin a ski outing were 
tilled in a bus-truck crash near 
K»h Sumner. N.M. and 16 oth­ 
ers were injured. Feb, 6, seven 
itudents were killed in a school 


bus-train wreck in Littlefield, 
Tex., 17 others were injured. 


Frank Cantu, of La Villa, 
Tex., in the lower Rio Grande 
Valley, said he was sitting in 
the rear of the bus. 


“ Everything happened so 
quick when it hit,” he said. “ As 
soon as it hit, everything 
caught on fire. The left side of 
the bus caught on fire. The 
passengers were in a panic. 
‘‘I pushed open three or four 
windows. I got the kids and a 
baby and its mother out. I put 
two kids on the side of the 
bridge and some more people. 
Then I jumped off the bridge. 
Cantu said he hurt his ankle 
and his back when he jumped 
from the bridge but he spent 
the rest of the night in a Fort 
Stockton motel. 
The bus was on a cross­ 
country trip from San Francis­ 
co to Houston. Its last stop was 
at El Paso before the crash. 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - Pres­ 
ident Nixon's personal attorney

Gray’s statement concerning 
Herbert M. Kalbach came dur­ 
ing his Senate confirmation 
hearing Wednesday and was 
the first time that Segretti. a 
California lawyer, had been of­ 
ficially linked with the White 
House. Previously, media re­ 
ports have suggested that Se­ 
gretti acted as a recruiter for 
political espionage against the 
Democrats in last year's presi­ 
dential campaign. 
Gray testified before the Sen­ 
ate Judiciary Committee for 
the fourth day on his nomina­ 
tion to become permanent head 
of the FBI, succeeding the late 
J. B]dgar Hoover. 
Gray also disclosed Wednes­ 
day that: 
Information from wiretapped 


telephones at Democratic Na­ 
tional Committee headquarters 
which was never made public 
at the Watergate bugging trial 
was turned over to the White 
House last year. 
Three Nixon campaign work 
ers who had been interviewed 
by the FB I in the presence of 
Republican 
attorneys later 
asked for second interviews 
alone. 
In a written statement sup­ 
plied to the committee about 
Kalmbach, Gray quoted the at­ 
torney as saying he paid Se­ 
gretti \s salary and expenses be­ 
tween Sept. 1, 1971 and March 
15, 1972 without knowing what 
Segretti was doing with the 
money. 
“ He said he merely acted as 
a disbursing agent for Segret­ 
ti’s salary and expenses and he 
has no idea how Segretti re­ 
ceived his instructions or whom 
he reported to,” Gray said. 
Money to pay Segretti, ac­ 
cording to Kalmbach, came 
from campaign funds collected 
prior to April 7, 1972 and he 
kept no records on payments.

down the rise in mailing costs 
and speed up mail delivery,” 
Cranston said. “ But in more 
than a year and a half of 
operation, postal administra­ 
tors have apparently decided to 
reverse this philosophy.’ 
He said he has received com­ 
plaints about the mail from 
more than 5,000 Californians 
during the past year. 
Chiles outlined some of the 
complaints he received and 
gave these examples; 
—A Lantana, Fla., man re­ 
ceived a letter his next-door 
neighbor had mailed to him 14 
days previously. 
—An Ormand Beach. Fla., 
woman paid 60 cents to send a 
special delivery letter to White 
Plains, N.Y., and it took six 
days. 
—Another letter from an ar­ 
chitect’s office to a hospital 18 
blocks away took 10 days. 
“ That’s mail service at the 
rate of les than two blocks per 
day." Chiles said. His constitu­ 
ents “ just don’t believe the 
problem is so hard to solve that 
the government couldn't solve 
it if it really cared.” he said. 


S ILE R CITY. N.C. (UPI) - 
An Army plane carrying a 
famed precision parachuting 
team from Ft. Bragg, N.C., 
crashed in a wooded area near 
here today. Reports from the 
scene said at least 15 persons 
were killed. 
Officials at Simmons Army 
Air Base at B’t. Bragg, 60 miles 
southeast of the crash site, said 
the plane was a black-painted 
EC47 used 
by the Golden 
Knights. 
“ Based on our reports, the 
plane carried an 11-man para­ 
chute team, two pilots, one 
crew chief and possibly another 
man,” said a Simmons spokes­ 
man. “ We’re not sure.” 
The Golden Knights team 
puts on exhibitions at air shows 
and special events across the 
nation. 
A newsman at the scene said 
there were no survivors. 
Wreckage, parachutes and 
bodies were scattered over a 
half-mile area surrounding the 
crash, which occurred in a 
woods just off a highway near 
the tiny community of Silk 
Hope 
The Golden Knights are com­ 
prised of 62 crack parachutists 
from across the nation, mostly 
from the enlisted ranks. Small 
groups of the entire contingent 
are assigned to appearances by 
the Department of the Army. 
A military spokesman said 
there had been no recent acci­ 
dents. in his memory, involving 
the Golden Knights in their 
performances, but one member 
died two weeks ago in a sports 
parachuting show at Ft. Bragg. 
He was parachuting on his own, 
not as a member of the team. 
The Army said the parachu­ 
tists were enroute to Kansas 
City for a parachuting perform­ 
ance when the plane crashed. 
Highway patrolmen quickly 
sealed off the crash site to 
everyone except police officers 
and rescue workers. The plane 
went down several yards off a 
highway. 


BOISE. Idaho (UPI) - Angry 
because a popular convict was 
being sent back to maximum 
security, convicts at the centu­ 
ry-old Idaho State Prison set 
fire to three buildings Wednes­ 
day night. 
Corrections Director Ray­ 
mond May reported buildings 
housing the chapel and the 
kitchen-dining facilities were 
gutted. He said a structure 
housing a laundry and recrea­ 
tion room was seriously burned, 
but the fire was under control. 


May said the “ disturbance” — 
he did not class it a riot—broke 
out about 7 p.m. when inmate 
Larry Trujillo, 26, objected to 
being returned from the infir­ 
mary to maximum security, 
several miles away from the 
old prison at a new <<itp under 
construction. 
Trujillo and another convict, 
Fred Boyinger, 31, were treated 
at the infirmary at the old 
prison on the outskirts of Boise 


and taken back to the new site. 
A group of inmates decided to 
rally around Trujillo. May said, 
and apparently touched off the 
fires. 
Boise city firemen fought the 
fires, and state police, and 
county sheriff’s officers and 
Boise City Police converged on 
the prison. 
About 200 men milled about 
in an open yard, but caused no 
further disturbances. Guards 
with rifles manned towers and 
walked prison walls. 
Bill Evans, associate superin­ 
tendent of operations, said the 
inmates were under control to­ 
day.

A New Look These Days

NEW YORK — When hat and 
hair are at odds, it’s the head 
that suffers.

that’s not right. You’re just 
starting out in school and they 
should not give you grades ’til 
you are way older.” 
There has been a trend in the 
United States toward the writ­ 
ten teacher comment in place 
of letter or numerical grades. 
Generally this is confined to 
elementary grades, with few' 
exceptions in seco ndary 
schools.

States who have to write a 
paragraph about each child's 
work three or four times a year 
will say that such a chore is 
almost meaningless.

They generally don’t 
tell a parent anything about a 
student’s understanding of his 
subject; instead they tend to 
describe behavior and attitude. 
Such phrases as “ Billy con­ 
centrated more this period dur­ 
ing arithmetic lessons,” or 
"Helen has done poorly this 
period in social studies because 
she’s been lazy.” don’t give 
parents a clue about Billy and 
his ability to add, subtract, 
multiply and divide. They cer­ 
tainly don’t tell the parents 
what Helen has learned about 
the early settlers in North 
America or British rule in In­ 
dia. 


Opponents of letter grades 
argue that not much is learned 
either from giving Billy a “ B ” 
in arithmetic and Helen a “ C” 
in social studies. 
What. then, is to be done so 
that parents have a report 
about what their children are 
learning? The answer just may 
be for each parent to come to 
school at least twice a year and 
talk with every teacher a child 
has. in high school as well as 
elementary school. In many ru­ 
ral areas, as well as in large 
cities, adjustment will have to 
be made so that working par­ 
ents can have appointments at 
their convenience — either on 
Saturdays or designated even­ 
ings. 
This type of report gives par­ 
ents an opportunity to get be­ 
yond the cliche, beyond the 
superficial analysis. It gives the 
teacher an opportunity to find 
out what kind of help the pupil 
is getting from home, and what 
compensatory steps need to be 
taken to provide what may not 
be readily available. The chil­ 
dren, for example, who live 
close enough to a public library 
to use its resources, have a 
distinct advantage over those 
students whose homes can’t 
provide good encyclopediasand 
other important reference ma-

Classy Little Musical Makes It Big

NEW YORK - “A Little 
Night Music” begins with the 
solo entrance of a very large 
baritone to preside over a very 
small piano. At least in the 
musical sense, neither is overly 
forte. Soon, the baritone is 
joined by four other singers. 
The sonorities of the elegantly 
costumed quintet and the tinkle 
of the pretty piano establish the 
tone and mood for the classy 
operetta-style musical Harold 
Prince has brought to the Shub- 
ert Theater. 


The rueful turn-of-the-century 
comedy about amorous dalli­ 
ance and ardent devotion was 
borrowed from Ingmar Berg­ 
m an’s small 1955 movie classic, 
“Smiles of a Summer Night.” 
The Hugh Wheeler-Stephen Son- 
heim version does not, at first 
viewing, resemble a classic in 
the “ My Fair Lady” or “ Fid­ 
dler on the Roof” sense. It is 
instead a leisurely, lyrically 
nimble, musically piquant div­ 
ersion. It contrasts sharply with 
the chrom e-edge tensions of 
Pnnce’s “Company” and the 
gaudy retrospection of his “ Fol­ 


lies.” 
Once more, Boris Aronson’s 
setting does much to evoke and 
sustain the atmosphere of a 
Prince production. A ronson’s 
screening birch groves and his 
exterior of a 19th Century 
Swedish country mansion — re­ 
vealed in a startling theatrical 
stroke — rise rom antically 
from a carpet of green. 


The scenery is handsomely 
com plem ented by Florence 
Klotz’s elegant and picturesque 
co stu m es. T haron M usser 
bathes everything in luminous 
light and twilight; don’t over­ 
look the real candles in the 
banquet scene. 


The resulting aura suits an 
ironically philosophical comedy 
about the pursuits of love and 
the foolishness of lovers. Set 
tripping by Sondheim, their 
hearts beat naturally in three- 
quarter time, a tempo conge­ 
nial to Patricia Birch’s occa­ 
sional choreography. 
“A Little Night Music” com­ 
prises a fragile web of inter­ 
woven plots. The Wheeler ver­ 
sion loses the subtlety and 
fastidious elegance of the origi­ 
nal; otherwise, Mr. Wheeler 
has handled the scenario adroit­ 


ly, considering the difficulties 
involved. 


The intrigues of this summer 
night principally concern a cyn­ 
ical. middle-aged lawyer (Len 
Cariou) and his very pretty, 
very young wife (Victoria Mal­ 
lory); 
the lawyer’s idealistic 
son (Mark Lambert), an intense 
sem inarian ardently in love 
with his stepmother; a provin­ 
cial touring star (Glynis Johns), 
whom the lawyer once loved; 
the star’s current lover, a noo­ 
dleheaded dragoon (Laurence 
Guittard); and the dragoon’s 
beautiful, neglected wife (Patri­ 
cia Elliott). 


Having spent a longish first 
act establishing relationships, 
“ A Little Night Music” assem­ 
bles the m atched and m is­ 
matched at the country estate 
of the actress’s mother. A form­ 
er courtesan, she disdains the 
gaucheries of an upstart age, 
and she does it in the grand 
Hermione Gingold manner. As 
the haughty, naughty grandma- 
ma, Miss Gingold delivers her 
lines with gilt-edged gusto and 
scoopful relish; in this era of 
nervously devalued dollars, we 
should all be grateful for the 
durable Gingold standard.

PRETORIA, South Africa 
(AP) — “Conquest of the Planet 
of the Apes,” has been banned 
by government censors. It is 
the fifth movie in a series and 
the first to be blacklisted in 
South Africa. 


SAN FRANCISCO (AP) - 
The banking industry should 
look on organized crime, which 
is spending billions in illegal 
booty to infiltrate legitimate 
business, as a competitor, an 
American Bankers Association 
conference was warned yester­ 
day. 
Infiltration into legitim ate 
business is the major develop­ 
ment in organized crime in the 
last 10 years, said Eugene T. 
R ossid es, fo rm e r a s s is ta n t 
Treasury secretary and now a 
Washington lawyer. 
He urged the bankers to work 
with police and honest business 
customers to fight that well- 
financed move into the main­ 
stream of commerce. 
The fight against organized 
crime, now operating on an 
international scale with money 
flowing into numbered Swiss 
bank accounts is a tough one, 
he said. 
Rossides left the Treasury 
Department in January after 
serving four years as assistant 
secretary supervising Customs, 
Secret Service, and other en­ 
forcement agencies. He was a 
U.S. representative on Interpol, 
the international agency coop­ 
erating in exchange of informa­ 
tion on crime operations. 
He said American bankers 
are hurt by the unfair tactics 
syndicate-controlled businesses 
em ploy a g a in st le g itim a te 
firms who are bank customers. 
“ The 
syndicate-controlled 
business can arrange to block 
or delay a competitors flow of 
needed supplies, instigate labor 
trouble, or foul up trucking and 
transportation services,” Ros­ 
sides said. 
He said that bankers and 
their honest customers should 
develop contact and coopera­ 
tion with law enforcem ent 
agencies working on organized 
crime and banks should support 
community councils in develop­ 
ing techniques to combat organ­ 
ized crime. 
Rossides said syndicate op­ 
erators like to move into busi­ 
nesses with a lot of cash flow 
from which they can skim their 
illegal take. 
Among these, he said, are 
coin vending machines, gam­ 
bling casinos, and hotels and 
restaurants. He said they also 
move in on trucking and trans­ 
portation, construction, and 
waste disposal firms. 
In a time of credit crunch, 
syndicates can use loan shark­ 
ing to drive businesses into 
default and thereby take over. 
They can use bankruptcy to 
hide their own illegal profits 
from tax investigators, he said 
“ The idea that organized 
crime is controlled by Mafia 
Italians is a myth, Rossides 
said. 
“The Mafia is only a part of 
organized crime. It knows no 
ethnic or racial barriers. The 
leadership includes Irish, Jews, 
and all nationalities. 
Rossides declared he did not 
know of any major metropoli­ 
tan area in the nation where 
organized crime was not oper 
ating in some degree. 
He said there is no accurate 
estimate on the annual income 
of crime operations. But the 
take on gambling alone has 
been estimated at from $6 bil 
lion to $7 billion a year, he said.

Illegitimate 
Son Goes 
To Father 


REDWOOD CITY. Calif. 
(CPU — A young soldier won 
custody of his 2-vear-old illegiti­ 
mate son Wednesday over the 
objections of a county adoption 
agency in which the baby’s 
teenage mother had placed it. 
Daniel Lucero, 20, Pacifica. 
Calif., currently on active duty 
with the Army at Ft. Carson, 
Colo., won sole custody of little 
Anthony Lucero in a hearing 
before Superior Court Judge 
Melvin E. Cohn. 
The soldier’s parents Mr. and 
Mrs. Loo Lucero, will carc for 
the child until he is able to 
transfer back to California, or 
win an early release from the 
service, said attorney George 
Corey. 


Both parents of the baby 
were in high school when the 
child was born. Authorities pre­ 
vented Lucero from marrying 
the mother because she was 16 
and a ward of the court. So 
Lucero joined the Army in or­ 
der to provide a stable financial 
support for the little boy. testi- 
monv disclosed. 


The mother corresponded on 
a regular basis while Lucero 
served in Vietnam, testimony 
said. The soldier's parents visit­ 
ed the mother and baby regu­ 
larly and included them in fam­ 
ily outings. 


But when Lucero came home 
from Vietnam last summer, the 
girl refused to see him. She put 
the baby up for adoption with­ 
out his knowledge and ran 
away from her foster home, 
testimony said.

He chose the College of Ma­ 
rin's registered nurse program 
because of its reputation state­ 
wide (Students must score .150 
points to pass the state licen­ 
sing program; most College of 
Marin graduates score in the 
500s. I 
Entrance to the program is 
difficult. More than 500 persons 
applied for admission this fall 
and 200 qualified. Out of these, 
55 enrollees were selected at 
random by computer. 
Only four men have graduat­ 
ed from the college's R N. pro­ 
gram since 1905. but 11 men 
currently are enrolled. 
Program director Lyla Crom­ 
er said the increase in male 
•students is part of the changing 
role of nursing. In fact, many 
hospitals are specifically re­ 
questing male nurses because 
they want to have a mix in 
staff. 
McGovern, who hopes to start 
work in a hospital after gradua­ 
tion this summer, doesn’t mind 
what sort of nursing he does, 
although he hopes eventually to 
return to college and get his 
bachelor’s and master’s de­ 
grees and teach nursing. 
But he admits he especially 
enjoys working with children 
“ I think it’s realistic to have 
a male nurse in a pediatric 
unit. Most of our children are 
subjected to a totally female 
environment — from kindergar­ 
ten they’re usually with women 
teachers until eighth grade. 


Children should be able to re­ 
late to the father as much as to 
the mother, instead of the fath­ 
er just being a disciplinarian.’’ 
McGovern had no nursing ex­ 
perience, but feels his television 
experience helped him in deal­ 
ing with people and relating to 
their different life styles. The 
college nursing students are 
thrown into a hospital environ­ 
ment right from the beginning 
of the program, working under 
supervision in Bay Area hospi­ 
tals. 
He said he doesn’t find nurs­ 
ing physically taxing, and says 
he's continually fascinated and 
excited about developments in 
the profession. 
“ Nurses are getting more and 
more responsibilities, and the 
doctors are relying more on 
their skills so that the nurse is 
the extension of the doctor’s 
care. .And I can’t speak highly 
enough about the program; 
Miss Cromer and the instruc­ 
tors and the students are the 
most supportive people I’ve ev­ 
er met." 
With an increasing number of 
men looking at nursing as a 
future profession, McGovern 
had this advice: 
“ I would recommend any 
male seeking a career in nurs­ 
ing to really investigate and 
find out what nursing is all 
about. 1 feel most men should 
know where their head is before 
they go into nursing — so much 
is teaching patients. Find out 
what they expect to get out of 
nursing, but most important, 
find out what nursing expects to 
get out of them.” 


Landmark Lawsuit Eyed 
On Petaluma Growth Rule 


A precedent-setting lawsuit 
aimed at 
Petaluma’s growth 
control plan will be filed soon in 
Sonoma County Superior Court, 
according to representatives of 
the Construction Industry Asso­ 
ciation of Sonoma County. 
Jack O'Neal of Young Ameri­ 
ca Homes Inc., Rohnert Park, 
said today the suit should be 
filed “ very shortly.” Attorney 
Malcolm A. Misuraca of Santa 
Rosa said he is still researching 
the case and is not certain 
when the suit will be filed. 
The suit is expected to chal­ 
lenge Petaluma's unique envi­ 
ronmental design plan which 
sets a limit of 500 new living 
units per year 
The process 
used to select who may build 
under the limit is also expected 
to be challenged 
"Our association does not in­ 
tend to defy or attempt to limit 
any reasonable and constitu­ 
tional attempt by the City of 
Petaluma or any other agency 
to implement proper land plan­ 
ning,” O’Neal said. 


"Every reasonable land de­ 
veloper. home builder and any­ 
one else in the construction 
industry can only favor good 
planning that protects all of us, 
but under no circumstances 
should there simply be a race 
to enact any piece of legislation 
that appears at first flush to do 
a job before it is very carefully 
considered to see whether it 
does more harm than good.” 


Any suit against the city will 
be considered a landmark case 
since Petaluma is the first city 
in the state — and perhaps the 
first in the nation — to let 
developers 
in on a selected 
basis 


Other cities throughout the 
country have expressed interest 
in adopting a similar policy, but 
are awaiting a lega test 
City Atty. Edouard E. Robert 
warned the city council when it 
adopted the policy that no 
precedents have been set on its 
legality and that a lawsuit 
could result. . 


The attorney for a 26-year-old 
woman charged with an armed 
robbery in the Co-Op Market in 
Corte Madera said yesterday he 
would file a $500,000 libel suit 
on her behalf against an Alame­ 
da County newspaper that 
printed a commentary on the 
case. 
The libel, attorney Paul A. 
Harris said, was in the tenor ol 
an article in the Inter-City Ex­ 
press. which seemed to imply 
the woman, Stephanie Kline, 
had encouraged and induced 
perjury by witnesses when she 
stood trial last year in Alameda 
for a car bombing that killed a 
Black Panther. 
The implication both caused 
her “ great mental anguish’’ 
and lessened her chance ol 
receiving a fair trial on the 
Marin charge, Harris said. He 
charged the article in the news­ 
paper which reports Alameda 
County’s court cases was print­ 
ed “ with malice or at least with 
reckless 
disregard 
of 
the 
truth.” 
The suit, which was to be 
filed today in Alameda Superior 
Court, asks $250,000 general 
damages and $250,000 punitive 
and exemplary damages from 
the newspaper and five un­ 
named persons. 
“ The article itself insinuates 
that Stephanie’s alibi witnesses 
lied for her in the first trial, 
and therefore implies that she 
was in fact guilty. This is an 
insult to the jury that acquitted 
her as well as an attempt to 
prejudice future jurors in her 
impending case.” Harris said. 
Miss Kline was acquitted last 
August in Alameda County Su­ 
perior Court on a charge of 
possessing a bomb, which ex­ 
ploded in her car and killed a 
22-year-old Black Panther. De­ 
fense witnesses testified she 
was at a party when Tommy 
Davenport was blown up on 
Jan. .‘10. 1972. 
Four days after her arrest in 
Marin, the East Bay publica­ 
tion. according to Harris, ran 
the following front page column 
titled "Incompetent, Irrelevant 
and Immaterial: 
“ You remember Stephanie 
Kline? 
"She s the one who was ac­ 
quitted by a jury here last 
August of possessing the bomb 
which went off in a Volkswagen 
(sici parked in a Broadway 
drive-in. The explosion killed a 
Black Panther follower. 
“ Well, a troop of Ms. Kline's 
followers traipsed to the wit­ 
ness stand and provided her an 
alibi at the time the bomb went 
off. Yes, they testified under 
oath, Ms. Kline was in her San 
Francisco apartment attending 
a party at the time. 
“ Well Ms. Kline got knocked 
over the other night in Marin 
County —caught in the act of 
robbing, along w ith three others 
(slot persons, a market. 
"Yep, and one of those ar­ 
rested with Ms. Kline on the 
armed robbery charges, was 
one of her alibi witnesses in the 
Alameda County action " 
Harris said the paper has 
refused to retract the statement 
although one phone call would 
show none of her codefendants 
in the Marin case testified in 
the bomb trial. 
<Uoyd MacDonald, publisher 
of the Inter-City Express, told 
the Independent-Journal today, 
however, that his paper pub 
lished a retraction when it 
learned it had erred in report­ 
ing one of Miss Kline s witness­ 
es to have been arrested in 
Corte Madera. 
(MacDonald said the retrac­ 
tion and expression of regret 
appeared in the same place in 
the paper on Jan. 24 as had the 
previous comment, part of a 
feature column, not part of its 
regular news stories.) 
Miss Kline was arrested with 
John Turner, 27, of no fixed 
address, Candice Kay Yockey, 
26, of San Francisco and Clau­ 
dia Vonetta Grayson, 20, of 
Oakland, after a holdup of two 
grocery store employees 
The four, who have been 
linked to leftwing activities, 
have been in jail since their 
arrest awaiting trial in two 
weeks. Bail is $20,000 for Miss 
Kline and Miss Grayson and 
$30,000 for the other two. 


Novato 
Part Of 
Parks Panel Asks 
Revenue Funds 


Marin Legal 
Aid Group 
Plans Suit 


The Novato Parks and Recre­ 
ation Commission is seeking 
about one-third of the city's 
revenue sharing funds for its 
capital improvements budget 
for 1973-74. 
According to recreation direc­ 
tor Edward W 
Adams, com­ 
missioners agreed last night to 
seek $40,000 of the city’s $115,- 
000 revenue sharing funds. 
Since one third of the city's tax 
rate. 32 of 95 cents per $100 
assessed valuation, goes to 
parks and recreation, commis- 
Nioners believed revenue shar­ 
ing should be one-third, Adams 
said 
With the revenue sharing 
money. $10,000 could be used to 
convert the house on the O’Hair 
property, Novato Boulevard 


and Sutro Avenue, into a teen­ 
age center, he said. 
The funds also would provide 
$20,000 for development of the 
Lynwood School play area, an 
additional $7,000 for Olive 
School Park and $3,000 for Ma­ 
rin Highlands Park 
The proposed capital im­ 
provements budget is $167,000 
with $72,085 to go toward pur­ 
chase of the O’Hair property 
and Heifetz land in the Scotts­ 
dale area of South Novato for 
parks. This year’s budget is 
$1.54,255. 
Commissioners put $4,260 
from the proposed recreation 
budget, eliminating $1,260 for 
an additional aide at the swim­ 
ming pool and $3,000 for a

One Issue Solved At 
Mill Valley Library 


The Mill Valley City Council 
and city library board last 
night temporarily patched up 
their differences over library 
spending. 
City Mgr. William H. Cun­ 
ningham reported today that 
the council voted to give the 
library an additional $600 to 
continue operating the rest of 
this fiscal year without reduc­ 
ing hours.

According to Earlene Jones, 
college district publicist, trust­ 
ees met in closed session for an 
hour, and later in the open 
meeting concurred with the fir­ 
ing recommendation ol the fac­ 
ulty's evaluation team 
Mrs, Jones said the board 
didn’t discuss the dismissal, 
and gave no report on the 
evaluation 
Iraheta said today he wasn't 
surprised at his firing — “ It’s 
been a very controversial posi­ 
tion right from the start,” he 
said, "most minority instruc­ 
tors are put into highly contro­ 
versial programs.” 


Luke Warm 
Reaction To 
Seal Park 


A proposal that Marin County 
create a harbor seal sanctuary 
and park on a Strawberry Pen­ 
insula sandpit has met with 
only a luke warm reception 
from the director of county 
parks and recreation 
" It ’s something to look into, 
>uid Pierre W Joske, adding he 
doubted Strawberry area resi­ 
dents "would put up with” a 
tormal park in the area 
The proposal was offered by 
Strawberry Recreation District 
director Thomas Miller, who 
said the county could purchase 
the property on the east side of 
the peninsula and use it as a 
public park in the summer and

The 24-member commission 
would exist for eight years to 
o rg an ize a celeb ratio n com ­ 
m em orating the 400th anniver­ 
sary of D rake’s voyage around 
the world and stop over at San 
F'rancisco Bay. It would receive 
no public funds and operate on 
private donations. 


The bill <AB252> by Assembly­ 
m an William T. Bagley, R-San 
Rafael, cleared the Ways and 
Means Com mittee on a 13-1 
vote and went to the floor over 
the objection of Assemblyman 
John Vasconcellos, D-San Jose. 


“ I just don’t think we need 
another commission, especially 
of this type, when there are 
m ajor public problems to lie 
resolved,” Vasconcellos said. 


“ This 
is 
a way to divert 
people's attention from current 
c ritic a l social problem s by 
dancing about something in the 
past,” he said. 


Assemblyman Alan Sieroty, 
1) Beverly Hills, who voted for 
the m easure, objected to one 
provision which authorized the 
commission to appoint a "Com ­ 
pany of 400,” a group of individ­ 
uals who would underwrite the 
celebration project. He said the 
title “ Company of 400” was 
"offense” and should be called 
something else. Supporters said 
this merely reflected the 400th 
anniversary of D rake’s voyage.

"Track or any other sport at 
Terra Linda or any school is for 
the individuals, not the coach­ 
es," said Bowman, who said his 
hair is shoulder-length and cut 
in a shag. “ It's not really fair 
— you’re busting your rear end 
anyway, and then not to be able 
to compete because of this. 
“ I’m really into backing 
these people (the dissidents) 
and I’ll back them fully.” 
“ I think if hair isn't in the 
way (the length) should be up to 
the individual person,” said 
Ray. whose hair extends to the 
middle of his back. 
Federal district judge George 
B. 
Harris of San Francisco, 
ruling in the famous Redwood 
hair caseqon March 10, 1970, 
upheld the right of individual 
coaches to set grooming re­ 
quirements. however. 
“ I can see where it would 
have to go both ways, but I 
can’t see rules like this in this 
particular sport.” said Timmer­ 
man, who describes his hair as 
a 
bit 
more than shoulder 
length. “ Track differs from 
some sports, like swimming, 
w here hair obviously gets in the 
way.” 
Amsden said Silva and Hall 
were dissatisfied with the regu­ 
lations, but that Silva also citd 
“a good paying job” and Hall 
"a matter of studies” for not 
running. 
Peterson was dissatisfied Fri­ 
day with the compromise, but 
met with Amsden Monday and 
decided to run. His hair already 
met the requirements. “ The 
team met a compromise and as 
far as I can see if I held out it 
would be to no advantage — our 
effectiveness had ended,” he 
said. 
Peterson said a resolution 
adopted last Tuesday by the 
Terra Linda Student Council, 
over which he presides, was 
"one of the major reasons the 
athletic department may have 
changed.” The resolution called 
the original strict departmental 
guideline "a detriment" and 
said it should be "immediately 
terminated,” Peterson said.

Amsden said, “ I felt it was 
more important at this point to 
support those athletes who had 
abided by the standard and who 
had given something of them­ 
selves in order to compete, 
rather than take the position of 
being more liberal.”

The mystique of Sun Valley may have begun in 1941 when Sonia 
Heme starred in the movie, “Sun Valley Serenade,” but today this 
Idaho resort is better than ever. — 
-------------—- 
Many 
skiers 
who 
have 
traversed mountains through­ 
out the world — France, Aus­ 
tria, Germany, Italy, Canada, 
wherever — claim that for all- 
around fine skiing, Sun Valley 
has no equal. 
Persons come from all over 
to ski at Sun Valley, but it was 
astonishing for me to learn that 
15-40 per cent of the skiers are 
from the greater Bay Area. 
“Of course there are many 
tours from the San Francisco 
area to here,” reports market­ 
ing vice president Chip Fisher, 
‘but most people just arrange 
:hings themselves and spend a 
*veek. And we have many peo- 
Dle who return year after 
year.” 
From the Bay Area, Sun Val­ 
ley is reached by a relatively 
sasy 11-14 hour drive (depend­ 
ing upon how many stops, how 
fast you drive, and the weath- 
sr). You can drive it straight 
through or stop in such glorious 
spots as Elko or Wells, Nev. 
The resort is reached via Inter­ 
state 80 to Wells, left on High­ 
way 93 and keep going til 
you're there. You can also fly 
to Boise or Twin Falls an go 
by bus or car from there — or 
fly to Hailey, 13 miles away 
from Sun Valley. 
What’s so special about Sun 
Valley? First and foremost, the 
skiing. For beginners and be­ 
ginner interm ediates, th ere’s 
Dollar Mountain and connecting 
Elkhom 
— 
two 
perfectly 
groomed testing grounds, locat­ 
ed near the village of Sun 
Valley, for budding skiers. But 
Bald Mountain (better known as 
Baldy) is where the action is. 
There is such a variety of runs 
on nearby Baldy, that it boggles 
the mind. I skied there for six 
straight days in perfect sun­ 
shine and still missed several.

The caliber of skiing on Baldy 
is very high and many of the 
top hotdoggers will leave you 
muttering to yourself. There 
are several easy runs, but in 
general, Baldy is for people 
who have skied before. Some of 
the runs such as Limelight, 
Lower Holiday and Exhibition 
are also for people who have 
skied before. A lot. The world- 
renowned ski school, now under 
the direction of Paul Ramlow, 
has 200 instructors and is ex­ 
tremely well organized. 
When people come to Sun 
Valley, most are there for a 
week or more. Weekends are 
less crowded because people 
are arriving and leaving on 
Saturdays and Sundays. Lift 
lines? The advertising says vir­ 
tually no waiting lines, and for 
the most p art, it’s true. I 
caught a couple of long lines 
(maybe 10-15 minutes), but I 
would guess my average wait 
was one minute. They added a

helped. 
The village of Sun Valley 
abounds with fascinating little 
shops throughout the mall. One 
mile away is Ketchum, and two 
miles from there are the access 
lifts to the top of Baldy. The 
village runs shuttle busses to 
and from Ketchum and Baldy, 
and visitors can also stay in 
Ketchum or right near the ac­ 
cess lifts to Baldy — so near 
that it’s a 30 second walk to 
jump on a chairlift. 
The non-skiing activity seems 
almost endless: a scenic apres 
ski cocktail, a sleighride to 
dinner, dancing to a wild band, 
a gathering in a hot outdoor 
whirlpool. Whatever you want 
to do, it’s probably there. There 
are also plenty of family-type 
accomodations and activities. 
The people that work around 
Sun Valley are all so friendly 
and helpful that it creates a 
very nice mood.

Delicate Pitch-And-Run 


By LEE TREVINO 
The key to making this shot a winner is to keep the wrists 
locked. A flippy-wristed player, as Tommy Bolt calls ’em, 
doesn’t have any business fooling with the pitch-and-run. 
For one thing, a delicate touch is important. We’re talking 
about a little tester that takes a lot of practice. Most 
businessmen don’t have time to work on the refinements of 
the short game. The winning golfer takes the time. 
Since it’s a three-quarter shot, it's better to hold the 
backswing down — something like a long putting stroke The 
distance requires a small arc, making the approach to the 
impact area even more sensitive. 
Concentrate on not breaking the wrists. This makes the 
shot easier to judge, simpler to control. The dude who cocks 
his wrists and unwinds on a pitch-and-put is going off half- 
cocked. He’ll either blade the shot or hit it “fat,” meaning a 
dumper. 
Pick a target area for the ball to land in. Playing the ball 
off the right heel, try to hit the area with enough speed to run 
the ball to the flag. 
It’s only a long putt, amigo — excent some of it’§ in the air.

New Rules Change Maximum 
Tax Rate For Capital Gains 


The new rules for capital gains provide for 
a maximum rate of 25 per cent, on the first 
$50,000 of long-term capital gains before the 
50 per cent deduction. Any gain over $50,000 
will be taxed at not more than 35 per cent 
because only 50 per cent of long-term capital 
gains is taxed and the top rate is 70 per cent, 
so there will be an effective maximum tax of 
35 per cent on long-term gains 
This whole thing only applies to you if your 
taxable income is over $32,000 for a single 
taxpayer and if you are mar- 
---------- 
ried and filing a separate re­ 
turn. over $22,000. and if filing a 
joint return $44,000. If you qual­ 
ify as Head of Household then 
your taxable income must ex­ 
ceed $38,000 before the above 
applies. 


The untaxed portion of a long­ 
term capital gain is a tax pref­ 
erence item and is added to 
other tax preferences and taxed 
at IO per cent to the extent that 
they exceed $30,000 and the 
regular income tax. 
Only 50 per cent of long-term 
capital losses can be used to 
offset ordinary income. 


The $1,000 maximum capital 
loss deduction has been reduced 


to $55 for married persons filing 
separate returns. 


After 1909. all casualty for 
theft) gains and losses on busi­ 
ness property or capital assets 
eld for more than six months 
must be combined. If the cas­ 
ualty losses exceed the casualty 
gains, the net loss is treated as 
an ordinarv loss without regard 


to whether there may be nonca­ 
sualty gains of business proper­ 
ty. If. however, the casualty 
gains exceed the casualty loss­ 
es. the net gain is treated as a 
business property gain and 
must be consolidated with other 
gains and losses under .Section 
1231 (Business Property). 


Horses and cattle purchased 
after 1969 and held for draft, 
breeding, dairy or sporting pur­ 
poses are considered business 
only if you hold them for at 
least two years 


A lump sum distribution for 
1970 or later, out of employee 
benefit plans, which was ac­ 
crued in plan years beginning 
after Jan 
1, 1970. is capital 
gain only to the extent that the 
taxable portion exceed the em­ 
ployer contributions. If the dis­ 
tribution was employer stock, a 
special rule applies. 


After July 25. 1969. the sale of 
letters, memorandums or simi­ 
lar property by the creator or 
for one for whom they were 
prepared or created is consid­ 
ered ordinary income. 


After Jan. 1, 1970, the trans­ 
fer of a franchise trade mark or 
trade name is treated as orid- 
nary income if the seller re­ 
tains any significant power, 
right or continuing interest. 


Basis for original issue dis­ 
count bonds after May 27. 1969. 
is increased by the bondholders 
amortized discount income. 


. If you had an involuntary 
conversion you now have two 
years after the year in which 


part of the gain on conversion 
was realized in order to replace 
your property. 


If you make an approved 
disposition of certain low in­ 
come housing after Oct. 9. 1969, 
and replace that with qualified 
low income housing either by 


purchase or building within one 
year after the first year in 
which part of the gain was 
realized, you can defer tax on 
the gain. 


Conservation or land clear­ 
ance farm expenses deducted 
after 1969 are recaptured in full 


or part as ordinary income 
when the land is sold if held 
less than ten years. Farm loss­ 
es after 1969, which were used 


to reduce non-farm income, will 
be recaptured as ordinary in­ 
come on sale of the farm in 
some cases. 


Depreciation claimed after 
1969 on livestock sold after 1969 
is treated as ordinary income 


on the sale under Section 1245. 
Some depreciation on Section 
1250 property sold after 1969 


and claimed for years after 
1969 may he recaptured as ordi­ 
nary income. 


California has some very im­ 
portant capital gain changes for 
1972. 


If any of these items apply to 
you. be sure to check the rules 
carefully before filing your re­ 
turn.
